Our  whole  force  was  soon  in  the  ene- 
my's works. 

The  rebel  officers  gave  up  their  sword?. 

The  bulk  of  the  rebels  were  much  cha- 
grined, though  they  had  known  of  the 
surrender  long  before  our  men  were  ap- 
prised of  it,  as  Pillow  and  Floyd  bad  plan- 
ned and  executed  their  escape  during  the 
night,  taking  with  them  Floyd's  brigade 
and  a  few  favorites,  occupying  what  few 
small  steamers  they  had. 

At  first  many  of  the  prisoners  were  loud 
in  their  denanciations  of  the  runaways,  and 
many  acknowledged  the  hopelessness  of 
their  cause,  and  intimated  a  willingness  to 
take  the  oath  of  allegiance. 

To  a  question  put  to  an  officer  as  to  how 
many  prisoners  we  had,  he  replied,  you 
have  all  out  of  25,000  who  were  not  killed 
or  did  not  escape. 

It  is  impossible  to  get  a  list  of  the  killed 
and  wounded,  as  the  killed  have  not  all 
been  brought  in,  and  they  are  mixed  up 
with  the  rebels  killed. 

CmcAco,  Feb.  17. 

A  private  message  this  evening  to  the 
sanitary  commissioners,  from  Cairo,  says 
there  are  300  killed,  600  wounded  and  100 
missing,  at  Fort  Donelson. 

St.  Louts,  Feb.  17. 

All  the  woanded  on  both  sides  will  be 
brought  to  this  city  and  placed  in  the  hos^ 
pitals.  A  dozen  or  more  Surgeons  with  a 
corps  of  nurses  left  this  alternoon  for  ths 
battle  field. 

National  salutes  were  fired  at  B?Dtoo 
Barracks,  the  Arsenal  and  JeEFerson  Bar- 
rack?, and  all  the  forts  surronnding  the 
city,  to-day  in  honor  of  onr  victory. 

Chicago,  Feb.  17. 
The    Itntes'  special  from   Fort  Donelson 
says  the  forces  were  abont  equal  in  numbers, 
but  the  rebels  had  all  the  advantages  ol  po 
sition,  being  well  fortified  on  two  immense 
hills,  with  their  fort  near  the  river  on  a  low- 
er piece  of  ground.    From  their  entrench 
meots  the  rifle  pits  and  abatis  extended  up 
the  river  behind  the  town  of  Dover.    Their 
fortifications  on  the  land  side,  back  from  the 
river,  were  at  least  four  miles  in  length. 
The  water  battery  in  the  centre  of  the  for- 
tifications where   it  commaaded  the  river, 
mounted  ni:.e  heavy  guns. 

The  rebels  were  sure  of  success  in  any 
other  cause,  against  less  brave  troops,  and 
could  have  held  their  position  against  a 
hundred  thousand. 

The  business  of  getting  the  difierent  brig- 
ades iu  position  and  attaching  new  arrivals 
to  difierent  commands,  took  up  the  greater 
part  of  Friday  night.  At  daylight  on  Sat* 
urday  the  enemy  opened  on  the  18th  Illi- 
nois, when  all  of  Oglesby's  brigade  was 
soon  engaged,  which  was  followed  by  Wal- 
lace's and  Mc Arthur's  brigades,  the  lat- 
ter acting  under  McClernand,  As  the  posi- 
tion of  the  troops  bad  been  changed  daring 
the  night,  and  Ccn.  Grant  had  been  called 
away  to  the  gunboats,  the  movements  of  all 
the  troops  except  those  under  McClernand, 
acted  without  any  other  than  general  or- 
ders. At  a  suggestion  from  McClernand, 
Cen.  Wallace  sent  up  four  regiments  to 
support  his  division,  who  were  nearly  out 
of  ammunition.  From  the  commencement 
until  ten  o'clock,  the  fighting  was  terrific. 
The  troops  on  the  right  were  disposed  as 
follows:  McArthur's  brigade,  with  the 
15th,  4l8t,  17th  and  19th  Illinois,  next 
Oglesby's  brigade,  the  8th.  13ih,  29tb, 
30th,  and  31st  Illinois,  Schwartz's  and 
Dresser's  batteries,  next,  Wallace's  bri- 
gade, llib.  20tb,  45tb,  and  48ih  Illinois. 
Those  three  brigades  composed  Mc- 
Clemand's  division,  and  bore  the  brimt 
of  the  battle. 

It  was  ioood  that  the  enemy  was  concen- 
trating bis  main  forces  to  turn  our  right, 
which  was  done  by  our  men  getting  cut  of 
ammunition,  and  confusion  in  getting  Hp 
reinforcements  and  io  retreating  about  half 
a  mile.  As  soon  as  the  division  which  had 
stood  its  ground  manfully  for  three  hours, 
retired,  the  enemy  occupied  the  field,  when 
Gen.  Grant  ordered  Gen,  Smith  to  move 
forward  his  division  and  storm  the  enemy's 
work?  on  our  lelt.  This  order  was  obeyed 
with  alacrity.  Soon  cheers  greeted  our 
daring  soldiers,  and  the  old  flag  was  dis- 
played within  the  enemy's  entrenchments. 

Grant  then  sent  word  to  McClernand  and 
Wallace  that  Gen.  Smith  was  within  the 
enemy's  entrenchment:,  and  ordering  their 
forces  to  move  forward  to  renew  t.  e  attack 
on  our  right. 

Geo.  Wallace's  brigade,  the  1 1th  Indiana 
and  18th——,  with  some  Ohio  regi- 
ments were  rapidly  thrown  in  poQtion, 
and  company  A,  Chicago  light  artillery, 
was  planted  in  the  road.  As  the  rebels, 
supposing  We  were  on  the  retreat,  came 
yelling  out  of  their  works  into  the  road,  the 
Chicago  boys  poured  a  hail  storm  of  grape 
and  canister  into  their  ranks,  slangbteriog 
dozen<i  of  tiiem.  Simaltaueoasly  with  this, 
the  infantry  coromeoced  firing,  and  the 
rebels  went  pell  mall  back  into  tbeir  works; 
our  men  advancing  and  taking  possession 
of  the  ground  lost,  and  a  hill  besides. 
Fresh  troops,  who  bad  not  been  in  action, 
were  then  thrown  forward. 

Just  as  the  shades  of  night  drew  oo,  we 
were  io  strong  position,  ready  to  partici- 
pate in  a  simaltaDeoDR  attack  to  be  made 
Sanday  morning. 

Generals  Ogdsby's,  Wallace's  and  Mc'- 
Arthur's  brigades  did  the  hardest  fighting, 
and  havasofiered  terribly.

During  Saturday  night  a  contraction  of 
all  onr  lines  waa  made  for  a  simultaneous 
assault  from  every  point,  and  orders  were 
given  by  General  Grant  to  take  the  enemy 
at  the  point  of  the  bayonot  Every  man  was 
at  his  post.  The  25th  Illinois  on  the  ex- 
treme right 

At  daylight  an  advance  was  made,  and 
when  the  full  light  of  ilay  broke  forth, 
white  flags  were  seen  huag  in  many  places 
on  the  enemy's  works. 

An  ofiicerat  a  convenient  point,  was  in- 
orme  d  that  they  had  stj  eked  their  arms, 
and  surrendered  early  in  the  morning.

The  Tribune's  special  correspoudcnt  says 
the  position  ol  the  ground  occupied  by  our 
troop.s  at  Fort  Donelson  was  such  that  not 
more  than  one  regiment  could  operate  at 
the  same  time,  while  the  rebels  could  bring 
nearly  their  whole  force  to  bear  against  us. 
The  first  regiment  to  reofive  the  rebels  was 
the  18th  Illinois  which  fought  with  deeper 
ate  courage  until  tbeir  ainmanition  was  ex- 
hausted when  they  werj  forced  to  retire. 
They  were  replaced  by  the  8th  Illinois  and 
they  too  were  driven  back  after  firing  their 
last  round,  meanwhile  other  regiments  len- 
ding such  feeble  aid  as  tlieir  position  would 
admit. 

General  Wallace  was  then  ordered  to  res 
icforce  General  McClerc  and  and  sent  two 
brigades  irom  the  centre. 

The  31st  Illinois,  Colonel  Logan,  fona[ht 
like  veterans,  defending  the  Schwartz  bat- 
tery under  a  most  galling  fire  until  every 
horse  at  the  battery  was  killed  together  with 
all  the  oQicers  who  had  irfaarge  of  the  guns, 
as  well  as  the  lieutenant  colonel,  and  acting 
maj.  Seven  captains,  anda  number  of  lieoLi 
eoants  .of  the  31st  bad  been  killed  and 
the  colonel  iwounded. 

Captain  McCook,  who  was  left  in  com- 
mand, dew  ofi*  what  vas  left  of  the  regi 
ment,  not  however  until  the  last  round  was 
exhausted  and  they  had  (tommenced  to  drive 
the  rebels  before  them. 

The  second  brigade  then  came  up  and 
took  the  place  of  the  retired  one.  They 
fought  desperately,  losing  a  great  number 
io  killed,  but  with  the  tissistance  of  a  por- 
tion of  General  Wallace  s  division,  the  49th 
and  59ih  Ohio,  drove  i.be  rebels  back  to 
their  entrenchments,  gaining  portions  of 
ground  previously  lost 

The  object  of  the  reb(  Is  was  evidently  to 
cut  their  way  through  onr  troops.  The 
General  Johnson  taken  is  Bosbrod  Johnson, 
a  Brigadier  from  Tenueiisee.

'The  rebels  who  e!:caf«d  are  supposed  to 
tavegoneto  Nashville  or  Clarksville,  where 
it  is  Bupp'jsed  the  confederates  will  attempt 
to  make  another  stand. 

This  evening  a  grea:  light  was  seen  for 
several  hoars  in  the  direction  of  Clarksville, 
and  it  is  supposed  the  rebels  have  either 
burned  the  town  or  their  steamboats  in  the 
river,  to  prevent  there  falling  into  our 
hands.  Rebel  officers  admit  that  if  we 
take  Nashville,  the  rebellion  in  Tennessee  is 
gone  up.  The  prisoners  will  probably  be 
sent  to  Camp  Douglas,  Chicago.

St.  Louis,  Feb.  18. 

The  Republican'^  Foit  Donelson  corfcs- 
pondeot  gives  the  following  account  of  the 
fighting  on  Saturday.  Yesterday  morning 
just  at  daylight  a  heavy  sot  tie  was  made  by 
the  garrison  from  the  left  portion  of  their 
works.  This  attack  was  made  upon  the 
extreme  right  wing  of  the  Union  army, 
where  it  was  the  weakest  point  of  Gen. 
McClernand's  division,  loder  Col.  Oglesby, 
ansisling  of  his  brigade,  which  was  station 
ed  there  ;  also  Schwartz  and  McAllister's 
batteries. 

The  point  was  upon  a  ridge  leading  into 
the  right  redoubt,  audi  was  situated  jost 
above  the  main  fort.  I>uring  the  night  the 
enemy  could  be  heard  busily  at  work,  but 
what  at  it  was  impossible  to  tell,  as  thick- 
ets and  woods  enconpassed  the  Union 
troops  on  the  enemy's  »ide,  rendering  the 
view  io  any  direction  altnoet  impossible. 

At  daylight  a  large  body  of  the  enemy 
suddenly  appeared  on  the  extreme  right  wing 
of  Colonel  Ogleby's  cctnmand  and  opened 
a  terrible  Qro  with  canaon  from  tbeir  re« 
doubts,  playing  at  the  same  time  upon  onr 
forces  frosa  guos  placed  in  position  on  the 
night  previous. 

The  camp  of  the  28lh  and  31  st  Indiana 
were  most  exposed,  aod  the  whole  brigade 
were  at  once  formed  into  line  as  follows  : 
The  18th  Illinois  held  the  extreme  right, 
the  30lh  Illinois  next,  tlien  the  27th  Illinois 
supporting  the  righf  of  Captain  Swartz's 
battery  aod  31st  Illinciis  defending  the  ar- 
tillery  on  the  left.  From  the  firing  of  the 
first  gun  until  nine  o'clock  the  battle  raged 
unremittingly  and  with  fearful  force  on  both 
sides.  Again  aod  agaiii  oar  troops  drove 
the  enemy  t>ack,  but  they  were  often  rein- 
forced, while  our  troo|]e  hjd,  owing  to  the 
extended  lines  of  the  army,  aod  also  their 
position  on  the  eztremo  right,  to  fight  no 
aasisted. 

No  more  gallant  flgb  iog  ever  took  place, 
than  that  of  the  Union  troops,  exposed  to 
the  terrible  firing  of  treble  thair  nomber. 


posed  to  them  were  12  000  rebels,  support- 
ed by  guns  placed  carefully  io  position. 

Gen.  Grant,  having  command  of  a  di- 
vision, drove  the  enemy  back  with  rein- 
forcements, and  having  gained  the  lost 
ground,  at  once  order^  an  advance  by 
Gen.  Smith  on  the  left,  charging  under  a 
hot  fire  up  the  steep  hill,  on  which  was 
the  outer  redoubt.  Our  troops  gained  the 
high  breast  works,  and  with  hardly  a 
pause,  went  over  them,  planting  the  stars 
and  stripes  over  the  walls. 

Under  a  most  galling  fire  they  formed 
and  charged,  and  drove  the  rebels  back  un- 
til they  fell  into  a  new  position  behind  «^ome 
batteries.  When  evening  came  the  Union 
troops  had  be?n  victorious  at  every  point, 
having  gained  back  the  ground  lost  in  the 
morning,  and  got  within  pait  of  ihe  ene* 
iTiy's  works.  Ourtn^ops  held  their  noeition 
during  the  night,  repelling  the  repealed  as- 
saults. 

The  scene  within  the  captored  fort  after 
the  sorreoder  showed  how  terribly  the  rirb« 
el  garrison  had  suflTcred.  Everywhere  were 
lying  fragments  of  shells  aod  round  shot 
half  buried  in  the  earth.  Tents  were  torn 
to  pieces,  gun  carriages  broken,  and  blood 
scattered  around. 

In  the  left  redoubt  where  the  assault  had 
taken  place,  the  dead  bodies  lay  thickly,  and 
abundant  evidence  of  the  stero  resistance 
and  guliant  attack  was  visible. 

On  the  extreme  right,  hn!f  a  mile  distant, 
where  the  desperate  sortie  was  made  by  the 
garrison,  similar  scenes  were  visible. 

The  gallantry  of  the  Union  troops  has 
been  well  and  severely  tested,  and  they  hgve 
proved  more  than  equal  to  the  task  before 
them. 

As  the  flee?  approached  the  fort  this 
morning  a  salute  was  fired,  and  loud  cheer* 
went  up  when  the  American  flags  were  viss 
ible. 

No  officer  in  the  army  had  an  idee  of 
Fort  Donelson's  defences  until  they  had  been 
gained  and  examined  it. 

Several  regiments  when  out  ol  amma-, 
nition,  rushed  forward,  and  although  expos-' 
ed  to  the  full  fire  of  the  reb^l  artillery, 
gallantly  drove  their  forces  back  with  the 
bayonet  and  captured  their  guns  The  fol- 
lowing are  the  names  of  some  of  the  rebel 
officers  captured  :  Col.  Gault,  Col.  Voor- 
hies.  Col.  Forest,  Col.  Browii  and  Col.  Ab- 
ernatby. 

FoBT  MowBOK,  Feb.  17. 
We  understand  that  the  Norfolk  Day 
Book  this  A.  H.  makes  no  mention  of  the 
surrender  of  Fort  Donelson,  but  represents 
that  the  contest  is  still  going  on.  Nothing 
additional  has  been  received  from  Savannah.

on  bonds  and  notes  to  be  paid  in  coin,  and 
make  the  20  years  bonds  redeemable  after 
five  years,  authorizing  the  conversion  of 
notes  in  sams  not  lefs  than  Si 00  into 
7  3-10  bonds,  making  the  funded  6  per 
cent  redeemable  after  5  years,  and  payable 
in  20  years,  as  the  clbims  directed,  and  au- 
thorize the  throwing  the  bonds  on  the  mar- 
ket for  what  they  will  fetch.  Namcroos 
letters  were  read  to  the  commiltee  bv  Mr. 
Stevens,  advising  the  passage  of  the'  legal 
tender  bi'l  without  sp?cie  interest  clause, 
and  resolutions  to  that  effect  from  the' 
chambers  of  commerce  ia  Louisville,  St. 
L: uis,  Chicago,  Cincinnati  and  Milwaukee.

WAR    AS    AN    ABGUnENT. 

Wnat  a  terrible  ilesiroyer  of  rhetoric  is 
your  war  ?  IjOgic  that  seemed  iron-bonod, 
"  rock  ribbed  aud  ancient  a^  the  hills,"  di*- 
cppears  before  it  like  thistle-down  in  a  high 
wind ;  eloquence  that  appeared  to  reach 
into  the  very  heart  ol  man  and  into  the  very 
essoocti  of  truth,  becomes  tame,  bald  and 
featureless,  read  by  the  fiery  light  of  battle. 
Year  cunning  artificer  of  dogmas,  your 
De  Bow,  or  your  Stevens,  sets  up,  like  ten 
piDS,  a  row  of  ?ymmetrical  theories,  each  io 
•a  appropriate  place,  each  adroitly  placed 
with  reference  to  its  fellows,  when,  whiz  I 
berg!  the  plunging  cannon  ball  strikes  the 
foremost,  and  down  they  all  go  together — 
ft  roelancholy  wreck  of  misplaced  ingenuity 
and  perverted  truth. 

There  is  something  cheerful  in  thus  seeing 
plausible  error  confronted  with  immutable 
fad  : — the  sweet  tid  bits  of  delusive  fancy 
crunched  and  munched  in  the  iron  jaws  of 
unyielding  reality.  Where  would  the  world 
be  were  it  cot  for  this  test  ?  The  Mos- 
lem, but  for  this,  would  to  day  believe  that 
at  the  call  of  Mahommed,  the  mountain 
would  have  left  its  fixed  lonndations,  and, 
like  a  playful  kid,  have  leaped  and  gamboll- 
ed »o  bis  train.  But  for  this,  the  flatterers 
of  the  kiog  had  died  in  the  belief  that  Can- 
ute needed  but  to  order  back  the  rising  tide 
to  90C  the  presumptions  water  shrink  af- 
frighted io*o  the  swale  of  ocean,  cowering 
before  the  eye  of  annointed  majesty.  But 
for  thi?,  what  argument  could  have  couvinc- 
ed  the  distinguished  Artemus  Ward,  when 
the  hoosier  cut  a  hole  in  the  side  of  his 
show  tent,  and  came  in  without  payiug,  that 
"  fightin  wasn't  his  fort,  'and  that  he  should 
confine  himself,  in  the  future,  to  "  the  exibi- 
shun  of  fancy  wax  works,  and  writin  moral 
liieratoor  for  the  p:ople."  The  whole  thing 
is  summed  up  iu  that  striking  and  original 
phrase  of  his : — •'  I  tried  it  on." 

The  Suulu  commenced  this  war  with 
enough  spick-and.flpan  new  theories  to  set 
up  half  a  dozen  ordinary  nations.  In  fact, 
while  the  invention  of  the  North  was  devo- 
ting itself  to  new  reaping  machines, 
and  new  sewing  machines,  the  same 
mental  activity  in  the  South  was  ex- 
hausted in  patenting  inconceivable  and  mon- 
strous doctrines,  unheard  of  bt;fort;  in  the 
whole  history  of  man. 

For  instance,  slavery  and  barbarism  have 
evir  been  considered  coDgeuera: — abomina^ 
ble  twins,  springing  from  the  same  profligate 
womb  of  ignorance  ;  and,  as  a  nation  ad- 
vanced in  civilization,  it  hastened  to  throw 
this  abomination  of  its  early  days  behind  it. 
into  the  receptacle  where  lay  its  paganism, 
its  human  sacrifices,  and  its  polygamy.  But 
about  the  year  185-1— th  it  is  to  say,  about 
18.54  years  after  the  coming  of  Christ — the 
South  conceived  the  startling  theory  that 
all  this  was  wrong ;— that  slavery  was  the 
after  birth  of  time— the  Eve  of  human  insti- 
tutions- "  the  last  best  gilt  of  God  to  man,'' 
and  the  product,  as  it  was  the  evidence,  o*^ 
the  highest  grade  of  civilization.  Presto 
change!  Human  prejudices  must  be  set 
aside ;— the  universal  conviction  of  mankind 
must  be  reversed;— history  must  be  read 
backwards  like  a  Hebrew  manuacript.  and 
the  opinions  of  the  world  must  be  cast  and 
m.juided  anew  in  the  molasses  caldrons  of  the 
Southern  plantations !  The  fox,  that,  losing 
bi-*  tail,  strove,  by  solemn  argument  to 
convince  his  fellows  that  they  should  adopt 
the  same  custom,  as  being  inconceivably 
cool,  airy  and  refreshing,  was  nothing  to 
this.  It  was  as  if  one  should  suddenly  dis* 
cover,  that,  since  the  days  of  Adam,  man- 
kind had  labored  uuder  a  serious  mistake 
ia  walking  on  their  feet,  ind  that  the  true 
posture  for  the  human  family  was  upon  their 
heads. 

It  was  as  if  an  historian  should  arise  and 
assert  that  the  commonly  received  opinion 
that  Columbus  had  discovered  America  was 
all  wrong  ;  that  in  truth  Columbus  had  dis- 
covered Europe,  and  that  that  continent 
had  been  thereupon  rapidly  peopled  by  the 
ovaflowiog  population  of  America.  It  was 
in  short  like  anything  most  monstrons,  most 
unheard  of,  and  most  inconceivable. 

Well,  the  South  invented  another  theory. 
It  was  that  labor  was  disgraceful ;— nay 
m(  ve,  th.nt  it  was  degenerating ! 

Tne  wonderful  prosperity  of  the  north, 
under  the  stimuloua  of  free  institutions,  had 
produced  immense  numbers  of  active,  indus- 
trious, wealth  seeking  artisans,  each  the 
centre  of  a  home  and  family,  each  pushing 
forward  in  the  great  rush  of  social  progress, 
elbowing  bis  fellows  and  intent  opon  ad- 
vanccnent.  Well,  the  south  designated 
these  hardy,  self-reliant  men,  as  "filthy 
tntchanics." 

The  north  was  filled  with  agriculturists 
under  whose  hands  the  earth's  surface  poured 
forth  its  treasures  until  we  were  rapidly  be- 
coming the  granary  of  the  world.  These 
men.  alive  to  all  the  questions  of  the  day 
and  devoted  to  the  mstitutions  of  thei^ 
counl.y,  were  termed  by  the  south,  "  small 
fisted  farmers"  and  "  mud^siiig  " 

These  taunts  were  akia  to  the  sneer  of 
Napoleon  against  the  English  as  "  a  nation 
of  shop-keepers."  But  the  somh.  when 
tbey  invented  their  theory  that  '» the  Slihy 
mechanics,"  "  the  small  fisted  farmers"  and 
the  "  mad  sills"  would  noljight,  should  have 
profited  by  the  revelation  which  dawned 
apon  Napoleon,  when  be  saw  his  imperial 


guard  breaking  down  the  hill  of  Waterloo. 
pursued  by  the  victorious  "  ehopskeepers." 
In  fact  both  before  and  since  the  com- 
mencement  of  the  war  the  south  has  been 
prolific  iu  theories. 

One  was  that  the  north  would  divide 
against  itself;  another,  that  the  French 
Revolution  would  be  r«-onacti'd  in  all  the 
great  cities  ;  an(»ther,  that  **  Cotton  was 
King  ;"  another,  that  the  people  would  not 
tjustiiin  the  gcvernment ;  another  that  the 
government  was  bankrupt,  and  could  not 
lead  the  people. 

Well,  the  north  didut  divide.'; — and  the 
south  attributes  this  to  the  crushing  despo- 
tism of  thi.'  government.  The  '•  Bread  and 
Blood  Riots"  haven't  been  seen  yet  :— but 
the  south  assure  us  they  are  just  at  hand. 
Cotton  isn't  King  in  Europe,  as  our  peaceful 
diplomatic  relations  prove,  and  isn't  likely 
to  be  king  long  even  on  his  own  plantatioua. 
The  people  sustained  the  government:— thoy 
are  therefore  "  ignorant  hordes,"  bent  on 
"  the  plunder  of  the  wealthy  south."  The 
government  pays  its  troops  and  the  south 
isn't  able  to, — therefore  the  soldiers  of  the 
government  are  ''  hirelings." 

But  of  all  the  strange  births  ot  theory 
the  strangest  is  that  which  informs  us  that 
it  is  impossible  to  ever  subdue  the  south,  no 
matter  how  completely  they  may  be  defeated 
in  arms.  That  they  are  of  a  new  breed  of 
animals  of  which  history  gives  us  no  ac- 
count. That  every  man  will  die  at  his 
threshold;  that  every  woman  will  commit  sui- 
cide  ;  that  every  child  will  perish  discharge 
iog  rifles  and  gt^at  guns  ;  that  even  the  dogs 
will  refuse  to  exist  under  the  government 
of  Uncle  Abraham;  that  the  very  tad  poles 
in  the  mud  will  die  wiggling  defiantly  their 
caudal  appendages  at  the  northern  barbari- 
ans :  and  that,  in  short,  the  whole  country 
and  all  its  living  things,  will  disappear, 
vamose,  blow  up  and  explode,  voluntary 
sacrifices  to  the  newly  patented  doctrines 
with  which  they  have  astonished  the  world 
and  delighted  themselves. 

Among  the  authors  of  these  numerous 
and  surprising  doctrines  no  one  has  occupied 
a  more  prominent  position  than  the  editor 
of  the  Richmonti  Enquirer,  Mr.  0.  Jennings 
Wise.  Mistaking  the  erratic  hallucinations  of 
a  brain  herediurily  disturbed,  for  the 
inspirations  of  genius,  and  drawing  from 
the  very  novelty  and  incredibility  of  his 
views  proofs  nf  their  originality  and  truth- 
fulness, he  deluged  the  delighted  slavehold- 
ers of  the  South  with  arguments  incon- 
testibly  proving  the  divinity  of  slavery, 
their  own  superiority,  the  cowardice  and 
degraddtion  of  Northern  men,  and  the  in- 
evitable success  of  Southern  arms  under 
any  and  all  circumstances.  Fired  with 
conviction,  arising  from  his  own  argu- 
ments, he  at  length  took  the  field  to  cany 
out  the  programme  of  triumph  he  bad  him- 
self predicted. 

Never,  perhaps,  did  a  finer  set  of  theo- 
ries march  forward  with  banners  flying  and 
bugles  sounding,  into  the  hard  face  of  a 
great  fact.  Like  Artemas,  '=  he  tried  it 
on."  The  thing  wouldn't  work.  There 
was  something  wrong;— although  it  could 
be  proved  by  incontrovertible  logic  that 
there  oughtn't  to  be.  The  mountain 
wouldn't  advance ;  the  sea  wouldn't  recede; 
the  "  hirelings  "  wouldn't  run  ;  the  "sa- 
cred soil ''  proved  to  be  like  any  other  soil, 
— not  impervious  to  ricochet  shots  ;  the 
chivalric  children  of  the  sanny  South, 
when  the  fire  grew  too  hot,  took  to  their 
heels  like  the  children  pf  any  other  clime. 
0.  Jennings  made  for  a  boat,  his  revered 
parent  having  departed  some  time  before ; 
and,  sad  to  tell,  two  or  three  loyal  bullets 
r  garding  not  his  social  position  among  the 
F.  F.  V.'s,  nor  the  irrefutable  character  of 
his  theories,  penetrated  his  poor  person. 

Is  not  WAK  a  logician  ?  Is  not  war  an 
orator?  As  0.  Jennings  lay  upon  his 
back  in  those  last  few  hours  of  his  mortal 
life,  must  there  not  have  dawned  upon  his 
mind  the  conviction  that  he  had  been  all 
wrong  ?  Must  he  not  have  seen  for  the 
first  time  the  whole  character  of  the  great 
rebellion  in  a  new  light?  Must  it  not 
have  occurred  to  him  that  proving  to  a  .set 
of  willing  converts  that  two  and  two  don't 
make  four,  will  not  alter  the  immutable 
nature  of  things  ?  Must  he  not,  for  the 
first  time,  have  perceived  that  six  or  eight 
millions  of  people  waging  a  reckless,  cause- 
less and  anarchical  rebellion,  against  estab- 
lished government  and  free  institutions, 
sapported  by  twenty  mi  linns  of  devoted 
hearts,  was  a  poor,  childish,  fanatical, 
miserable  undertaking,  and  could  meet 
with  no  results  but  defeat  and   disgrace  ? 

Then  lot  us  thank  God  that  when  error 
and  folly  run  rampant— or,  as  Joe  Gargery 
ays,  ♦'  get  upon  a  rampage;'— &nd  threaten 
the  destruction  of  everything  valuable  in 
life,  that  He  has  left  us  a  at  least  a  few 
GBEAT  FACTS,  solid  as  adamant,  towering 
as  the  mountains,  agsinst  which  all  the  de- 
lusions of  the  imagination  dash  their  iras- 
cible beads  in  vain.

By  two  different  eommunicatioos  to  your 
paper,  of  a  late  date,  it  appears,  firHt,  that 
no  talid  forecloeare  of  the  land  grant  rail- 
road mortgage  has  yet  been  made.  1  say 
none,  for  1  presume  that  the  same  defect 
which  vitiated  the  foreclosure  of  the  mort- 
gage of  the  M.  &  P.  R.  R.  Company  would 
vitiate  the  other  foreclosures.  Whether 
that  be  so  or  not,  the  legiHlatlon  oi  1  ihi 
year  gave  all  the  old  companus,  except  one, 
a  uew  lease  of  life,  anc"  substitutwl  one  no 
better  for  that  one,  and  now  all  of  them  are 
in  existence,  and  hold  the  land  grant"  sev- 
erally bestowed  upon  them. 

Secondly,  it  appears  that  no  forfeiture  of 
their  franchises  or  property  has  accrued  un- 
der the  provisions  of  the  loan  amendment 
to  the  Constitution;  for  that  amendment 
was  "expunged  "  before  any  forfeiture  ac~ 
crued  thereunder,  and  ot  course  none  could 
accrue  under  it  after  it  eeaseil  to  be  a  part 
of  the  Constitution. 

Now  how  do  we  stand  with   these   com 
panies  7    If  we  should  wish  to  shake   them 
oO,  have  we  no  method  but  to  again  fore- 
close ?    I  think  there  is   "  a  more  txctHe*-* 
way. 

The  railroad  legislation  of  »;^t 
vides  for  an  absolute  for';^jt„^^  .  ^^^^  ^^ 
the  four  compao'.e3  of  all  its  properties, 
franchises,  &•:.,  ^^^  breach  of  certain  con- 
ditions. (See  Laws  of  1861,  page  220,  sec- 
tioti  7  ;  page  226,  section  7  ;  page  233,  sec- 
tion 5  ;  page  236,  section  3.)  In  each  case 
the  condition  has  been  broken,  and  so  the 
franchises,  property,  &c.,  of  each  road  are 
forfeited  to  the  State. 

Does  this  leave  the  State  with  a  clear 
title  to  these  charters,  road-beds,  &c.,  eo 
that  it  may  safely  grant  them  to  new  com- 
panies, and  such  new  companies  safely  pro- 
ceed to  complete  and  equip  the  roads  under 
such  grant  of  title  as  the  State  can  now 
give  ?  Not  ytt.  To  make  this  forfeiture 
perfect  and  effective,  it  must  be  enforced  in 
a  suit  by  the  Attorney  General  in  behalf  of 
the  State,  in  the  nature  of  quo  warranto. 
Thus,  and  thus  only,  can  the  very  existence 
of  these  corporations  be  destroyed,  and  the 
power  even  to  litigate  against  the  State,  or 
new  grantees  of  the  State,  be  taken  from 
them.

Until  this  be  done,  no  new  company,  to 
whom  the  State  may  assume  to  grant  the 
property,  franchi.scs,  &c.,  of  the  old  com- 
panies, can  plead  a  forfeiture  of  tlie  fran- 
chises of  the  Land  Grant  Railroad  Compa 
nies  in  any  suit  which  these  old  companies 
may  hereafter  bring  for  possession  of  any 
of  the  railroad  property,  after  such  new 
companies  shall  have  made  it  valuable. 
For  "  a  charter  of  incorporation  cannot  be 
declared  void  in  a  collateral  suit."  See  2 
Black,  3G7 ;  8  Greenleaf,  372 ;  and  law 
books  2)aasim. 

It  is  the  duty  ot  the  Attorney  General 
at  once  to  commence  suits  against  the 
Land  Grant  Railroad  Companies,  for  en- 
forcement of  the  forfeiture  of  their  charters. 
Compiled  Statutes,  page  132,  (75)  Sec. 
VIIL 

But  if  these  companies  are  disposed  to 
save  the  State  the  time  and  trouble  neces- 
sary for  bringing  such  actions,  let  them  by 
a  corporate  act  surrender  their  charters, 
and  the  I^egislature  by  a  formal  act  accept 
sach  surrender.  Fifteen  Pick.,  351  ;  7 
Conn.,  45. 

When  the  State  shall  iu  either  way  be 
fully  re  possessed  of  the  land  grants,  and 
the  work  already  done  on  the  roads,  let  the 
Legislature  grant  no  more  special  charters 
to  railroad  companies.  Let  them  by  gen- 
eral law  offer  to  any  corporation  organized 
under  the  general  law,  which  shall  deposit 
sufficient  security,  the  chance  to  build  ei- 
ther of  the  land  grant  roads,  the  property 
to  vest  in  such  companies  only  as  fast  as 
they  perform  the  work  agreed  to  be  per- 
formed. Let  whatever  is  requirei  of  such 
companies  be  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
vesting  in  them  of  any  land  grant  or  oth- 
er property  ;  leV  not  the  State  again  have 
to  enforce  a  forfeiture  by  the  slow  process 
of  a  judicial  proceeding. 

It  must  be  right  for  the  State  to  be 
fairly  rid  of  these  old  companies,  that  hang 
on  us  like  the  old  man  of  the  sea.  It  can- 
not be  right  to  give  a  renewed  term  of  life 
to  companies  which  are  troubled  to  raise 
money  enough  to  pay  their  postage,  and 
yet  talk  of  building  from  110  to  700  miles 
of  railroad  each.  Let  the  State  henceforth 
deal  with  men  who  have  money  and  credit. 
^  ^

I^ATE  SOUTHERN  NEWS. 

The  Memphis  Avalanche  of  the  8th  has 
the  following  dispatches  in  reference  to 
the  Fort  Henry  affair: 

Nashville,  Feb.  7.— A  dispatch  from 
Hon.  John  Bell,  from  Fort  Donelson  this 
morning,  says  that  Gen.  Pillow  was  ex- 
pected at  Fort  Donelson  with  eight  or  ten 
thousand  more  troops,  by  8  o'clock  Satur- 
day morning.  Not  many  lives  were  lost 
at  Fort  Henry.  Our  forces  were  driven 
out  principally  by  shells  from  the  enemy's 
gunboats. 

The  Tennessee  bridge  was  burned  be- 
tween five  and  six  o'cloo'.v  test  evening. 
Our  forces,  retreating  upon  Fort  Donel- 
son, were  pursued  by  the  enemy.  It  is 
reported  here  (in  Nashville)  this  evening, 
that  Fort  Henry  is  inundated.  Mr.  Cliff, 
captured  ot  Fishing  Creek,  has  been  re- 
leased, and  arrived  here  this  evening. 
Gen.  Pillow  has  been  assigned  to  the  com- 
mand of  Fort  Donelson 

FoBT  Do.NELsoN,  Feb.  7.— Gen.  Tilgb- 
man, Major  Gillmorc,  Capt.  Miller,  and 
about  eighty  officers  and  men  surrendered 
with  the  Port.  They  remained  to  cover 
the  retreat.  Col.  Hcimans  brought  over 
iherest  of  the  command,  about  3,000,  in 
good  order  to  this  post,  arriving  at  1 1 
o'clock  last  night.  Owing  to  the  bad  state 
of  the  roads  and  high  water,  as  well  as 
the  fact  that  they  were  attJckedin  the 
rear  by  the  enemy's  cavalry,  Heimanssays 
it  was  a  matter  of  impossibility  to  save 
tbe  field  batteries.  Nothing  was  saved 
but  the  small  arms.  An  attack  is  expected 
here    to-morrow. 

Paris,  Tenc,  Feb.  7.,  11:30  p.  m.— I 
have  just  reco  ived  information  which  I  think 
reliable,  to  the  effect  that  at  11  o'clock 
tosday  three  gunboats  arrived  at  the  Tennes- 
see river  bridge  and  took  possession  of  it  ; 
they  turned  the  draw  and  passed  up  tbe 
river  after  shelling  the  town.  They  did 
not  damage  the  bridge. 

Clabksville,  Feb.  7  —Fort  Henry  has 
fallen  into  the  hands  ol  the  enemy.  Our 
forces  are  retreating  to  Fort  Donelson. 
Their  gunboats  are  at  Danvi.le.  The  Ten* 
netsee  river  bridge  at  that  place  was  de- 
stroyed by  the  Federals.  No  further  par- 
ticulars. 

The  Appeal  comments  upon  the  fall  of 
Fort  Henry  as  follows :  "  According  to  the 
best  lights  t)efore  us,  we  are  forced  to  the 
conclusion  that  the  Federals  obtained  but 
little  advantage  at  Fort  Henry.  It  seems 
now  that  our  authorities  in  charge  of  that 
fort,  finding  that  the  high  water  would  pre- 
vent them  from  holding  it,  concluded  to 
evacuate  it,  retaining  only  enough  men 
there  to  manage  the  guns.     The  infantry.

We  suppose  there  can  be  no  harm  in 
calling  the  attention  of  our  readers  to  a 
few  facts  relating  to  the  military  move- 
ments in  Kentucky,  allowing  the  strategy 
of  ouf  Generals. 

For  some  time  General  Thomas  L.  Crit- 
tenden has  been  at  the  head  of  a  strong 
division  of   Federal    troops,  forming    the 
right  wing  of  General  Buell's  army.     He 
was  on  the  left  bank  of  Green    River,  near 
South  Carrol  ton,  roanoeuvering  in  front  of 
the    rebel    General     Buckner's    division. 
Those  who  were  watching  the  movements 
of  the  army  were  surprised,  the  other  day, 
to  hear  that  he  had   suddenly  retreated  to 
Calhoun,    on  Green    river.     It  turns   out 
that    hi.^    letreat    was    with    a    purpose. 
Steamers  were  awaiting  him  at   Calhoun. 
The  river  very  high,  and  his  whole  army 
was  taken  down  Green  river  and  the  Ohio, 
and    up    the  Tennessee,    where  it  effect- 
ed a  junction  with  General  Graut's  army. 
After  the  battle  of  Logan's  Cross  Roads, 
movements  were  made  as  if  with  the  pur- 
pose of  advancing  into  East  Tennessee  in 
ibrce.     The  Cumberland  river  was  crossed 
at  Waitsboro,  and  a  column  was  pushed 
toward  Cumberland  Gap,  while  two  brig- 
ades were  moved  from  Gen.  liuell's  center 
toward  his  left.    The   rebels   understootl 
that   Ea«t  Tennessee,  about  which  they 
are  peculiarly  sensitive,   was  the    destma- 
tion  of  the  troops,  and  hastily  sent  a  large 
force    by  railroad   from  Bowling    Green 
through  Nashville  to  Knoxville.    Now  we 
hear  that  the  army  of  Gen.    Tho-nas,   in- 
stead of  going  to  East  Tennessee,  has  turn- 
ed back  to  Danville,  and  is  marching  to  join 
General  Nelson,  at  Glascow,  and  flanking 
Bowling  Green  on  the  left.     Instead  of  di<. 
viding  his  forces  by  sending  a  heavy  body 
of  troops  to  East  Tennessee,  General  Buell 
is  concentrating  them  by  a  movement  from 
the  left  to  the  center.    Herein  the  rebels 
have  been  completely  out»generaled.    The 
troops  that  have  beea  sent  to  Knoxville,  they 
sorely  need  on  the  Cumberland.    General 
Carter's  brigade,  which   has  advanced   on 
Cumbelrand  Gap,  will  probably  be  employ- 
ed merely  as  a  corps  of  observation  in  that 
direction. 

It  would  not  be  surprising  if  the  advance 
of  General  Buell's  main  body  across  Green 
River  were  designed  to  attract  the  attention 
of  the  enemy,  while  the  most  tfTective  of 
the  troops  are  to  be  suddenly  directed  to  LouJ 
isvilie,  there  to  be  transported  by  boat  to 
take  part  in  the  movement  up  the  Tennessee 
and  Cumberland  rivers.  The  army  under 
General  Grant  is  assuming  gigantic  propor- 
tions. Troops  are  being  rapidly  sent  to 
him,  not  only  from  the  State  ramps  in  the 
Northwest,  but  MissJuri. 

The  first  thing  on  the  programme  is  to 
take  Fort  Donelson.  The  next  Clarksville, 
the  next  Nashville.  And  from  the  im- 
mense number  of  steamboats  chartered,  it 
8  ems  likely  that  the  army  will  be  dispatch- 
ed to  Florence.  Alabama,  (ireat  events 
arc  at  hand.

H'ji.'si-;  — Th?  committee  of  waya  and 
mean;  recommend  that  the  House  agree  to 
abut  two-thirds  of  the  Senate's  amend- 
ment.s  to  the  treasury  note  bill,  and  that  they 
disa;;rec  to  those  redacinp  numbers  of  Unit- 
el  .'jfa'es  notes  authorized  to  bs  issued  from 
S1;"'0,000,000  to  .SI (JO  000,000,  and  to  the 
Plriking  out  of  the  original  proviso  that 
S.'O.OOO.OOO  of  the  notes  .shall  be  in  lien  of 
th*^  di-mand  treasury  notes  authorized  by 
tct  of  July  last.

Marshal  Lamon  has  discharged  Deputy 
Jailor  Duvall  for  the  double  offense  of  tes- 
tifying before  the  Potter  Committee,  and 
revealing  barbarities  practiced  on  slaves  in 
jail 

The  House  committee  have  agreed  on 
tho  amendments  to  the  sutler  bill  which 
passed  the  Senate.  One  leaves  out  the 
enumerated  articles  in  the  original  bill,  and 
provides  for  the  selection  by  an  Inspector 
(ieneral.  By  another  malt  liquors  are  ad- 
ded to  prohibited  articles.  Sutlers  to  have 
a  lien  to  the  extent  of  one-sixth  thesoloier's 
pay. 

Officers  receiving  presents  from  sutlers 
p.rf  punishable  by  court  martial.  Th*: 
Colonel,  with  the  consent  of  a  council  of 
administration,  may  dismiss  the  sutler,  but 
not  forfeit  his  stock. 

A  bill  providing  for  the  occupation  and 
cultivation  of  cotton  lands,  of  which  Sena^ 
tor  Foster  gave  notice  yesterday,  provides 
for  the  appintment  of  a  board  of  receivers 
and  guardians  to  manage  the  property  en- 
trusted to  them  by  military  authority  lor 
the  benefit  of  the  United  .States. 

Tiie  board  is  to  let  the  lands  in  lots  of 
from  one  to  three  thousand  acre«  for  a  year 
or  less  for  money,  or  on  shares,  or  cultivate 
it  themselves. 

They  are  to  purchase  farming  utensils, 
etc.,  to  tho  amount  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
acre,  and  to  employ  a  superintendent.  A 
register  is  to  l)e  kept  of  all  indigent  persons 
coming  upon  each  plantation  with  their 
pergonal  description,  and  they  are  to  be 
employed  at  fi.'ty  cents  per  day,  and  proper- 
ly cared  for.  With  the  advanced  money 
hospitals  are  to  be  erected  for  them  and 
physicians  provided,  the  Treasury  to  supply 
the  funds  and  take  the  profits. 

The  Senate  in  executive  session  to-dav 
unanimously  confirmed  General  C.  F.  Smitti, 
of  Paducah,  the  variou.s  charges  against 
him  beiiig  disproved.

The  country  is  young  and 
vigorous,  witb  stores  of  wealth  within  its 
borders,  far  axceeding  any  nation  on  the 
face  of  the  globe,  and  the  people  are  a 
working,  active  and  determined  race,  ready 
and  willing  to  make  any  sacrifice  (or  the 
salvation  of  the  country.

Be  it  enactid  by  the  Legxtiitf  are  of  Vie  SUfte  of  Miti 
nefola : 

Section.  1.     No  an';     „ijo„,or  judicial  proceeding 
wl.ateve.-  bIiaII  be  jere*fter  brought,  commenced,  in 
siitntedor  d',f»  jd^^  j^  ^ny  of  the  Conrts  of  thi-  state 
by,  on  beh»  ^  ^^^  ^^  j^^.  ^^^  ^,g  ^j,j  bene8t  of  any  p.  r 
son  '' P*  f^ong  who  heretofore  have  been,  now  are  01 
**    ter  may  be  engaged  in   aiding  or   abetticg  the

vhe  Uniteo  Ststes,  durin?  the  existence  of  said  rebel-

THE  NORTHWEST  FRONTIER. 

We  have  before  u-?  a  memnri.il  addressed 
by  the  State  of  Minnesota  to  the  Federal 
Government,  asking  it-j  co-operation  with 
the  State  in  creation  ot  a  fort'  near  Pembi- 
na on  the  extreme  north  line  of  the  State, 
and  various  other  matters  of  moment  cal- 
culated to  insure  our  supremacy  in  that 
great  North-west,  and  to  frnard  against 
surprises  aud  encroachments  by  warlike 
Indian  tribes,  m  the  event  of  war  with 
Great  Britain.  The  recommendations  do 
not  contemplate  any  expenditure  of  money 
which  the  Government  cannot  even  in  the 
strain  produced  by  this  war,  afford  ;  and  as 
the  territory  to  be  guarded  and  opened  to 
civilization  by  the  mcasurrs  proposed,  is 
fail  six  times  as  Iar;,'e  as  the  State  of  Ohio, 
and  of  remarkable  capabilities  in  the  way 
of  agricultural  wealth,  we  doubt  not  Minne- 
sota will  g'lin  ready  attenticu  when  her 
Representatives  press  hir  wanti!  upon  Con- 
gress.— Chicago  Tribune.

Settlkkso.n  Scnooi.  Lands. — The  House 
bill  for  the  relief  ol  settlers  on  school  lands, 
passed  the  Senate  yesterday  by  u  vote  of 
twelve  to  sev(n.  The  hill  was  prrsistently 
and  .eucctssfully  advocated  on  the  floor  of 
the  Senato  by  Mr.  Webtier  and  oppo.sed  by 
Mr.  Baldwin,  who  gave  some  very  good 
reasi  ns  why  it  should  not  pas.".  The  follow- 
ing  is  a  synopsis  of  the  bill : 

Section  1,  Provides  that  tbe  occupautu  upon 
school  lands  may  od  or  before  tho  first  day 
ot  June  next  pay  to  the  proper  oflBcer  the  tax- 
es, together  with  one-tifth  part  of  the  rent 
levied  by  the  school  law  of  last  session  ;  also 
provides  that  such  abatement  shall  only  apply 
to  the  rente  charged  for  1S61. 

Sec  ion  2,  Provides  that  in  case  any  occu- 
pants have  abandoned  the  possession  of  their 
improvements  upon  school  lauds  in  conse- 
quence of  their  inability  to  pay  the  rent,  they 
may  return  aud  occupy  tbe  same  within  six 
mouths  after  tbe  passage  of  this  act ;  provided 
they  shall  first  pay  all  rents  due  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Section  3,  Provides  that  the  Jaw  shall  take 
effect  immediately. 

Railro.vds  — The  Senate,  in  Committee 
of  tlic  Whole,  considered  tbe  bill  introduc- 
ed by  Mr.  Heatou,  to  facilitate  the  con- 
struction of  the  St.  Paul  and  Pacific  Rail- 
roaii.  This  is  the  bill  giving  the  road  to 
Me-srs.  Drake,  Winters  and  others.  Con- 
siderable debate  ensued  upon  a  motion  to 
strike  out  the  clause  eranting  120  sections 
of  land  to  the  company  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  twenty  miles  of  grading  npon  the 
main  trunk,  from  Minneapolis  westward. 
The  motion  failed.  The  Committee  rose 
without  rejwrting  the  bill  back  to  tbe  Sen- 
ate. 

Land  Blkeau. — The  House  was  prin- 
cipally engaged  in  considering  the  bill  in 
relation  to  the  sale  and  lease  of  School 
Lands.

FoBT  DoKELSow,  Feb.  17. 

BCR.NINa  IRON  MILLS. 

I'he  great  fire  which  was  seen  up  the  river 
from  this  point  last  night,  was  burning  the 
Tounessee  rolling  millc,  f.mr  miles  from 
here,  by  our  gunbonts.  The  works  bad 
been  used  by  the  rebels  to  maoufacture 
shot,  shell  and  other  war  materials,  and  was 
an  e.xteD3ive  concern. 

GEN.  grant's   orders. 

General  Grant  Las  promulgated  the  most 
stringent  order  against  plundering  from  the 
inhabitants,  also  against  stealing  property 
taken  in  battle. 

Before  surrendering,  the  rebels  threw  most 
of  their  late  mails  into  the  river.  Colonel 
Markland,  postal  director,  however,  suc- 
ceeded in  seizing  a  number  of  mail  bags 
and  some  outside  letters  supposed  to  con- 
tain important  information. 

Floyd's  Brigade,  fearing  ^they  might  be 

taken,  threw  all  their   arois,  which  were

CVews  of  gunboats   are  now  engaged  in 

fishing  them  out. 

Captain  Dixon,  the  rebel  chief  of  artil- 
lery  and  engineer  who  constructed  the  for- 
tifications, was  killed  during  the  bombard« 
raent  of  Friday  on  one  of  bis  own  batteries. 

Cairo,  Feb.  19. 

It  is  believed  now,  that  part  of  the  rebel 
prisoners  will  be  sent  to  Alton,  others  to 
Chicago,  Fort  Wayne  and  Detroit. 

REBEL  PRISOXERS. 

Troops  continually  arriving  and  depart- 
ing for  the  seat  of  war.  It  is  believed  if 
permitted  to  do  so,  many  of  the  rebel  pris- 
oners would  be  glad  to  take  up  arms  on 
the  side  ol  the  Union.  Numbers  of  pri- 
vates declare  that  they  have  seen  enough 
of  secession.  The  officers,  however,  are 
generally  very  morose  and  bitter  in  their 
expressions  against  the  North. 

St.  Lodis,  Feb.  19. 
ENEMT  ABANDONING   CLABKSVILLE. 

The  Republican's  Cairo  dispatch  says 
the  latest  advices  from  Fort  Donelson  re- 
port that  tbe|  gunboat  St.  Louis,  Captain 
Paulding,  proceeded  up  tbe  Cumberland  to 
Clarksville,  and  found  the  enemy  abandon^ 
log  that  place  in  a  panic. 

'Two  large  flats  laden  with  munitions  ol 
war  were  captured  at  Rolling  Mill,  just  be- 
low Clarksville.  Everything  was  being 
moved  to  Nashville  as  fast  as  pjssible, 
where  nc  xt  the  rebel  stand  would  be  made. 
Everything  at  Donelson  is  progressing  sat- 
isfactorily. Our  army  are  encamped  in  tbe 
captured  works,  having  comfortable  quar- 
ters  in  log  huts  and  tents  in  late  garrison. 
Soldisrs  and  are  very  enthusiastic,  and 
anxious  to  march  at  once  against  Nashville. 
With  the  exception  of  severe  colds  conse  - 
quent  upon  exposure,  the  army  was  well. 
The  actual  number  of  prisoners  taken  is 
13,300,  among  them  Gen.  West,  not  pre- 
viously mentioned. 

1,000  ADDITIONAL  PRISONERS. 

General  Halleck  received  dispatches  from 
Fort  Donelson  stating  one  thousand  more 
rebel  prisoners  had  oeen  taken.  They 
came  down  the  river  to  reinforce  the  Fort 
— not  knowing  it  had  surrendered  and  were 
bagged  by  our  troops. 

The  Battle  of  Fort  Donelson. 

Chicago,  Feb.  19. 

Tbe  Tribune  a  correspondent,  in  his  des- 
cription of  the  battle  of  Fort  Donelson, 
says,  when  Col.  Craft's  brigade,  which  had 
been  ordered  to  reinforce  McClernand,  came 
up  in  the  rear  of  the  30th  and  3l3t  Illinois, 
and  25th  Kentucky,  these  regiments  were 
lying  down,  firing  over  the  crest  of  the  hill; 
they  rose,  not  knowing  whether  the  force  in 
the  rear  was  friend  or  foe.  The  25th  Ken- 
tucky, supposing  them  to  be  rebels,  poured 
in  a  volley  which  j  did  terrible  exfcution, 
and  was  euflScient  to  throw  the  entire  bri 
gade  into  disorder  at  once.  It  was  almost 
a  panic.  Some  threw  down  their  guns  and 
equipments  and  fled  immediately  to  the 
woods  ;  some,  even,  fled  to  Fort  Henry. 

The  enemy  improved  the  opportunity  to 
advance  upon  tbe  Schwartz  and  Dresser 
batteries,  capturing  five  gans  and  taking 
pt^session  of  McClernand's  headquarters, 
driving  onr  forces  nearly  a  mile  and  a  half. 
Instead,  however,  of  adhering  to  their  sup- 
posed original  intentions  to  escape,  tbe  rebels 
resolved  to  follow  up  the  advantage  by  pur- 
suit. At  this  juncture  Wallace's  dfvision 
thrown  in  front  took  position  with  Taylor's 
battery  in  the  centre  at  the  road.  The  reb- 
els formed  on  the  bridge  which  McClernand 
had  occupied  ;  flushed  with  success  they 
moved  forward.  As  they  came  in  range 
Taylor  opened  on  them  witb  grape,  cannis- 
ter  and  shell.  The  rebels  came  to  a  halt, 
as  the  infantry  advanced  and  began  to  fall 
back  ;  Wallace  improved  the  moment  and 
moved  on  driving  the  rebels  back,  and  re- 
conquered tbe  ground  previously  lost.

THE  GI7NBOAT  ANSACLT  ON  FOBI 
IN>NEL«ON. 

The  gunboat   assault    was  terrific,  ex 
ceeding  even   Ihe  Fort   Henry    bombard  - 
ment.     It  lasted  about  an  hour  and  a  halt 

'Ihe  lOur  iron-clad  boats  went  within 
three  hundred  yards  of  the  Fort.  All  of 
their  river  guns  except  six  were  either 
dismounted  or  silenced.  The  first  fire 
from  the  Louisville  dismounted  tbe  lebel 
120-ponnder. 

The  Louisville  received  fiflty-sevcn  shots, 
two  of  which  took  eflect,  one  striking  the 
starboard  side  of  her  deck,  and  passing 
through  the  length  of  the  boat,  killing 
three  men.  This  thot  also  broke  her  tilkr 
rope  a  short  distance  from  the  pilot-house. 
The  rope  was  then  managed  by  some  of 
the  hands,  when  a  shell  from  the  Taylor, 
which  lay  astern,  burst  over  the  Louis- 
ville, scatteriufT  the  men  at  the  tiller  rope, 
and  so  much  disabled  tho  steering  tackle,' 
that  the  boat  was  compelled  to  drop 
astern. 

One  shot  struck  the  Pittsburgh  in  tbe 
bow  and  stove  an  immense  hole  io  her, 
which  caused  her  to  draw  out  of  action. 
The  leak  however,  has  btea  stopped.  One 
shot  struck  tbe  pilot  house  of  the  St. 
Louis,  passing  through  it  between  the  pi- 
lot's legs  wi'hout  injuring  him. 

The  wooden  gunnoats  Tyler  and  Cones- 
toga  were  not  engaged  in  tbe  fight.  Com- 
modore Foote  pronounces  the  engagement 
the  hottest  be  ever  witnessed.  Seven  ot  tbe 
nine  guns  in  tbe  lower  tier  of  the  enemy's 
battery  had  been  silenced,  and  everything 
was  apparently  progressing  favorably,  when 
the  rudder  chain  was  severed. 

The  Pittsburg  was  damaged  in  her 
wheel  so  as  to  be  unable  to  stem  the  cnr» 
rent,  and  the  pilot  house  was  knocked  away 
killing  the  pilot  and  slightly  wounding  sev- 
eral others,  among  them  Commodore 
Foote. 

The  fleet  were  then  obliged  to  retire. 

One  of  our  she'ls  struck  immediately  un- 
der one  of  the  enemy's  guns,  throwing  tha 
gun  and  bodies  of  the  gunners  high  in  the 
air.  A  great  number  of  dead  and  wounded 
could  be  seen  carried  up  the  hill. 

Commodere  Foote's  wounds  are  slight. 

The  St  Louis  was  struck  fifty-seven 
limes,  the  Louisville  thirty  five,  the  Pitts- 
burg twenty-one,  and  the  Carondelet  twen- 
ty-six. 

All  of  the  boats  were  more  or  less  in- 
jured, but  none  but  the  Louisville  =eriousIy. 
There  were  five  killed  and  two  wuunded  on 
the  Louisville. 

We  have  continua'ly  good  news  from 
General  Burns  de,  coming  tbiough  rebel 
sources.  Accounts  from  Richmond  via 
Fortress  Monroe  up  to  yesterday,  repre- 
sent that  the  greatest  alarm  has  seized 
upon  the  people  of  the  upper  North  Caro- 
lina  coast,  sa  far  in  the  interior  as  Weldo.n 
and  even  to  Suffolk,  Virginia.  The  citizens 
of  Weldon  were  leaving  in  great  haste,  car- 
rying off  what  was  available  and  deslroy- 
ing  the  rest-  Burnside  had  landed  at 
Edenlon,  at  tae  entrance  of  Chowan  river 
into  Albemarle  Sound,  about  fifteen  mi'es 
west  of  Elizabeth  city,  and  it  was  expected 
he  would  proceed  up  the  river  and  cut  off 
the  railroad  between  Norfolk  and  Weldon. 
In  this  fear  the  rebels  were  strex-ing  along 
in  Chowan  river  numberless  rafts  of  pitch 
pine,  saturated  witb  turpentine,  to  be  tired 
on  the  approach  of  his  flotilla.  They  have 
also  placed  similar  rafts  in  Blackwater  riv- 
er, which  empties  into  Albemarle  between 
Elizabeth  City  and  Edenton. 

The  Chowan  river  is  navigable  for  such 
vessels  as  Burnside's  lor  fifty  miles,  and  this 
plaas  the  railroads  before  mentioned  in  bis 
power.  Su8"o!k  lays  between  the  river  and 
Norfolk,  on  the  line  of  the  railroad,  and  the 
rebels  expect  Burnside  wjn  take  this  course 
for  an  attack  on  Norfolk  from  behind. 
Strong  reinforcements  have  been  sent  to 
Suffolk  from  Petersburg,  with  which  it  is 
connected  by  railroad."  Gtn.  Albert  G. 
Blanchard,  of  Louisiana,  late  in  command 
of  Huger's  brigade  at  Norfolk,  has  assumed 
command  at  Suffolk. 


FROM  SAVANNAH-^A  RBEEL 
GliNBOAT  SUKK— TMI::  ClTYllV 
A  PANIC.

— ^The  only  probable  basis  for  the  rotnors 
FO  iudnstrioosly  circulated,  that  General 
M^Clelian  has  been  thMi«t  out  of  the  place 
of  generat-in-chiet,  is  the  lact  that  General 
McCIfcllan  iiitcnds  to  lead  the  advance  of 
the  army  of  the  Potomac  into  Virginia,  and 
wiii  leave  the  general  direction  of  movements 
elsewhere  in  such  i'hape  that  any  exigency 
may  lie  met,  in  Lis  absence,  by  tbe  Presi- 
dent and  Secrolary  of  VVar.  The  move- 
ments now  making  with  such  glorious  sue- 
cei-3  irj  Kentucky,  arc  in  accordance  with 
the  fi-xed  plan  made  months  ago,  in  which 
there  is  perfect  accord  of  the  three  men  who 
have  the  direction  and  the  responsibility. 
The  President  and  Secretary  of  War  are 
civilians,  aiid,  although  capable  of  deciding 
the  general  plan  of  the  campaign,  would  not 
presume  to  direct  the  details  of  military  op"» 
eralious.  The  insinuations  of  diSerences 
between  the  President  and  Secretary  of  War 
•lid  the  genoral-iu-chief,  do  not  seem  to 
have  any  4'oundation  in  fact.  It  is  said  that 
a  week  since  General  McClellan  notified  his 
itafF  to  be  ready  for  a  movement  across  the 
river.  The  state  of  the  roads  alone  has  de- 
layed the  projected  movement,  and  it  will 
doubtless  take  place  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment. 

—The  '•  Prices  current"  in  Missouri,  that 
get  badly  mi.xed  up  in  the  war  new?,  are 
distinguished  as  follows  ;  Genera!  T.  L. 
Price  (Union),  Cole  county  ;  John  C.  Price 
(Union),  Dane  county,  a  very  superior  man  ; 
Major  General  Sterling  Price  (robel)> 
boards  round :  Brigadier  General  Price 
ion  of  Sterling,  and  rebel ;  Colonel  John 
H.  Price,  formerly  in  General  Smith's  com- 
mand in  Kentucky.  Now  it  cannot  be 
reasonably  expected  that  we  can  settle  our 
business  iu  Missouri  as  long  as  she  has  so 
many  Prices,  but  like  true  Yankees,  we  in  - 
tend  to  beat  her  down  to  the  very  lowest 
price,  and  then  leave  her  the  priceless  boon 
of  peace. 

—The  Legislature  of  Delaware  has  just 
adjourned,  having  passed  a  resolution  de- 
noancing  any  measure  to  abolish  slavery 
in  the  State.  It  also  declined  assuming 
the  States  quota  of  the  national  tax,  and 
refused  to  pass  a  resolution  instructing 
their  Representatives  and  Senators  to  sus- 
tain the  Uovernment  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  war.  It  is  very  evident  Delaware  has 
not  any  loyalty  to  spare. 

— The  Government  has  ordered  the  Ericv 
son  floating  battery  to  be  tested.  If  it 
proves  satisfactory,  Mr.  Ericsson  proposes 
to  baild  five  more  like  it  in  six  mootbs. 


PRAIBIB  PAPSUa. 

NUlitfEK   TK.N. 

The  prairie  is  dismal  to-night— tlio  wind 
is    fiercely  raising   whirls  of  suow,  whose 
long  sweeps  are  unbroken  for  miles.    Not 
u  si^^n  of  human  life  is  visible,  and  the  usual 
glimpse  of  the  village  from  this  window  is 
so  obseurtnl   by  blinding  drifts,  that  I  can- 
not watch  tie   wontcil  lights  come  out  one 
by  one   on  tbo  distant   blutf.    Tlie   riding 
storm  is  fraught  with  'eeniiea<,  and  imagina- 
tion wanders  vaguely  off  to  liiborian  stepncs 
aud  Arctic  zone.     Kv>  ry  thought  is  steeped 
iu  gloom:— paintings,  which  are  a  constant 
delight  in  memory,  are,  to-night,  somehow 
suggtstive  of  sadness,  and  by  giving  a  de- 
hniti'  outline  to  wild,  desolate  scenes,  en- 
hance the  loHiliues^.    The  grand  picture 
of  the  la'biTgs  lingers   long  in  the  mental 
panorama,  and  Loni:'3  Snow  Storm  hardly 
relieves  the  dreariness  by  its  human  touches. 
Alter  tnauy  gradations  of  reverie  -a  s»l- 
fish,  grotesque,  practical  taucy  exorcises  the 


"  blues"— for  1  inwardly  resolve  that  if  ever 
I  see  a  telegraph  post  again.  111  embrace  it 
with  more  unction  than  Columbus  did  his 
first  touch  of  American  soil.  And  the 
shriek  ot  a  locomotive  will  sound  sweeter 
in  my  ears  than  the  voice  of  Maria  Now, 
in  charity  to  my  readers  (it  1  have  any)  I'll 
give  over  melancholy  musings— which  sting 
with  the  "  pain  of  loss" — aud  iu  contrast  to 
the  loneliness,  write  a  letter  about  so- 
ciety in  St.  Paul.  There  I  you  begin  to 
grow  interested  at  ouce,  and  anticipate  a 
soupcou  of  personality.  But  you'll  be  dis- 
appointed, unless  you  are  apt  at  guessing, 
l>ecause  1  wouldn't  be  an  indiscreet  oracle 
and  talk  too  plain.  I  may  be  the  worst, 
and  perhaps  the  pest  person  to  describe  the 
subject,  from  former  experience  in  vastly 
different  scenes,  as  we  are  prone  to  judge  by 
analogy.  But  early  years  on  this  prairie,  as 
solitary  as  St,  Simon's  on  his  pillar,  have 
so  modified  aud  quickened  ail  susceptibili 
ties  to  congenial  company,  that  1  feel  with 
a  true  ze^t,  and  see  with  a  new  light 

Well,  then,  last  winter  I  revived  some 
old  impresriions,  and  received  many  delight- 
ful new  ones  iu  the  society  of  St,  Paul.    I 
wai  perfectly  familiar  with  the  realities  of 
Western  life,  but  as  yet  wholly  unacquainted 
with  the  pleasures  and  graces  possible  to  it. 
Indeed  I  could  not  see  any  of  the  compen 
sation  which  is  said  to  lie  io  the  wake  of  all 
privation.     It  was  therefore  with  a  mixture 
of  surprise  and  pleasure — nay,  consolation — 
that  I  beheld   the  new   vista   ol  a   former 
existence  open  invitingly  before  me  ;  and  if 
it  cculd  not  show  some  phase-s  to  which  the 
mind's  eye  looked  back  yearningly,  it  re- 
vealed a   true  vitality  under  ordinary  ap- 
pearances, which  will  ever  fix  it  in  memory 
for  its  own  sakp.    Deep,  abiding  impres- 
sions of  excellence   should  be    numbered 
among  the  fasti,  and  I   will  surely  count 
among  mine,  the  experience  of  hospitality, 
genuine  and    generous — heightened    bj   a 
superlative  freshness  and  sincerity.     The^e 
attributes  too,   are  the  results  of  unparaN 
ieled  natural   advantages,  as  well  as  civili- 
zation.    Grand  tkies,  primeval  woods,  and 
vast  prairies  exert  a  spiritual  iullacoce  in 
suppressing   many  of  the  paltry  impulses 
and  mean  tendencies  in  human  ways.    Cer- 
tainly they  are  potent  in  the  vigor  of  our 


daily  life,  and  give  a  mental  as  well  as  bodily 
health.  The  theory  is  not  original — Cur- 
tis propounds  it  in  another  form,  but  the 
influence  is  my  own — that  we  have  the  basis 
for  sound  society,  which  in  beneficial  re- 
sulw  should  transcend  the  Utopian  theoric-s 
of  reform,  and  be  the  practical  mean  in  the 
science  of^society,  as  taught  by  Comte,  or 
others  less  able.  While  as  yet  there  are  in- 
congruities, discrepancies  and  defects,  you 
fed  that  they  arc  inseparable  from  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  material  undertaking,  which 
in  its  immense  gra.sp  cannot  embrace  deli- 
cate manipulations  and  minor  details. 
They    are    to    come,    and    be  the  party- 

periormance  of  noble  heads  aad  hearts — 
of  just  perceptions  and  infinite  sympas 
thies.  In  a  proportionate  way  Saint 
Paul  has  the  cosmopolitanism  of  New 
York.  It  has  representatives  from  all  parts 
of  America,  and  many  nations  of  the  earth, 
but  there  is  no  deep-rooted  majority  to  im* 
press  it  with  any  enduring  characteristics  of 
race  and  religion.  You  see  the  wide  world 
has  a  hand  in  it,  and  contributes  an  universal 
infusion  of  variety  to  its  moods  and  meth- 
ods of  thought  and  action.  Society  is  a  re- 
flex of  its  raultfarious  life.  It  has  no  severe 
exclusivencss,  no  arbitrary  distinctions  to 
mar  good  feelieg,  and  intelligent,  well-bred 
people  are  appreciated  with  true  cordiality, 
and  there  is  an  unusual  absence  of  foolish 
restrictions.  Many  persons  complain  that 
the  churches  keep  together  with  the  strin- 
gency ot  the  elect,  but  I  saw  none  of  it.— 
There  seemed  to  be  a  mutual  interchange  of 
civilities  and  invitations.  If  tuerc  is  any 
noticeable  feeling  it  is  in  a  little  rivalry  be- 
tween upper  and  lower  town,  which  is 
faintly  "suggestive  of  that  betweea  old  and 
new  Edioboro.  When  they  are  thrown 
together  they  meet  without  mingling,  like 
the  waters  of  the  Rhone  and  the  Lake  of 
Geneva.  To  remain  neutral  is  an  embar- 
rassing dilemma,  and  to  exhibit  a  prefer- 
ence, perilous. 

The  foregoing  statement  is  playfully  ex- 
aggerated, but  there  is  ground  for  making 
it,  for  there  is  a  slight  feeling,  and  indeed  a 
perceptible  difference  between  the  two  sec- 
lions.  One  is  clever,  but  prononce  ;  fash- 
ionable but  with  a  dashing  vivacity  which 
is  agreeable,  yet  hardly  compatible  with 
g-racelul  ease  of  manner.  The  other  is  sty- 
lish and  self-possessed,  with  a  well  bred 
urbanity  of  demeanor  ;  but  there  is  not  the 
kindliness — the  winning  cordiality  which 
distinguish  and  endear  the  first  mentioned. 
The  former  has  all  the  handsome, ''  accom- 
pIi3hed"^women,>nd  the  latter  all  the  lovely 
refined  ones ;  while  in  both  there  are 
many  beauties.  In  public  you  see  faces  and 
forms  of  rare  charm  and  pure  outline.  One 
section  is  seen  more  in  the  streets  and  in 
carriages,  but  the  others'  display  aud  en« 
joyment  are  chiefly  by  candle-light  like  the 
patrician  Romans.  One  is  interested  in 
every  one  and  everything  ;  their  looks  un- 
consciously become  a  stare,  and  their  com- 
ments inadvertently  audible.  The  other 
wonld  not  bestow  more  than  a  casual 
glance.fif  Jyou  carried  the  Kohinoor.  The 
former  is  captivating  in  crowds,  and  the 
latter  irresistible  at  home  ;  one  dresses  at- 
tractively, the  other  elegantly.  In  either 
quarter  you  find  the  finest  gossips  of  the 
'^^y— there  is  no  malicious  bungling,  but  a 
colloquial  sword-play,  full  of  memorable 
hits  or  thrusts,  which  remind  you  that  the 
school  for  scandal  is  the  ever  rehearaing 
drama  of  the  world.  Each  set  has  a  lead- 
er, and  if  I  Bay  aoothcp  word  you'U  know 


all.    Now  you  must  analyze.  coini)ino  and 
guess. 

But  upper  and  fiwcr  town  are  united  in 
one  strong   sympathy,  and  have  one  tuste 
in  common — that   is  for  playing  cards.      I 
WHS  as  mueh  surjirised  as  Uoraco  Walpole, 
when    he  found  curd  playing  the  absorblug 
pursuit  of  Parisian  coeiety,  in  his  first  con* 
tinental  tour.     Kverywhere  you  passed  the 
evening  they  were  uuflaggin'jr  lunusenieiit — 
nay  the  tease  occupation.      I  Would  not  b 
andorstond  as  deprecating  tin-  popular  plea- 
sure,  only    inasmuch  as   it  precludes  any 
ehanee  ot  knowing  people        You  may  .-Ci- 
person^  tvening  after  evenioij,  and  beyond 
the  mere  fornmla  of  greeting  and  yearling 
and  a  few  raudora  remarks,  you  are  igno- 
rant ol    their  conversational    powers,  senti- 
ments  and    character.     Sometimes  it   is  a 
positive  privation,  aud   then  again  a   relief. 
1  was  asked  not  long  ago  if  I  knew  a  cer- 
tain  gentleman,  and  my  answer  was  that  I 
met  hira  constantly,  and  did  not  know  him. 
Perhaps  if  1  played  with  skill  and  .success,  I'd 
would   feol  reconciled— hut  I  ilont — aud  I 
am  always  disheartened  when  "  the  Judge  " 
plays  out   of  my   very   bund  against  me. 
You  remember  the  anecdote  of  Jefferson's 
encounter   with    Governor  Fan|nier,  who 
was    the   most    dextrous     card  player    of 
his    time ;       how  Jeflerson    lost    all    his 
money    and    finally     staked    the    clothes 
ho     wore,  and    the     Governor    laughin/»- 
ly  insisting  upon  his  doffing  each  garment, 
as  he  won,  until  poor  Jefferson  was  reduced 
to  the  article  Ho<)d  sings  of.     Now  if  '•  Ihe 
Judge  "  could  be  humiliated    in  some  way, 
how  many  would  be  rejoiced  and  revenged. 
In  receptions,  crowds  aud  parties,  one  docs 
not  get  a  very  good   impression  of  society 
auywhcre.    The  exhibition  is  ever  the  same 
—fine  dres-sts,   graceful  dancing,    and  the 
slightest  swallow-dip  of  talk,   in  a  shifting 
throng.    But  in  dinners,  suppers,  and  se- 
lect reunions,  you  see  the  finest  aspect  of 
social    life.     Then  conversation   is  a  spe- 
cialty, an  art,  in    concision    and   brilliancy. 
Whoever  tries  to  talk  is  a  bore,    and   the 
versatile  affability,  which  glances  at  trifling 
and  amusing  subjects  with  a  clever  curtness, 
is  very  rare. 

Just  attempt  to  invest  '*ooneen.«e"  with  a 
philosophic  raillery,  a  laughing  shrewdness, 
and  judge  it  it  be  an  easy  matter.  Far  from  it, 
society  requires  its  novitiate  as  imperatively  as 
any  profession,and  many  are  the  qualifications 
for  a  drawing-room  reputation.    Foremost, 
aud  most  necessary,  is  conversation.     Cole- 
ridge felt  slighted  at  Sir  Humphrey  Davy's 
succefw  in  London  circles  ;  he  despised  the 
scientific  savant  who  could  lecture  in  white 
kid  gloves,  to  please  fashion  and  distinctiou. 
But  be  did  not  realize  that  the  great  chem- 
ist made  his  mo.st  judicious  combinations 
in  presenting  science  with  the    persuasive 
elegance  ot  a  man  of   the    world.     Poor 
Coleridge  lived  too   late  ;  he    should   have 
walked  in  Academic  groves  and  given  dis- 
course to  which  the  gods  might  listen.    But 
That  could  a  fashionable  woman  do  with 
hira?    Didn't  Walter  Savage  Landor  de., 
clare  in  his  old  age,   with   a  palf-paihetic 
regret,  that  waltzing  would  have  given  hira 
a  more  pleasant,  enviable  distinction    than 
any   other  attainment  ?     Frivolous    wish, 
you  will  say,  in  view  of  bis  reputation,  but 
not  inconsistent  with  it.     Caisar  was  the 
greatest  exquisite  of  his  day,  and  you  know 
what  he  did.     It  is   coramonpiaca  to  insist 
that  great  ability  must  all  run  in  ono  ortho 
dox  direction. 
But  my  paper  grows  long,  and  before  closing 
I  roust  take  up  the  original  thread.  In  somo 
parlors  in   St.   Paul  you  feel  a  bien  'stre, 
which  is  the  tacit  sensation  of  real   hospi  - 
tality.     All  social  quttliiies  of  graceful  sen- 
timeul,  piquant  anecdote   and    wit,  cannot 
fail  of  their  mission  in  the  genial  sympathy 
of  those  homes.     Aud  none  but   people  of 
fine  Sensibilities  can  entertain,    no    matter 
how    many    pass    iu    social  review  b;  fore 
them.     By  an  adroit  attention  to  the  p.cn 
liarities  and  preferences   of    guests,    niinij' 
women  have  made  their  homes  so  delight- 
ful that  lite  seemed  brighter  for  knowing 


provi>>.t  marshal,  and  we  infer  from  this  that 
all  who  have  bt^'ii  left  un  the  islnuds  will 
be  .sent  here  tor  sate  keeping.

They  dis- 
tinctly affirm  the  principle  of  non-interven- 
tion, so  long  «s  the   rights  of  neutrals   are 
respected,  and  leave  it  to  be  understood, 
that  there  is  for  the  present  no  thought  of 
recognizing     the    confederate   States,     or 
raining  the  blockade  of  Churleston.*'     The 
London  Sfur  says  of  the  speech;  ''The  al- 
lusion to  the  civil  war  in  America  has  been 
touched  upon  in  a  manner  worthy  the 
actual  policy  of  the  French    Government. 
This  moment,  before  I  could  return    from 
the  scene  of  tvday's  cerBmony,  or  before 
the   *Di8cour.s    de    I'Empereur'  has    been 
posted,  I  find  that  a  member  of  the    Im- 
perial household    has  r>ent  to   m^  a  note 
containing    that     particular     paragraph 
which,  while  deploring  the  consequences 
of  tho  war  between  the  North  and    South 
have  in  compromising  the  commercial  in- 
terests of  France,  emphatically   declares 
that  it   is  the  duty   of  neutral   powers  to 
abstain  from  interfering  by  armed  force  to 
put  an  end  to  its  evil    results  on  foreign 
commerce.    This  bears  out  fully  the  state- 
ments which  it  has  been  in  any  power  to 
make  lately,  in  relation  to  the  tendencies 
of  the    policy  of  the    Emperor,  and  the 
fallacies  of  the  hopes    held    out  to  the 
Southerners  by  some  of   the  English  and 

French  newspapers,  that  France  had  de- 
cided upon  aiding  England  to  break  the 
blockade."

DELINQl'EIVT    TAXES. 

To  the  Edit  .r  uf  the  Daily  Pa-^ 

About  a  year  ago  our  Legislature  pa&sed 
»  law  throwing  off  a  portion  of  the  interest 
and  penalty  on  delinquent  tuxti.  and  ex« 
tended  the  time  for  redemption  one  year. 

The  Press  at  the  time,  by  the  way  of 
condolence  to  those  who  paid  their  taxes 
promptly,  or  to  pull  the  wool  over  the  eyes 
of  the  honest  tax-payer,  said  the  bill  wad 
pa'sscd  through  much  tribulation  and  oppo- 
sition ;  but  it  wai?  certainly  the  last  time  a 
bill  of  this  kind  could  be  passed  by  our 
Legislature.  Hence,  our  residents,  almost 
to  a  man,  paid  their  taxes  last  year. 

Our  people  are  beginning  to  get  tueir 
eyes  open— say  aboat  as  much  as  a  cat  nine 
days  old — and  it  looks  as  though  a  bill  of 
the  same  kind  could  pass  this  winter  with 
as  little  opposition  as  last  winter. 

Having  a  spare  moment,  I  made  a 
call  at  the  Auditor's  office.  He  says  that 
there  has  been  but  one  delinquent  tax  paid 
in  the  last  two  weeks,  and  that  was  paid  by 
a  consumptive — poor  soul— who  wished  to 
clo^e  his  business  before  he  died,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  cost?,  interest  and 
penalty  should  be  refunded  to  his  heirs  in 
case  the  Legislature  should  throw  ofll"  the 
same  at  this  session.  For  the  benefit  of  his 
heirs,  I  think  he  bad  belt  r  kipt  the  mon<y 
in  his  breeches  pocket  "  Poor  soul !"  don't 
let  him  see  a  copy  of  this 

I  called  upon  the  county  Treasurer  and 
a.sked  him,  •*  What  success  in  collecting  the 
tux  for  1861?"  He  says,  "  but  very  little  U 
being  paid  in."  That  it  i.s  a  very  common 
remark,  •  I  will  not  pay  my  tax  this  year. 
We  can  get  the  Legislature  to  throw  off 
cost«,  interest  aud  penalty,  one  of  those 
yeari-,  and  we  need  the  money  to  live  on 
these  hard  times."  I  remarked  tliat  they 
were  about  right. 

But,  by  the  way,  did  I  tell  y.  u  how  I  lost 
my  nomination  for  a  member  of  the  Honi^e  ? 
I  cxpre-s.scd  nsy  willingness  to  be  a  candi- 
date for  election.  When  one  of  my  friend? 
asked  me  what  I  thought  of  delinquent 
taxe^,  I  told  him  f  was  in  favor  of  throw- 
iug  off  all  the  costs,  interest,  penalty  and 
one  half  of  the  principal,  the  first  year, 
and  the  second  year,  throw  off  the  balance 
of  the  principal,  and  add  3500  a  year  to 
the  Auditor's  salary  to  erase  the  darned 
things  from  the  sales  book.  •  Good  enough  ! 
good  enough  for  me  !"  he  cried.  ■'  T  nm 
for  you  every  time." 

The  day  for  the  convention  came,  but 
my  friend  was  not  there  You  can  imagine 
my  ftelicg.s  at  the  close  of  that  convention. 
If  I  may  be  allowed  the  cicpressioii,  I  wus 
like  Ihe  gnat  Mr.  "  Zjbulon  Sawyer's"  bag 
of  wind  when  it  burst — I  was  nowhere. 

I  hope  none  of  our  pre?ent  Legislature 
will  find  themselves  in  my  fix  at  their  next 
convention.

Rail  Bioad  Convention. 

Washisgtox,  Feb.  20. 
Delegates  from  most  of  tbe  principal 
Railroad  OompaniPs  of  the  loyal  States  met 
this  morning  at  Willards,  in  pursuance  of 
the  invitation  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  with 
a  view  to  make  arrangements  for  the  trans- 
portation of  troops  and  military  supplies  on 
uniform  terms.  The  convention  was  very 
largely  attended.  After  tbe  meeting  bad  or- 
ganized, by  the  election  of  Mr.  Corning  as 
President,  and  Messrs.  Barlow  and  Kimber 
as  Secretaries,  the  Chairman  deputed  Judge 
Jewett  and  Mr.  William  D.  Lewis  to  invite 
the  attendance  of  the  Secretary  of  War, 
who  shorily  after  arrived,  accompanied  by 
Generals  McClellan  and  Meigs.  Mr.  Stan- 
ton laid  before  tbe  Convention  the  object 
of  his  call,  which  was  to  throw  upon  the 
Railroad  Companies  themselves,  through  an 
efficient  organization,  the  arrangement  and 
responsibility  of  the  measures  necessary  at 
this  juncture  for  conducting  the  transporta- 
tion of  the  Government,  both  of  troops  aLd 
supplies,  together  with  the  establishment  of 
a  fixed  and  moderate  rate  by  which  such 
transportation  shall  be  conducted  on  all  the 
railroads  of  the  loyal  States.

Governor  Karasey,  in  his  recent  auoual 
ines-5age  to  the  Legislature,  directed  the  at- 
tention of  that  body  to  the  gross  inequali- 
lies  in  the  apportionment  of  the  direct  tax 
levied  by  Congress  last  year  upon  the  dif- 
ferent States,  arising  from  its  distribution 
among  those  States,  upon  the  basis  of  their 
population,  in  accordance  with  the  requi.e- 
iHents  of  the  Constitution  ;  and,  be  showed 
by  way  of  illustration,  that  Minnesota,  with 
the  tame  population  a3  tthode  Isiard,  would 
have  to  pay  relaMvely  to  the  assessed  valna- 
tuia  of  property,  three  times  as  much  of 
the  tax  as  the  latter.  The  subject  admits 
of  a  much  more  extended— though  perhaps 
ao  more  striking  illustration — and,  in  view 
ot  the  scheme  of  taxation  now  pending  in 
Congress,  it  is  proper  that  the  subject  should 
be  brought  more  fully  before  the  people, 
in  order,  if  possible,  to  secure  such  action 
on  the  part  of  Congress  as  will  protect  the 
rights  and  interests  of  Minnesota  and  other 
Stales  which  are  affected  by  tha  present 
srstem  of  direct  taxation.  Governor  Ram 
sey'd  suggestion  to  our  Legislature  to  me- 
moriaiize  Congress  upon  the  subject  should 
be  fol'owed  by  every  Legislature  in  the 
Nor  lb  west. 

The  system  of  taxation  apon  the  basis 
05  population,  however  it  became  a  part  of 
tbe  Constitution,  i^  at  war  with  every  prin" 
ciple  of  justice. 

Property  is  tho  only  true  basis  of  taxa- 
tion— because    it   is  at    once    the    mea- 
gare  of  the  material  beneSts  which  the  indi- 
vijua!  enjoys  in  the  protection  of  the  Gov- 
ernniL-nt,  and  of  Lis  pecuniary  interest  in  its 
maiatcaance — and  the  measure  also  of  his 
ability  to  contribute  to  its  support.    Prop- 
» rty  is  therefore  recognized  by  all  the  Gov- 
ernments in  ihc  world,  and  in  the  universal 
practice  of  the  Slates  of  this  Union  as  the 
object  of  taxation — and  persons  only  as  its 
subjects;  and  it  was  as  the  subjects  and  not 
as  the  objects  of  taxation  that  oar  revolution- 
ary ^fathers  insisted  to  tne  death  upon  the 
doctrine  of  "no  taxation  without  represen 
utbn." 

Xay,  more,  the  Constitution  and  the  act 
of  Congress  in  thii  very  case  recognize 
property  (r.-al  estate)  as  the  ultimate  ob- 
ject of  taxation.  But  mark  the  inconsisten- 
cy :  While  the  quota  assigned  to  each  State 
is  calculated  upon  the  liasis  of  its  popula- 
ton — within  the  State  it  is  assessed  upon 
the  real  property  of  the  people,  except  of 
course  when  it  is  assumed  by  the  State. 

Taking  property  then  a?  the  lest,  the  fol- 
iowing  table  will  show  the  gross  inequality 
of  the  present  mode  of  apportionment  upon 
a  basis  of  population— the  rate  of  the  direct 
tax  of  last  year  being  calculated  upon  the 
I'jIuI  assessed  valuations  of  real  and  perso- 
nal projxirty  in  tbe  several  States  in  1860. 
Tbe  disproportions  wotild  be  still  greater  if 
the  rnx  were  levied  under  the  Fedrral  stat- 
ute upon  real  estate  alone,  as  the  bulk

Here  we  see  that  in  the  seven  norihwestem 
States  (Jso.  3  of  the  above  Uible)  the  aver- 
age If  vy  upon  property  to  meet  the  war  tax 
will  be  twice  a.-<  much  as  io  New  England — 
oni -third  more  than  in  the  Middle  States — 
more  than  twice  us  much  as  in  all  tbe 
slave  States, — and  nearly  threeiimet  as  much 
as  in  the  original  six  secession  States. 

In  the  new  Western  States  there  is  com- 
paratively little  accumulated  capital — while 
the  East  is  enriched  with  tbe  treasures 
amassed  by  centn-Mes  of  industry. 

Again,  in  the  Soath,  capital,  as  it  is  un- 
derstood there,  from  the  nature  of  its  social 
system,  predominates  over  population.  A 
large  part  of  the  population  is  nsed  as  cap- 
ital, and  yet  in  the  apportionment  of  the 
direct  tax  among  slave  States  onesthird  of 
their  human  property  is  unrepresented—and 
the  whole  escapes  taxation. 

Considering  that  this  war  was  entailed 
upon  the  country  by  the  slave  States—every 
consideration  of  justice  demands  that  they 
should  share  at  least  equally  in  its  expenses 
with  the  loyal  people  of  the  northwest.

OCCUPATIONS  OP  THE  PEOPLE  OP 
niNNESOTA.

The  occupations,  according  to  the  census 
of  ld60,  of  the  inhabitants  of  Minnesota 
over  16  years  of  age,  are  classified  as  nearly 
as  possible  in  the  following  list. 

The  enumerations  are  imperfect  for  a  va 
riety  of  reasons.  Many  persons  pursue 
different  occupations— and  thongh  the  Mars 
sliails  were  instructed  to  designate  only  the 
leading  employments,  it  was  not  always  easy 
to  decide  which  was  the  leading  one.  It 
is  difficult  to  fix  the  special  occupation  of  a 
person  who  is  at  once  a  iarmer  and  a  lawyer 
or  mechanic,  or  who  combines  the  occupa- 
tions of  millwright,  lawyer,  farmer  and  doc- 
tor— with  that  of  merchant  and  postmasteri 
and  who  possibly  improves  the  leisure  of  the 
winter  months  by  teaching  a  ringing  school, 
and  turns  his  Sundays  to  account  as  a 
local  preacher.  This  manysided  versitility 
of  the  American  character,  which  leaves  no 
talent  buried  which  promises  a  more  profit- 
able investment — makes  it  quite  impossible 
to  give  ihe  number  of  persons  engaged  in 
the  different  occupations  designated,  as  sev- 
eral of  them  are  frequently  united  in  one 
person.  In  some  cases  the  employment  is 
not  specified. 

The  species  of  social  vagabond  designa  - 
ted  in  the  census  rolls  under  the  euphemism 
of  ••  gentlemen"  has  been  expelled  from  this 
list  as  no  such  branch  ol  business  is  known 
to  the  American  theory  of  society— a  theory 
which  recognizes  no  nobility  but  thet  of  la- 
bor ard  which  is  tersely  expres.sed  in  the 
old  agrarian  couplet — 

"  When  Adam  delvod  and  Eve  span 
Who  was  then  a  gentleman?"

It  will  he  obse.  ved  that  the  tax  falls  most 
heavily  npon  the  poorest  States  of  the  West 
—and  among  Northern  States  the  most 
I'gbily  upon  the  wealthiest  States  of  the 
East.  While,  as  if  to  point  the  moral  of  its 
injustice,  it  presses  least  heavily  of  all  tipon 
the  very  States  which  brought  the  war  upon 
ihe  country,  and  entailed  these  extraordina- 
ry bardeiis  upon  the  people.  South  Caro- 
Uoa,  which  lit  ihe  torch  of  rebellion,  is  to 
pay.  as  her  share  of  the  tax,  but  seven 
tectbs  of  one  mill  on  the  dollar  of  her  as- 
sessed wealth,  while  Illinois,  which  is  fore- 
most  of  the  SUtes  engaged  in  crushing  tbe 
rebellion,  is  to  pay  three  mills,  or  more  than 
four  times  as  much  in  proportion  to  prop- 
«ty,  as  South  Carolina. 

What  has  Minnesota  done  that  the  ratio 
of  the  war  tax  apportioned  to  her  should 
je  more  than  three  times  as  great  as  that  of 
Connecticut  or  Rhode  I,land.  and  of  what 
crime  has  Michigan  been  guilty,  and  to  what 
•pecal  immunities  are  the  rebel  States  of 
Moauasippi  and  Loaiiiana  and  Georgia  enti.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  agri* 
culture  and  kindred  pursuits  embraces  more 
than  56  per  cent,  of  the  industrial  classes. 
But  to  this  must  be  added  at  least  two 
thirds  of  the  class  of  laborers — making  the 
whole  No.  of  persons  engaged  in  agricul- 
ture about  35,500— or  75  per  cent,  of  the 
whcu  industrial  population .

The  number  of  farms  in  the  State  ac- 
cording to  the  census,  in  June  1860,  was 
18,081,  so  that  the  number  of  persons  em- 
ployed in  agriculture  was  about  two  to  each 
farm.  These  facts  may  prove  useful  as  a 
guide  in  the  discussion  of  some  of  the  ques- 
tions before  the  Legislatsre  connected  with 
agrieulture,  and  it  is  well  worth  while  to 
remember,  as  a  fact  fundamental  to  all 
legislation,  that  three  quarters  of  tho  whole 
body  of  the  peopi?  are  directly  connected 
with  agriculture,  and  that  nearly  all  the 
rest  are  directly  or  indirectly  dependent 
apon  it.

Camp  Stonk,  Md.,  Feb.  8d,  1862.

Information  having  reached  camp  tbroogb 
the  press  ot  St.  Paul,  that  Robert  Stephens, 
late  a  member  ot  Company  A,  and  who 
lost  bis  right  arm  on  the  bloody  field  of 
Manassas,  had  received  only  three  votes  as 
a  candidate  for  Sergeant  at  Arms  of  the 
Senate  of  the  Legislature  of  Minnesota,  pur- 
suant to  a  call,  a  meeting  of  the  company 
was  held  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  in 
tbe  form  of  resolutions,  the  sense  of  tbe 
company,  with  regard  to  tho  treatment 
Mr.  Stephens  has  received  at  the  hands  of 
an  appreciative  body  of,  legislators — and  to 
present  a  small  purse  as  a  slight  testimonial 
of  our  regard  for  him  as  a  friend,  our  re- 
spect for  him  as  a  gentleman,  and  our  admi. 
ration  for  him  as  a  fearless  soldier  and  a 
loyal  citizen. 

Sergeant  John  McEwen  was  decland 
President,  and  C  S.  Drake,  Secretary. 

A  committee  of  five  was  appointed  to 
draft  a  series  of  resolutions,  viz :  Sergeant 
Nelson,  Sergeant  Major  Feller,  Wm.  T. 
Van  Woest,  William  H.  H.  Dooley  and  G. 
Henry  Parker.  The  committee  retired,  and 
after  an  absence  ot  about  half  an  hour,  pre- 
sented the  following  preamble  and  resolu- 
tions, which  were  adopte  I  with  scarcely  a 
diasentlng  voice  :

And  WaBHB.AS,  He  declined  the  position  of 
Messenger  in  the  Patent  Office  at  Washington, 
(■as  we  are  informed),  relying  upon  the  prom- 
ised influence  of  Gov.  Ramsey,  in  his  favor,  and 
a  just  appreciation  of  a  disabled  soldier's 
claim  in  the  sympathy  and  aid  of  the  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  people— who  are  loud  in  their 
professions  of  patriotism,  as  long  as  it  does 
not  throw  any  obstacles  in  the  way  of  their 
political  preferences,  therefore, 

Resolvtd,  That  we  have  ever  found  Robert 
Stephens  genial  as  a  companion,  taitbful  as  a 
friend,  bravo  in  the  hour  of  danger,  always 
ready  and  willing  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty 
and  possessing  those  quahtes  which  merit  in 
his  present  disabled  condition,  public  sympathy 
and  charitable  aid. 

Resolvtd,  That  we  learn  with  deep  regret  of 
the  utter  want  ot  a  proper  appreciation  of  the 
just  claims  of  a  noble  but  disabled  soldier  by 
a  large  majority  of  the  Senate  of  the  present 
Leg  stature  of  Minnesota,  while  we  shall  ever 
hoid  in  grateful  remembrance  the  glorious 
trio  who  supported  our  late  companions  in 
arms  with  their  votes,  gaining  for  themselves 
alike  the  ipprobation  of  their  constituents, 
and  the  merited  respect  of  every  true  soldier. 

Resolvtd,  That  we  request  Mr.  Stevens  to 
accept  the  enclosed  as  a  slight  testimonial  of 
our  regard  for  him  as  a  soldier,  and  our  sym- 
pathy Tor  him  in  failing  to  receive  the  prom- 
ised position,  by  which  he  would  bo  enabled 
to  secure  that  independence  which  is  always 
within  the  reach  of  every  able  bodied  man. 

It  was  thereupon  ordered  that  tho  Sec 
retary  be  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  these 
proceedings  to  the  Pbess  and  Pioneer  and 
Democrat  for  publication,  also  that  Sar- 
geant  Major  Peller  be  appointed  a  commit- 
tee of  one  to  translate  the  foregoing  into 
the, German  language,  and  forward  it  to 
the  German  press  of  St.  Paul  for  publica- 
tion.

LETTER  TO  ROBERT  STEPHENS. 

Camp  Stonb,  Md.,  Feb.  7tb,  1862. 
Dear  Sir: — The  task  imposed  upon  me, 
is  both  a  pleasant  and  a  disagreeable  one 
— pleasant  in  that  I  am  authorized  to 
communicate  to  you  the  heartfelt  sym- 
pathies of  our  brave  comrades  for  you  and 
whatever  may  concern  you;  and  disagree- 
able, because  it  has  become  my  province 
to  speak  of  a  disappointment,  the  cause  of 
which  concerns  you  intimately,  and  which 
we  feel  ourselves  called  npon  to  condemn. 
We  left  Minnesota,  full  of  life  and  hope. 
We  considered  ourselves  the  chosen  band 
to  whom  was  confided  tbe  honor  of  a 
young,  vigorous  and  promising  State. 
Each  and  all  were  prompted  by  a  common 
impulse — the  common  good.  All  seemed 
aware  of  the  responsibility  restid^  upon 
us,  and  all  were  determined  to  do  or  die — 
we  braved  the  vicissitades  of  the  battle 
field — we  were  trustworthy  even  in  ad- 
versity. Whether  we  merited  the  enco- 
aiuma  we  have  rawircd  let  the  futtire  de> 


monstratc.  But  it  is  not  mere  lig-ser- 
vice  that  we  desire,  we  have  aright  to  ex- 
pect something  luoro  substaiilial— 1  speak 
not  for  myself,  nor  for  any  one  «f  my 
comrades.  It  is  in  behalf  of  those  who 
have  been  disabled  in  their  country  s  service, 
and  for  them  alone  I  de.«ire  to  s|)eak.  You 
are  one  of  them— you  are  maimed  for  Hfe — 
you  have  parted  company  with  an  impor- 
tant piirt  (if  yourself— this  wa.s  the  result 
ot  11.1  iiirtdv^rtani'e  on  your  pari  W<»  all 
went  lortli  in  the  possession  ol  lualth, 
spiribi.  aud  ihc  hearty  good  will  ol  friends 
and  re!ativ»>i,  to  wugi;  a  wiirlart'  in  defence 
ot  all  mat  i--  nrreat  and  good.  It  was  in  the 
prosecution  of  this  righteous  war  that  you 
were  unfortunate.  A,re  you  not,  then,  in- 
titied  to  the  sympati  y  ot  all  who  are  good 
and  true  'i 

Have  you  experienced  that  hi-ariy  pym- 
puthy  and  kindly  assihtaoce  which  u  patri- 
otic sense  of  duty  ought  to  prompt  them  to 
render  ?  If  accounts  are  true,  (and  we  have 
no  reason  to  disbelieve  them,)  you  have 
not.  The  offije  of  Sergeant  ut  .\rms  of  the 
Senate,  is  insignificant,  when  the  pecuniary 
benefits  to  be  derived  therefrom  are  consid- 
ereii ;  but  how  momentous,  when  we  regard 
rejection  or  bestowal  as  a  proof  of  generous 
sympathy,  or  chilling  indifference.  It  is  the 
more  so,  when  we  consider  the  character  ol 
your  opponent.  Had  he  been  one  like  your- 
self, belplesB,  and  in  a  manner  dependant 
upon  this  for  a  livelihood — from  whatever 
cause — it  might  have  been  considered  merely 
as  a  test  of  personal  popularity  ;  otherwise 
it  looks  very  much  as  though  the  claims  of 
the  sons  of  Minncsoia  upon  her  gratitude, 
were  to  be  totally  ignored,  and  for  all  time 
to  come.  I  am  sorry  we  cannot  view  it  in 
a  more  favorable  light.  The  conviction  is 
quite  general,  and  seems  to  amount  almost 
to  unanimity,  thiit  those  who  are  fighting 
tor  the  glory  and  honor  of  Minnesota,  have 
an  unremunerative  task  to  perform.  I  as- 
sure yon,  it  is  disheartening.  It  is  worse 
tfean  defeat;  the  effects  of  which  are  as 
fleeting  as  tbe  thunder-storm  which,  while 
it  lasts,  threatens  to  overwhelm  everything 
soon  passes  away,  and  the  return  of  the 
genial  sunshine  as  quickly  restores  nature 
to  iis  wonted  aspect  of  cheerfulness  and 
promise. 

The  enclosed  one  hundred  dollars  we 
beg  you  to  accept,  for  the  very  good  rea-. 
sons  expressed  in  the  resolutions.  Minne 
sota,  through  her  representatives,  has  de> 
clined  to  aid  her  wounded  soldiers,  even 
when  sueh  a  course  does  not  require  an 
additional  item  of  expense.  Evidently  she 
prefers  to  reward  political  hukcters  and 
gamblers,  and  allow  her  brave  defenders  in 
their  misfortunes  to  depend  upon  their  own 
unaided  efforts  for  a  livelihood.  The  purse 
we  herewith  present  you  is  not  large ;  yet 
for  this  Minnesota  is  indirectly  responsible 
You  remember  how  we  were  obliged  to  pay 
government  prices  for  condemned  clothing  is- 
sued to  us  by  the  State  authorities  at  Fort 
Sneiling.  The  majority  of  us  had  overdrawn 
our  yearly  allowance,  and  only  nine  months 
in  the  field.  Twelve  dollars  is  no  insignifi- 
cant sum  to  be  deducted  from  a  soldier's 
allowance  for  clothing,  and  while  in  active 
service,  too.  These  balances  had  to  be  paid 
op  at  the  last  payment ;  many  would  have 
given  more  but  for  the  reasons  above  stated. 
Take  it,  friend  and  comrade,  and  rest  as- 
sured that  though  those  who  had  neither 
the  courage  nor  the  inclination  to  take  np 
arms  for  their  country,  have  no  sympathy 
for  you,  we,  who  have  braved  danger  and 
death  in  every  shape  in  its  defence,  have.

FoBT  RiDGELY,  Mis.,  Fcb.  3, 1862. 
To  the  Editor  of  tlie  St.  PjluI  Prest  : 

As  an  item  of  news,  I  take  the  liberty  of 
informing  you  of  the  sudden  death  of  Pri- 
vate Frank  Richmire,  ot  company  B,  4th 
Minnesota  Volunteers,  in  his  company  quar- 
ters, during  the  night  cf  the  29th  ult. 

He  retired  in  apparent  good  health  at 
'•taps,"  but  at  "roll  call''  next  morning, 
(30th,)  was  found  on  his  bed,  "  cold  in 
diath."  He  leaves  a  family  in  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  was  about  fifty-three  years  of 
age,  fome  four  months  in  the  .-ervice,  and 
by  trade  a  blacksmith. 

An  Autopsia  Cadaverica,  made  by  Sur- 
geon Mulier,  .showed  that  the  immediate 
canse  of  his  death  was  apoplexy  on  the 
brain.  This  is  the  first  death  at  this  Fort 
since  tbe  Regulars  left  last  spring.  The 
general  health  of  companies  A  and  6  is 
good.  A  few  serious  cases  of  sickness, 
however,  have  occurred  during  the  winter, 
but  our  Surgeon  is  "  death  "  to  all  diseases 
that  "  flesh  is  heir  to,"  without  killing  the 
patient,  which  some  Pbysician.n  consider  a 
van  of  the  profession. 

What  about  Major  Smith  ?  His  name 
is  more  frequently  spoken  hfre  than  "  any 
other  man.'*  Perhaps  if  he  was  aware  of 
being  such  an  object  of  ••  veneration,"  he 
would  make  an  effort  to  show  himself  here 
pers-onally  and  gratify  the  "  ardent "  wishes 
of  all.  Is  there  the  "  shadow  "  of  a  possi  , 
bility  of  bis  taking  a  "  pleasure  trip  "  up 
here  during  the  winter  ?  For  most  of  the 
boys — and  I  hardly  think  the  officers  would 
fdint  at  a  glimpse  of  what  lie  azrrtfj— are 
really  anxious  about  his  "  safty." 

The  weather  has  been  very  cold  during 
the  last  two  months,  and  sleighing  excellent 
since  New  Year's.  At  7  a.  m..  January 
30tb,  tbe  thermometer  indicated  28*^  below 
zero  ;  yesterday  at  7  a.  m  ,  26"  below  zero, 
which  arc  the  two  coldest  mornings  during 
the  winter,  up  to  date.  The  winds  from 
the  W.  N.  W.  and  N.  E.,  are  awful  to  a 
nervous  pprson — yet,  we  "  still  live.*' 

One  ol  tbe  great  comforts  of  life  up  here 
is  tbe  Daily  Press,  which  actually  improves 
with  age — in  fact,  I  look  upon  it  as  a  nec- 
essary part  of  my  "  rations."

Referrctl  to  tho  conimiltet  on  judiciary.

House.— The  IIou;e  took  up  the  report 
from  the  committee  of  the  whole  ou  the 
Senate's  amendment  to  the  treasury  note 
bill. 

Mr.  Hooper  briefly  explained  hia  views. 
He  said  the  object  was  to  furnish  a  sub- 
stantial and  uniiorm  currency,  and  to  ap- 
pivive  ihe  distinction  proposed  to  be  made 
ill  favor  of  the  holders  of  the  stock  by 
paying  the  interest  in  coin. 

Mr.  Stevens  said  he  had  a  melancholy 
I'Teaodinir  that  they  were  about  to  con" 
cjummate  a  cunningly  devised  scheme  which 
will  carry  great  injury  throughout  the  coon- 
try,  at  the  instance  of  the  brokers.  The 
Sri.ite  has  been  persuaded  to  mangle  and 
destroy  what  had  cost  the  House  months  to 
tlijjest,  consider  and  pass. 

The  bill  hag  been  so  disfigured  that  its 
very  fathers  fail  to  recognize  it.  Instead 
of  Veing  a  biineficial,  invigorating  measure, 
and  affording  a  unitbrm  and  equal  cur- 
rency fur  all,  it  pos-esses  positive  and 
great  mischief.  It  now  has  all  the  bad 
qualities  which  have  been  attributed  to  it 
w  ihout  a  single  beneSt.  In  its  amended 
form,  it  creates  two  classes  of  currency — 
one  lor  bankers  and  brokers  and  another 
for  the  people.  It  discriminates  between 
classes,  takes  away  the  legal  tender  clause, 
and  the  General  Government  will  bo  in 
c'utches  ol  the  parties. 

All  the  amendments  to  the  Treasury 
note  bill  were  acted  on.  The  amendment 
making  the  interest  on  the  notes  payable 
in  caia  was  agreed  to.  The  amendment 
pledging  tho  bonds,  duties  and  proceeds 
of  retjel  property  to  the  redemption  of  the 
interest  and  principal  of  the  debt  was  re- 
jected.     Tiie  bill  goes  back  to  the  Senate 


The  Post  Olhoe  appropriation  bill  was 
tjken  up  in  committee  of  the  whole. 

Among  the  more  important  amendments 
fo  the  treasury  note  bill  ajrreed  to,  are  the 
following:  The  notes  to  be  receivable  in 
ayment  of  all  claim  j  and  demands  of  every 
iind  except  for  the  interest  on  the  bonds 
and  the  notes,  which  shall  be  paid  in  coin. 
Til  >  vot -•  on  this  wa=i,  yea.?  88  ;  nays  .55  ; 
aathorizing  the  Secretary  to  dispose  of  the 
boo  ds  at  any  time  at  their  matket  value 
coi  n,  or  for  any  of  the  treasury  notes  here- 
tofoie  or  hereafter  to  be  issued,  or  for  notes 
ander  this  act. 

Mr.  Hooper,  after  this  vote,  said  that  the 
bi.;  had  thus  been  rendered  u-seless,  and 
in  v--ij  to  lay  the  succeeding  amendment  on 
tijc  table,  which,  if  U  Lad  been  agreed  to, 
'nrould  have  rejected  the  entire  bill.  The 
vote  on  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  was, 
yeas,  2  ;  nays,  120.  The  House  then  agreed 
\)  the  Senate  amendment,  authorizing  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  reserve  the 
notes  on  deposit  (or  not  less  than  30  days,  in 
sum^  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
cvrtificates  to  be  i^iued  therefor,  &c.  This, 
however,  was  amended  by  the  House  so  as 
to  iriL-lude  a  deposit  of  coin,  and  changing 
the  inttrc^t  to  that  which  the  Secretary 
may  from  time  prescribe,  not  exceeding  6 
per  cent.  The  bill  again  goes  back  to  the 
H;  uutf,  owing  to  this  disagreement  of  the 
House  to  some  of  the  amendmente.  Mr. 
Maynard,  from  the  committee  on  ways  and 
mt-ans,  reported  a  bill  establishing  a  branch 
siunt  at  Denver  city,  Colorado  Territory. 
Mr.  Blair,  from  Missouri,  from  the  military 
committer,  reported  n  bill  establishing  a 
=hip  canal  from  the  Mississippi  river  to  lake 
Michigan,  for  t!io  conveyance  of  military 
stores  and  troops.  The  House  then  went 
into  committee  e<  the  whole  on  the  appro- 
priation bill. 


urday  his  division  pressed  ou  to  the  mouth 
of  Salt  river.  The  troops  that  have  been  at 
Beardstown,  in  a  camp  of  instruction  (inclu- 
ding  the  Ist  and  2d  Kentucky,  well  known 
here)  were  at  Louisville  yesterday,  em- 
barking for  the  Cumberland,  as  is  sup- 
posed. Three  fresh  Indiana  regiments  atid 
a  foil  battery  of  artillery  leave  New  Albany 
to  day.  The  aggregate  of  these  reinforcc?- 
ments  is  at  least  thirty-five  and  perhaps 
forty  thousand  men.  General  Buell,  we 
understand,  goes  with  McCook's  division 
to  take  command  in  person  on  the  Cum- 
berland, where  our  forces  will  by  to  mor- 
row morning  number  little  less  than 
eighty  thousand  men.  We  may  confidently 
look  for  them  to  overcome  all  obstacles  in 
the  way  to  Nashville.  The  proceeding 
in  persiin  of  General  Buell  to  take 
command  of  the  magnificent  army  on  tho 
Cumberland,  does  not  indicate  any 
ack  ol  confidence  in  General  Grant, 
who  is  kkown  to  be  as  brave  as  Caesar  and 
a  thorough  soldier.  It  means,  however, 
that  tiie  time  for  organizing  victory  is 
over,  and  that  the  time  for  tho  most  ener- 
getic action  has  arrived.  Gen.  Buell,  we 
are  informed,  baa  for  weeks  regarded  the 
evacuation  of  Bowling  Green  as  a  certainty, 
and  his  plans  are,  therefore,  not  in  any 
degree  deranged  by  that  event.  Now. 
while  he  presses  the  enemy  on  the  Cum- 
berland with  his  tremendous  force,  their 
flank  and  rear  are  menaced  by  the  heavy 
divisions  under  Mitchell  and  Nelson. 

Since  writing  the  above  wo  learn  that 
ten  regiments  now  in  the  Ohio  camps  are 
ordered  at  onoe  to  the  low^er  Ohio.  The 
points  from  which  these  regiments  will  be 
drawn  are  stated  elsewhere. 


mOTCJlENTS  OF  TROOPS  IN  KEi\. 
TUCKY. 

Fro^  the  Cincinnaii  Commtrcia,} ,  llth 

We  gather  the  lollowing  information  from 
various  sources,  all  of  which  we  believe  re- 
liable, and  none  of  which  we  understand  to 
be  contraband  : 

On  learning  that  the  rebels  were  evacu- 
ating Bowling  Green,  Gen.  Buell  ordered  a 
forced  march  by  Gen.  Mitchell,  to  save,  if 
possible,  the  railroad  and  turnpikt  bridges 
OQ  the  B^g  Barren  river.  They  had,  how- 
ever, been  destroyed  when  Mitchell  reached 
the  banks  of  the  river  Friday  morning, 
caving  been  burned  the  night  before.  The 
brigades  ot  Breckinridge  and  Hindman  Wfre, 
until  Tuesday  evening,  at  Woodland  Sta- 
ttor*.  The  rcbeh  left  nothing  in  Bowline 
Green,  except  a  few  old  wagons.  Part  o( 
the  town  is  reported  to  have  been  burned. 
Gee.  Mitchell  has  cropsed  the  river  and  is 
in  Bowling  Green. 

It  is  believed  that  there  are  now  no  rebel 
forces  in  Kentucky  east  of  the  direct  road 
IroHi  Bowling  Green  (via  Franklin)  to 
Na>hvillt'.  Crittenden  is  trying  to  organ- 
izo  another  army  at  Carthage,  on  the  south 
bank  of  the  Cumberland.  This  is  the  only 
rebel  force  on  the  line  from  Bowling  Green 
to  Nashville.  Breckinridge's  and  Hind- 
man's  brigades  have  fallen  back  on  Russe!- 
ville,  where  Buckner's  and  Floyd's  brig-, 
adcs  have  been,  according  to  latest  rejwrts, 
stationed  for  somo  time.  Hardee  and 
Johnson  were  also  believed  to  be  at  that 
point  on  Friday.  It  is  presumed  that  with 
thr  e.tccption  of  the  above  brigades,  the 
whole  rebel  army  has  been  moved  to  Fort 
Douelson  and  Clarksville.  What  move- 
ment may  have  been  made  by  the  rebel 
forces  since  Thursday,  can  only  bo  conjec- 
tured, bat  the  probabilities  are  that  they 
have  concentrated  their  whole  force  on  the 
Cumberland.  If,  however,  thev  should  not 
have  done  so.  the  divisions  of' Nelson  and 
Mitchell  will  be  amply  able  to  cope  with  all

FORT  HEiVRY    PRISONERS. 

Among  the  rebel  officers  captured  at  Ft. 
Henry  is  a  young  man  named  Geo.  R.  G. 
Jones,  who  commanded  an  artillery  com- 
pany. He  is  a  renegade  Northerner,  a  res- 
ident of  Dubuque,  Iowa,  and  a  son  of  Hon. 
George  W.  Jones,  late  Minister  to  Bogota, 
and  now  a  prisoner  at  Fort  Lafayette.  The 
Fort  Henry  correspondent  of  the  New  York 
Times  says  the  son  is  a  young  man  who 
never  did  anything  in  particular,  except  to 
use  a  subsistence  from  the  fortunes  which 
his  father  earned  or  rather  gained,  from  the 
people  of  Iowa  ;  yet  the  moment  the  war 
broke  out,  he,  together  with  a  half>dozen 
other  fellows  from  Dubuque,  bolted  South, 
and  offered  his  services  to  the  rebel  govern- 
ment. He  has  always  lived  North,  has 
been  supported  by  the  North,  (through  hia 
father,)  and  turns  against  the  country  which 
has  fed  him  at  the  very  first  opportunity  to 
raise  his  hand  against  his  patron  and  sup- 
porter. A  large  number  of  his  townsmen 
are  among  the  soldiers  who  captured  him, 
and  they  became  so  indignant  at  finding 
this  young  ingrate  in  this  place,  ready  to 
train  his  guns  upon  his  former  asssciates, 
that  they  discussed  the  propriety  of  shoot* 
ing  him.  Wiser  counsels,  however,  pre- 
vailed, and  he  is  left  to  enjoy  his  infamy  un- 
disturbed.— Chicago  Journal.

THE  UAILUO.^D  QU£STION.~IS 
IT  POLICY  TO  GRANT  LANDS 
IN  ADVANCE  OF  CO.MPLETED 
ROADS  ? 

To  the  fkUtor  of  the  St.  Jfaul  Press 

Tht  debate  in  the  House  yesterday, 
evinced  a  di^pos:tiou  on  the  part  of  many 
of  the  members  to  gran'  120  acres  of  land 
to  the  Si.  Paul  and  Pacific  Railroad  Com> 
paoy,  on  the  completion  of  the  fiist  section 
of  ten  miles  from  St.  Paul  to  St.  Anthony. 
Also  to  give  one  hundred  and  twenty  sec- 
tions tor  the  ^radin^  of  every  section  of 
twenty  miles  tlipreaftcr.  Now,  in  my  hura«^ 
hie  opinion,  this  State  has  bad  sufiicient  es- 
pf-rience  in  the  way  of  paying  for  work  be- 
fore it  was  done,  to  warn  us  against  such 
folly  in  the  iutare. 

If  the  adage  that  "  a  burnt  child   dreads 
the  fire  '  has  any  truth  in  it,  we  have  been 
sufficiently  burned  already      During  the  de- 
baiH  on  the  "  Railroad  Bond  question,'*  the 
same  arguments  were  adduced  in    favor  of 
issuing  bonds  lor  grading,  aa  are  now  offered 
iu  favor  oi  givice:  lands  for  the  same  pur» 
po^e.  It  v.as  argued  Hat  the  money  invest- 
ed in  the  grading  would  be  a  sufficient  guar- 
antee for   the  complaioH  of  the  roar's  so 
graded.     Experience  has  proved  that  it  is 
not  30.     What  assurance  have  we  that  the 
result  will  not  be  the  same   when  we  give 
lands,  instead  of  bonds. 

It  is  said  the  companies  are  not  abk  to 
build  the  first  section  without  the  aid  of  the 
lands.  It  is  proposed  then,  that  the  Slate 
shall  furnish  all  the  means  to  build  the  roads, 
and  then  give  the  roads,  when  built,  to  the 
companies.  I  think,  Mr.  Editor,  if  the  State 
furnishes  the  means  to  build  roads,  the  State 
should  otcn  them  when  built. 

It  is  said  that  the  old  company  in  this 
case  are  entitled  to  .sympathy,  f  t  tfie  reason 
that  they  have  invested  a  great  deal  of 
means  in  grading  the  road,  procuring  the 
rolling  stock  and  iron,  ite.  It  seems  to  me 
that  this  fact  in  itself,  thould  be  a  sufficient 
inducement  for  them  to  complete  tl  e  first 
section  btfore  asking  anyuid  in  advance.  I 
should  be  willing  to  give  them  sirii/.sections 
on  the  completion  of  the  road  to  St.  An'ho- 
ny,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  section?, 
on  the  completion  of  every  t^'enty  continu- 
ous miles  thereafter;  but  I  do  not  think  it 
safe  for  the  State  to  deal  with  tmy  compa- 
ny who  do  rot  represent  capital  enough  to 
build  ten  miks  of  road  without  aid.  And 
further,  I  think  experience  has  proved  ihat 
it  is  unsafe  and  inexpeiient  t  >  i;ive  land  or 
money  for  the  mere  grading  of  any  road. 

I  believe  re^po7isible  companies  will  come 
forward  and  build  our  roads  on  ihe  above 
condition^  when  the  time  comrs  that  it  is 
practicable  to  do  so.  And  I  would  prefer 
to  wait  till  that  time  comes,  than  to  tie  np 
the  lands  to  an  irrespomible  company,  and 
let  such  a  company  dispose  of  the  lauds  for 
grading,  in  the  same  manner  that  the 
•'State  bonds"  were  squandered  for  the 
same  purpose.  a.

The  impiec^sion  in  tlis  part  of  the  Slate, 
is.  that  the  present  law  relative  to  the  man- 
ner of  taxing  occupants  of  School  lund.  is 
de.?igoed  t-^  drive  the  fettlers  from  the  land  ; 
fjr  every  ooe  knows  that  seven  dollars  p'^r 
acre  is  too  much  to  pay  for  prairie  land, 
and  five  pir  cent,  on  the  valuij  of  a  quarter 
section  at  S7  per  acre,  in  the  way  of  rent, 
cannot  be  paid,  as  the  twenty  or  thirty  acres 
of  improvement  made  by  the  holder  would 
not  produce  that  amount. 

Let  us  have  a  law  placing  th'i'  minimum 
at  B3  or  S3. 50  per  aore  ;  and  let  the   pur- 
cha.ser  of  the  prairie  land  have  an  unlimited 
time  of  payment  of  the  principal,  requiring 
only  the  annual  payment  o.f  a  reasonable  in- 
terest, and  my  word  for   it,  the  great  body 
of  the  School  land  in  the  settled  part  of  the 
State  will  be  sold,  and  the  poceeds— se 
cured  beyond  the  grasp  of  the  unreliable  of 
ficials — will  afford  a  revenue  lor  the  support 
of  common  schools  of  which  we  may  well  be 
proud.    Let  the  School  land  be  held  sacred 
for  the  exclL'sive  use  of  common   schools, 
and  let  the  people  who  have  property,  sub 
mit  to  temporary  taxation  for  the  purpase 
of  supporting  the  national  government,  rath 
er  than  shirk  ta.\ation   now   by  sacrificing 
the  School  land,  and  thus  insuring  perpetual 
taxation  for  the  support  of  schools.

rP  OCCOQCAN  CREEK. 

The  Steamer  Stepping  Stone  arrived  at 
the  Navy  Yard  this  morning  from  the  upper 
flotilla.  Yesterday  morning  this  steamer 
with  a  launch  and  a  boat's  crew  from  the 
Yankee,  went  on  a  reconnoissance  up  Occo<> 
quan  Creek  some  four  miles.  Lieut.  East- 
man sent  out  acting  master  Lawrence  with 
the  launch,  who  visited  the  north  and  souih 
shores  of  the  Creek,  penetrating  a  short 
distance  into  the  interior,  but  without  find- 
ing any  signs  of  the  rebels.

Some  forty  shells 
were  thrown  by  the  enrmy.  all  of  which 
flew  uncomfortably  near  the  Stepping  Stone, 
but  doing  no  damage  save  slightly  tearing 
the  flag.  The  fire  was  returned  by  the 
Stepping  Stone  and  from  a  howitzer  on  the 
launch,  plunging  a  shower  of  rifle  shots 
into  the  cover  of  the  rebels,  which  undoubt- 
edly damaged  them,  as  the  fite  s'ackeoed.

THE  Al-FAIUS  IN  KIEXICO. 

It  is  menlioneJ  in  the  Paris  Conslitution- 
net  of  the  "ioth  uU.,  that  the  Mexican  Gen 
eral  Ahnonte  was   then  in    Belgium.     Of 
coarse  there  is  nothing  remarkable  in  the 
visit  of  a  distingaished  foreiguer  to   such  a 
hive  of  prosperous  industry.    But  when 
the  samu   paper  tells  us  that  ho   is  there, 
''pursuing   a  negotiation   for   placing  the 
Archduke  Maximilian  on    the   throne  of 
Mexico,''   the    matter  assumes  some  im« 
porta  nee.     A  few  days  ago  we  mentioned 
that  there  was  a  scheme  on   foot   between 
Austria,  England   and   France  to   give  a 
throne  to  Maximilian,  next  brother  to  the 
Emperor  of  Austria,  the  "consideration"  ol 
which,  in  legal  phrase,  would  be  the  surren- 
der of  Vonetia  to  the  Kingdom  of  Italy — 
thereby  ridding  Austria  o!  a  great   cause 
for  heavy  cost,  and  adding  glory  to  France, 
by  enabling    Napoleon  to   carry  out   his 
memorable  promise  of  1859,  tliat  he  would 
have  Italy  free.     Why  should  the  intrigue 
extend  to  Belgium,    which  has   nothing  to 
do  with  the  recent   tripartite    invasion  of 
Mexico?     Is  it   because   Leopold,    full  of 
years  and  experienced,   if'  naturally  con- 
sidered a   safe  adviser?     No  such  thing. 
Because  Maxiuiilian  of  Austria  married  his 
only   daughter,  in   July,    1S.)7.     It    is  a 
family  matter  with  him,  and,   true  to  the 
traditions  of  his  bouse,  he   may   naturally 
aspire  to  place  yet  another  Cobourg  upon 
a   throne — setting  otf  Mexico   in    North 
against    Brazil     in    rfcuth   America.     If 
the      project      really      be      on       foot 
Eiigiaiid's     complicity     is    reatiy     to     be 
accounted  for.  Queen  Victoria  and  her  late 
huiband  bcii;g  niece  and  uepbcw  of  tho  as- 
tute King  Leopold,  who  has  contrived  to 
graft  the  sons  and  daughters  ol  tbe  petty 
Ciiiman  Priucipality  of  ijaxc-Coburg  upon 
the  most  powertul  r'gal  housis  in  Europe. 
British  diplomat-y  does  not  see  that  by  con- 
eeuting  tj  this  'little  arrangement"  England 
is  playing   the  game  of  France.     Should 
the  project  succeed,  restoring  Venetia  to  It 
aly,  what   political   credit    will  accrue  to 
Fiance,  what  personal  glory  to  Napoleon  ? 
Meanwhile  the  invaders  of  Mexico,  who 
are  said  not  to  be  on  the  best  of  terms  with 
each   other,    (at   least   it   is   believed   that 
France  and  England  d'^fsire  to  reduce  Spain 
to  a  cipher  in  the  contest,)  modestly  de- 
mand that  Mexico  will  cheerfully  submit  to 
the  AUud    Powers,  making  various  apolo- 
gies lur  sundry  things  done  and  lelt  undone, 
pay  large  snm-»  of  money,  on  several  ac- 
counts, and,  above  all,  defray  the  expenses 
of  the  invasion.    This  last  appears  about  a;s 
rational   a    demand   us  for  a    fljgdiating 
schoolmaster  to  stop  the  price  of  the  rod 
oat  ol  the  pocket  money  of  the  boy  whom 
he  whips. 


— Theodore  Peyre  Ferry,  third  master 
of  the  gunbout  Essex,  has  died  from  inju- 
ries received  at  the  bombardment  of  Fort 
Henry.

Porter  says — "  that  by  his  death  he  lost 
one  of  his  best  oBiccrs  '* — a  tribute  worthy 
both  to  the  coble  man  who  gave  it,  and  to 
him  who  fell  defending  the  county  he 
loved.  • 

Da.  Wi.NSBtP,  '"the  strong  man,"  con- 
tributes an  article  to  the  Ledger  of  this 
weelt,  in  which  he  says  :

The  constant  endeavor  of 
a  gymnast  should  be  to  avoid  excess.  I  ex- 
pect within  a  year  to  lift  with  comparative 
safety  a  weight  of  tkree  tfmisavd  pounda ; 
but  when  I  accomplish  the  feat  for  the  first 
time,  it  will  be  on  the  day  immediately  suc- 
ceeding that  on  which  I  shall  lilt  two  thou- 
saud  nine  hundred  and  ninety  eight.  If, 
therefore,  I  strain  myself  in  the  maximum 
eflort  I  intend  to  make,  I  shall  do  so  only 
to  that  extent  which  it  is  reasonable  to  at- 
tribute to  the  influence  of  two  poor  pounds. 
My  rule  is  this:  Strengthen  your  body  by 
cautiously  lifting  a  gradually  increased 
weight,  until  you  are  strong  enough  to  be 
well — then  let  well  enough  alone." 

The  doctor  concludes  the  article— which 
by  the  way,  is  written  in  the  form  of  a  dia- 
logue—that he  eats  animal  food  once  a  day, 
sleeps  eight  houra  out  of  every  twenty-four, 
and  invariably  sleeps  with  the  windows  of 
his  apartment  open  to  such  an  extent  as  to 
expose  him  to  a  draught  of  the  outer  air.

Dkar  Sir  : — On  leaving  your  city  I  prom- 
ised a  gentleman  connected  with  your  office 
that  I  wonid  act  the  part  of  n  correspond- 
ent. 

Ill  retereucu  to  the  action  of  cor  ship  on 
this  coast,  there  is  but  litile  to  comuiuoi- 
cate  of  imj)ortance,  except  it  be  our  prepare 
utions  for  an  eitrly  encounter  with  the  rebels, 
which  duty  we  are  performing  daily,  from 
live  o'clock  m  the  me:  uin;;  until  late  in  the 
evening. 

I  arriveil  in  Washington  on  Friday,  No- 
vember l.'^th,  and  reported  myself  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  ready  for  duty,  and 
was  a,ssigned  a  place  in  tho  Navy  Yard  in 
thi^  city.  Qn  the  1st  of  December  I  was 
ordered  to  the  Philadelphia  Navy  Yard, 
and  reported  for  duty  on  the  Sd.  I  was 
immediately  ordered  to  this  ship,  and  as 
she  was  not  iully  equipped  tor  sea,  and 
would  not  be  for  two  week:^,  I  applied  for 
leave  of  absence,  which  was  granted,  to  visit 
my  father,  and  expended  the  greater  por- 
tion of  my  furlough  vbiting  the  scenes  of 
my  childhood. 

On  the  morning  of  the  19tb  of  Decern 
ber,  I  received  orders  from  car  much  re- 
spected Captain  to  repair  on  board  without 
delay,  as  the  ship  would  sail  in  a  few  hours. 
At  two  o'clock  our  pilot  came  on  board, 
and  we  immediately  weighed  anchor  and 
starting  on  our  trial  trip,  steamed  as  far  as 
Cape  May,  returning  the  next  day,  all  well 
satisfied  with  the  working  of  our  little  gun- 
boat. We  lay  at  the  Navy  Yard  that 
night,  and  next  day  received  orders  to  put 
to  sea.  Our  pilot  having  remained  on  board 
all  night,  we  bad  nothing  to  detain  us,  and 
accordingly  weighed  anchor  and  proceeded 
to  .sea,  the  pilot  accompauying'  us  to  the 
break -water,  where  he  left  us.  After  be- 
ing out  some  eight  hours  we  made  the  ac- 
q-Ltaintanco  of  a  uor-wester,  which  carried 
away  our  fore  spencer  gafi",  snapping  it  like 
a  reed,  and  after  two  days  laboring  our  ship 
sprang  aleak  and  for  a  short  time  baffled 
all  our  efiorts  to  keep  her  from  sinking. 
For  five  days  and  nights  we  fought  the 
storm,  but  on  the  morning  of  the  sixth  Old 
Sol  made  his  appearance  and  with  his  bright, 
warm  rays  quietly  rocked  old  Ocean  to 
sleep.  During  the  storm,  with  but  few  ex- 
ceptions, all  bandi  were  sea  sick,  for  Old 
Neptune  never  permits  the  uninitiated  to 
enter  the  mystic  circle  without  paying  the 
forfeit.  Some,  indeed,  were  so  fiercely  at- 
tacked th;»t  they  requested,  as  an  especial 
favor,  to  be  thrown  overboard. 

But  I  think  they  would  have  recanted  if 
we  had  shown  any  disposition  to  comply 
with  their  desires.     As  regards   myself,  I 
enjoyed  excellent  health,  as  I  had  years  be- 
fore served  my  apprenticeship  to  old  Nep- 
tune.   On  the  third   day  out,  in  tiie  mid« 
watch,  the  look-out  on  the  forecastle  espied 
a  light,  and   sang  out   in   a  clear,  musical 
voice,"  L'ght  Oh  !"    Your  humble  servant 
being  officer  of  the  deck,  answered  the  alarm 
by    ••  Where   away  ?'     He    reported   her 
"dead  ahead."     After  reporting  her  to  our 
Captain,  I  repaired  to  the  waist  of  the  ship, 
ready  to  hail  her.     Our  men  being  some- 
what    interested     in     anyth'ng    in    the 
shape    of    a    sail,    left    their    hammocks 
before  the     first  tap    of    the    drum    was 
heard,  proving   to   us   that  we  bad   a  live 
crew     aboard.       After    approaching   the 
stranger  near  enough  to  hail,  I  hailed  her 
with  the  following  hail,  "Brig  ahoy.'*  which 
she  proved  to  be.     She  answered,  "Halloo, 
what  Ir'g  is  that."     Her  answer"  brig  Ma- 
ria fromJPorto  Prayo.  bound  to  New  York." 
After  numerous  questions  and  answers,  and 
all  t)eiog  satisfactory,  she  was  permitted  to 
proceed  on  her  course,  our  captain  knowing 
she  would  not  be  in  so  close  a  proximity  to 
Port  Royal  without  honorable  intentions. 

Nothing  occurred  worthy  of  cote,  the  fol- 
lowing three  days ;  but  the  seventh,  on  our 
weather  bow,  a  steamer  was  made  out,  ran 
ning  directly  for  the  shoals,  on  Sombrero 
Key,  some  fifty  miles  from  Key  West,  and 
we  interpreting  her  taking  that  course  to 
avoid  us,  our  captain  ordered  the  ship  pre- 
pared for  action,  and  the  drummer  being 
called,  he  beat  to  quarters.  But  previous  to 
this  the  captain  ordered  four  bells  to  be 
struck  in  the  engine  room,  which  indicates 
full  speed,  and  our  little  ship  answered  her 
propellers  faitbinlly,  and  in  a  half  hour  we 
approached  in  speaking  distance.  We 
hailed  him,  and  be  not  feeling  disposed  to 
heave  to,  iiistanter,  we  brought  our  guns  to 
bear  on  him,  which  soon  brooght  him  to 
terms.  And  he  being  unable  to  show  any 
papers  satisfactory  to  our  captain,  we  took 
him  a  prize  into  Key  West,  and  delivered 
him  to  the  proper  aatboritie.s.  On  the 
morning  ol  the  third  we  received  orders  to 
proceed  to  Fort  Picktns. 

We  took  a  stroll  on  sh  ire  previous  to 
departing,  and  on  returning  to  the  landing 
we  found  our  beat  in  waiting,  and  having 
nothing  to  detain  us,  we  shoved  ofl  for  ship 
board  just  as  the  boat's  recall  was  reported 
by  our  coxswain.  After  reporting  our- 
selves to  the  executive  officer,  he  kindly  in- 
formed us  of  our  departure  in  the  morning, 
for  Fort  Pickens ;  and  accordingly,  in  the 
morning,  at  4  o'clock,  January  2d,  all  hands 
were  called  to  "  up  anchor,"  and  after  get- 
ting our  anchor  up,  and  properly  fished,  and 
our  port  anchor  ready  for  letting  go,  we 
steamed  away  for  Fort  Pickens,  where  we 
arrived  after  two  days  and  a  half  pleasant 
sail.  At  the  entrance  of  the  harbor  of 
Pensacola  we  found  two  Government  vessels 
lying  at  anchor — the  steamers  South  Car- 
olina and  R.  R  Cuyler.  The  former,  one, 
seeing  a  vessel  appoacbing  the  harbor, 
steamed  up  and  spoke  us — finding  ours  a 
Government  vefscl  she  returned  again,  we 
fcllowing  and  anchoring  within  speaking 
distance.  After  laying  there  two  hours, 
we  received  orders  to  proceed  to  Ship 
Island.  But  as  we  did  not  sail  immediate- 
ly, it  gave  us  a  fine  opportunity  of  examN 
ining  Fort  Pickens,  and  Billy  Wilson's 
Zouaves,  which  we  could  quite  distinctly 
see  with  the  aid  of  a  spy  glass ;  and  on  oar 
left  the  much  battered  walls  of  Fort  Mc- 
Rae,  which  is  still  occupied  by  the  rebels, 
but  not  by  a  very  large  force.  They  are 
building  a  very  large  land  battery  within 
four  hundred  yards,  which  from  here  looms 
up  very  large. 

Having  satisfied  our  curiosity,  we  up 
anchor  and  steamed  away  for  Ship  Island, 
and  that  night  arrived  opposite  Mobile 
harbor,  where  we  were  spoke  by  the  steamer 
Iluotsville,  and  ordered  to  come  to.  near 
flag  ehip  Potomac,  where  we  lay  until  next 
morning,  when  signals  were  made  from  the 
flag  ship  for  as  to  proceed  to  Ship  Island 
and  report  to  Commodore  McKean,  of  the 
Niagara.  We  arrived  on  the  8th  inst.,  after 
bting  severely  handled  by  a  Nor'-wester, 
which  completely  disabled  us,  by  breaking 
tho  connecting  rod  of  one  of  our  engines. 
After  reporting  our  condition  to  the  flag 
ship,  which  was  done  without  anchoring, 
signals  were  made  from  the  flag  officer  for 
us  to  anchor  outside  until  a  survey  coaid  be 
held,  which  was  acoomplicbed  the  followlog 


morning ;  and  the  result  in,  we  will  bt<  coin- 
pi  Med  til  lay  on  the  blockatle  for  six  wc  ks, 
which  we  are  dc.'idedly  itpnosed  to  <loiiig — 
as  we  are  all  very  d(  sirous  ol  partieipating 
in  the  coming  conflict,  be  it  for  weal  or  woe. 
In  nfiard  to  the  moveuiciits  here,  observ- 
able every  day,  I  am  not  at  liberty  to  ili>- 
close.  but  be  assured  it  will  equal  the  Port 
Royal  affair,  if  not  excel  it.  There  aro  at 
present  lying  in  this  harbor  eighteen  .ships 
of  war  which  are  r  ady  lor  aeiion  -i  a 
momenta  notice. 

This  morning,  tlie  11th  iust.,  signals  IVoid 
the  flag  sliip  ordered  us   to  haul    alongside 
to  secure  our  eleven  inch  g^in,  which  Wi  ac- 
complished without  any  accident.     Vou  can 
judge  of  the  importance  of  this  gun  to  our 
ship  in  action.     We  have  others  but  this 
one,  n  particular,  is  the  pride  of  oar  ship's 
company.     Its  weight  is  1.5,002  lbs.,  and  it 
carries  a  solid  shot   weighing  200  lbs.,  be- 
sides a  shell,  baded  with  1,300  musket  balls, 
weighing  the  same  as  the  shot.    Our  blue 
jackets  Itave  appropriately  named  our  large 
pivot  gun  "  Bonny  Black  Bt^ss."    After  all 
being  secured  we   hauled  off  and  came  to. 
In  the  morning  the  flag  officer  ordered  us  to 
haul  in  the  harbor,  and  await  future  orders, 
where  we  lay  at  anchor  under  banked  fires, 
(it  being  necessary,here,to  prev*.  ut  ships  from 
running  the   blockade.)     We  steamed   up 
without  any  difficulty  in  ten  minutes,  and 
anchored   inside,  expecting  to  remain  here 
for  at  least  a  month  on  this  blockade.     We 
have   plenty   of    company  on    the   Island, 
about  half  a  mile  distant,  composing  a  part 
of  Gen.   Butler's  army,  and  which  creates 
quite  an  imposing  appearance  in  daytime. 

This  morning,  the  17th  inst., -near  Cat 
Island,  one  of  the  Confederate  steamers  hove 
in  sight,  but  soon  again  disappeared  after 
viewing  our  vessels. 

Sunday,  Jan  19lh,  near  the  same  Island, 
two  Confederate  vessels  were  discovered 
coming  out  towards  the  fleet,  which  resulted 
in  two  of  our  steamers  giving  chase,  but  to 
no  purpose.  As  soon  as  the  rebels  dis- 
covered them  they  turned  and  fl.d,  but 
not  before  they  had  exchanged  shots.  The 
steamer  New  London,  being  the  one  which 
arrived  near  enough  to  challenge,  immediate- 
ly dipped  her  colors  and  fired  a  lee  gun,  ba; 
the  rebels  would  not  engage.  Our  ship  was 
signaled  to  hold  herself  in  readiness,  but  the 
retaroing  of  the  two  steamers  sent  in  chase 
sadly  disappointed  us.  As  none  of  our 
boats  have  boarded  the  returned  steamers, 
we  do  not  know  the  result  of  the  chase. 

As  this  is  my  first  attempt  as  a  newspaper 
correspondent,  I  hope  it  will  not  prove  un- 
interesting to  your  readers,  as  1  flatter  my- 
self it  will  interest  my  friends.  If  permitted 
I  will  endeavor  to  write  again,  and  give  you 
all  the  particulars  of  the  fleet  in  this  por 
tion  of  the  country 

As  I  am  informed  the  mail  leaves  in  a  tew 
moments,  1  must  close,  hoping  it  will  be 
worth  your  perusal.

To  the  Editor  of  the  Saint  Paul  Press. 

On  Board  the  G.  W.  Graham,  ) 

15  miles  from  Fort  Henry,      V 

MoxDAT,  Fdbruary   10th,   1S62.  ) 

On  Friday  last,  at  noon,  we  were  ordered 
to  be  ready  to  march  to  Cairo  at  daylight 
next  morning.  We  being  fully  armed  and 
equipped,  with  sabres,  carbines,  horses, 
saddles,  and  everything  necessary  to  fit  us 
for  active  service,  found  it  no  small  under- 
taking to  get  ready,  but  our  officers,  with 
their  usual  energy  and  perseverance,  had 
their  men  all  mounted  at  the  appointed 
time.  We  reached  St.  Louis  at  10  a.  m. 
on  Saturday,  and  found  three  boats  in 
readiness  for  us.  The  Third  Battallion,  (•)t 
which  the  2d  and  3d  companies  are  a  part } 
under  command  of  Major  (late  Captain) 
Brackett,  was  placed  on  board  the  G.  W. 
Graham.  The  Major,  Captains  and  Lieu- 
tenants, were  very  careful  that  nothing 
should  be  left  undone  that  would  add  to 
our  comfort  during  the  trip.  All  the  ra- 
tions,  for   both  men   and   horses,  that  the 

army  regulations  allow,  were  plactd  on 
board  for  us,  and  at  2  p.  m  ,  our  officers 
being  satisfied  that  nothing  was  lelt  behied, 
the  boats  started  ofl",  the  G.  W.  Graham 
taking  the  lead. 

After  traveling  awhile,  the  Major  inform, 
ed  us  that  instead  of  going  to  Cairo,  our 
destination  was  Fort  Henry,  in  Tenne-see. 
This  Fort,  you  are  probably  aware,  was 
captured  by  the  Unionists  last  Ihursday. 
Thus  you  see  that  we  are  going  directly 
into  the  enemy's  country.  We  look  upon 
it  as  a  great  compliment  to  our  Regiment, 
to  be  placed  thus  in  the  front  rank.  We 
have  played  soldier  long  enough,  and  are 
anxious  to  have  something  to  do.  We  have 
cost  Uncle  Sam  a  heap  of  nwney,  and  want 
to  pay  him  back  in  work. 

We  passed  Cairo  at  dark  on  Sunday 
evening,  passed  Paducah  at  9  this  moruiog, 
and  are  now  within  a  few  miles  of  our  place 
of  destination. 

The  Mississippi  river  was  considerably 
obstructed  with  ice,  but  the  Ohio  and  Ten- 
nessee rivers  are  entirely  clear.  Both 
of  these  latter  rivers  are  extremely  high. 
We  have  seen  Union  troops  on  shore  at 
.several  different  points  ;  some  of  the  in- 
habitants on  the  river  banks  have  cheered 
as,  and  some  have  acted  as  though  they 
were  dumb. 

We  privates  have  had  a  first-rate  time  ; 
we  have  had  a  gixid  opportunity  to  cook 
our  food,  and  nights,  those  of  us  who  could 
not  procure  state  rooms,  have  made  our 
beds  on  the  cabin  floor,  sleeping  as  soundly 
as  though  we  were  in  our  mothers'  arms. 

The  2d  company  left  14  men  in  the  hos- 
pital at  St.  Louis,  and  the  3d  left  about  8. 
Those  of  as  who  are  here,  are  perfectly  well 
— ready  and  anxious  to  go  to  fighting — and 
with  our  noble  aod  fatherly  Major  Brackett, 
oar  kind  and  attentive  captains,  West  and 
Shelly,  our  jolly,  good-natured,  bully  Lieu- 
tenants, Smith,  Rose,  Neely  and  Peckhnm  to 
lead  u3  on,  we  cannot  fail  to  make  our  mark 
wherever  we  go. 

Monday,  6  o'clock  p.  m. — We  have  just 
halted  at  Fort  Henry,  safe  and  sound,  meet- 
ing with  no  accident  on  the  way.  Tliere  are 
several  gunboats  and  about  16  000  Federal 
troops  here.  A  rebel  camp  15,000  strong, 
lies  12  miles  from  this  point.  By  glancing 
at  the  map  you  will  see  that  we  arc  nearly 
surrounded  by  secesli.  We  are  on  the 
northern  boundary  of  Tennessee,  a  few 
miles  from  the  Mississippi  river.  From  this 
point  to  the  Mississippi  on  the  west,  and  to 
Bowling  Green,  in  Kentucky,  on  the  east, 
the  country  is  full  of  rebels,  and  I  suppose 
we  shall  commence  to  clean  them  out  in  a 
day  or  two.  Hoping  that  this  may  be  the 
case,  and  wishing  you  a  good  night's  rest. 
I  remain  years,  &c.

Mr.  Doui^las3  was  received  with  applause. 
He  Raid  when  he  had  marked  out  the  course 
of  ideas  for  thi.s  lecture.  Fort  Henry  had 
not  been  taken,  nor  the  battle  fought  which 
gave  Roanoke  Island  into  our  poasessiou. 
Still  he  did  not  know  that  these  victories 
would  have  turned  his  mind  from  that  som 
ber  atmosphere  in  which  it  bad  thought 
out  the  ideas  that  he  was  to  oflFer  to  them 
thi.s  evening.  He  did  not  come  here  to  find 
fault  with  the  Government— that  was  dan- 
gerous :  the  government  was  all  we  had  ; 
in  was  our  bulwark  now,  and  be  went  in 
for  Musta ining  the  government.  He  be- 
lieved that  the  duty  ot  the  government  now 
WHS  to  grapple  with  the  only  catiso  of  our 
troubles— slavery.  The  speaker  had  stud- 
ied slavery  on  both  sides  of  Mason  and 
Dixon's  line. 

He  had  known  the  luxury  of  having  a  mas- 
ter, and  being  his  own  master.  He  was  an 
American  born  citizen.  Judge  Kent  said 
that  there  were  only  two  clas.ses  in  tho 
country — citizens  and  aliens.  So,  not 
being  an  alien,  of  course  he  was  a  citizen. 
There  had  been  no  negro  traitor  in  this 
war.  We  have  had  no  Dutch,  Scotch, 
Iri.«ih,  Yankee  traitors,  and  all  had  known 
the  inside  of  fort  Lafayette.  Slavery  and 
rebellion  have  become  inseparable,  and  a 
blow  struck  for  the  freedom  of  the  bond- 
men is  a  blow  struck  for  the  salvation  of 
the  country.  Every  free  State  is  loyal, 
every  slave  State  is  disloyal,  except  where 
the  glittering  bayonet  purchases  loyalty. 
We  should  deal  witn  the  monster  slavery 
now  so  as  to  crush  the  rebellion,  and  pre- 
vent the  possibility  of  a  future  rebellion. 
God  forbid  that  when  this  war  is  over  it 
may  be  said,  "  The  summer  is  gone,  the 
harvest  is  ended,  and  we  are  not  saved." 
There  can  be  no  peace  in  this  country 
while  slavery  exists,  and  the  sooner  we 
adopt  the  "  irrepressible  conflict  "  doctrine 
the  better.  (Applause.)  Why  should  wo 
be  so  tender  to  slavery?  What  good 
thing  has  it  dono  that  we  should  spare  it 
now  ?  We  all  admit  that  it  must  come  to 
an  end  sometime.  Tongues  that  use  to 
bless  slavery  now  curse  it. 

The  speaker  spoke  of  the  fact  that  the 
Anglo-Saxon  race  had  been  enslaved  as 
well  as  the  negro,  and  perhaps  Mr.  Alex- 
'ander  Stephens' ancestry  might  be  traced 
back  to  a  brass  collar,  but  it  was  to  be 
hoped  that  Mr.  Stephens  may  be  traced  in 
the  future  to  a  hempen  collar.  It  is  said 
the  black  man  won't  work.  Who  says 
so?  The  laziest  set  of  mortals  that  ever 
crept  on  earth.  They  are  so  lazy  down 
there  that  they  can't  keep  the  flies  off 
them;  they  have  some  industrious  negro 
to  do  that.  Can't  nrgroes  take  care  of 
themselves?  They  ought  to,  having  tak- 
en care  of  their  masters  and  mistresses  all 
their  lives.  Liberty  is  natural.  We  are 
asked  if  we  would  turn  the  slaves  all 
loose?  Yes.  Why  not?  They  are  not 
wolves,  nor  tigers,  but  men.  They  are 
endowed  with  reason — can  decide  upon 
questions  of  right  and  wrong,  good  and 
evil,  benefits  and  injuries — and  are  there- 
fore subjects  of  goyernments  precisely  as 
other  men  are.  But  would  you  have  them 
stay  here?  Why  should  they  not?  What  i 
better  is  here  than  there?  What  class  of 
people  can  show  a  better  title  to  the  land  ' 
on  which  they  live  than  the  colored  peo-  \ 
pie  of  the  Sotitb?  They  have  watered  the 
soil  with  their  tears  and  enriched  it  with 
their  blood,  and  tilled  it  with  their  hard 
hands  during  two  centuries;  they  have 
leveled  its  forests,  taken  out  the  obstruc- 
tions to  the  plow  and  hoe,  reclaimed  the 
swamps,  and  produced  whatever  has 
made  it  a  goodly  land  to  dwell  in,  and  it 
would  be  a  shame  and  a  crime  little  in- 
ferior in  enormity  to  slavery  itself  if  these 
natural  owners  of  the  Southern  and  Gulf 
States  should  be  driven  away  from  thtir 
country  to  make  room  for  others — even  if 
others  could  be  obtained  to  fill  their 
places. 

Once  free  the  slaves,  and  at  otice  the 
motives  which  now  require  their  expatia- 
tion,  will  cease  to  breathe.  The  number 
of  colored  people  now  on  this  continent, 
and  in  the  adjacent  islands,  cannot  fall  far 
below  twenty  millions.  An  attempt  to 
remove  them  would  be  as  vain  as  to  bail 
out  the  ocean.  Ton  can  take  no  step  in 
any  direction  where  the  black  man  is  not 
at  joar  back  ud  side.     Qo  to  California

Professor  Paul,  who  arrived 
here  to-night,  says  that  Fort  Donelson  fell 
ou  Sunday  morning,  and  that  Gen.  John- 
eon  had  telegrapiied  to  the  enemy  and  offer- 
ed to  surrender  Xashville  on  condition  that 
private  property  would  be  respected.  Xo 
answer  was  received,  but  the  majority  of 
the  citizens  seemed  willing  to  give  up  on 
these  condilions.  A  large  number  of  per- 
sons had  left  the  city.  Thirteen  thousand 
federal  troops  were  stationed  at  Fort  Don- 
elson, and  2,000  were  at  Clarksville.  'Fhe 
river  was  rising  so  that  the  gunboats  of  the 
enemy  could  reach  Nashville.  A  large 
amount  of  government  stores  will  fall  into 
the  hands  of  the  enemy.  Most  of  the 
rolling  stock  will  probably  be  saved.

Washixgtos,  Feb.  21. 
House  —The  Homestead  bill,  reported 
from  the  commiltee  on  public  lands,  coming 
up,  the  qaestion  pending  being  to  re-com- 
mit the  s;ame  with  instructions  to  report  in- 
stead the  bounty  land  warrant  bill— Mr. 
Grow  called  Mr.  Wa^hburne  to  the  chair, 
ani  tttkiog  the  floor,  epoks  against  the  mo- 
ti>r:.  Five  times  within  the  last  ten  years 
the  Hou?e  had  pa^ed  a  bill  similar  to  thi?, 
and  by  a  two  thirds  vote,  when  parties 
were  nearly  balanced  oa  every  other  ques- 
tion. Bills,  too,  of  like  character  had  pass- 
ed the  Senate.  He  answered  the  objection 
that  the  public  lands  should  be  retained  as 
a  source  of  reveme, 

Mr.  Grow  argued  in  favor  of  giving  a 
homestead  to  actual  settlers.  Speculators 
should  DO  longer  be  permitted  to  interfere 
between  the  Government  and  actual  tillers 
of  rhe  soil.  Those  who  have  flocked  to  the 
standard  of  the  country  are  deserving  of  a 
more  substantial  reward  than  tears  for  the 
dead  and  thanks  to  the  living.  He  ears 
nestly  appealed  to  the  House  to  pass  the 
Dili,  and  consecrate  the  public  landa  for 
homes  to  actual  .settlers,  who  prosper  in  life 
that  thry  aiay  be  enabled  to  develop  a 
higher,  nobler  and  better  civilization.

The  breaking  out  of  a  formidable  in!;up> 
rectioo,  ba»ied  on  a  conflict  of  political  ideas, 
beinji  an  event  without  precedent  in  the 
United  States  was  necessarily  attended 
with  gieat  confusion  and  perplexity  iu  the 
public  mind. 

Disloyalty,  bt-fort-  unsuspected,  suddenly 
beoame  bold,  and  treason  a-stonished  the 
whole  world  by  bringing  at  once  into  the 
tield  military  forces  superior  in  numbers  to 
the  standing  army  of  the  United  States. 

Kvery  department  of  the  government  was 
paralyzed  by  treason.  Defection  appeared 
in  the  Senate,  iu  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, in  the  Cabinet,  and  in  the  Federal 
courts.  Ministers  and  consuls  returned 
from  foreign  countries  to  euter  tl»e  insur- 
rectionary councils,  or  land  or  naval  forces. 
Commanding  and  other  officers  in  the  army 
and  in  the  navy  betrayed  the  councils  or 
f^eserted  their  posts  (or  commands  in  the 
insurgent  forces.  Treason  was  flagrant  in 
the  revenue  and  the  post-office  services,  as 
as  well  as  in  the  territorial  governments 
and  in  the  Indian  reserves. 

Not  only  governors,  judges,  legislators, 
and  ministerial  officers  in  the  States,  but 
even  whole  States  rushed   one  after  an 
other,  with  apparent  unanimity,  into  rebel- 
lion. 

The  capital  was  beleaguered,  and  its  con- 
nection with  all  the  States  cut  off.  Even 
in  portions  of  the  country  which  were  most 
loyal  political  combinations  and  societies 
were  found  furthering  the  work  of  disun- 
ion, while,  from  motives  of  disloyalty  or 
cupidity,  or  from  excited  passions  or  per- 
vtrtsd  sympathies,  individuals  were  found 
furnishing  men,  money,  materials  of  war 
and  supplies  to  the  insurgents'  military 
and  naval  forces.  Armies,  ships,  fortifica- 
tions, navy  yards,  arsenals,  military  posts 
and  gairisons  one  after  another  were  be- 
trayed or  abandoned  to  th*  insurgents. 

Congress  had  not  anticipated  and  so 
had  not  provided  for  the  emergency.  The 
municipal  authorities  were  powerless  and 
inactive.  The  judicial  machinery  seemed 
as  if  it  had  been  designed  not  to  sustain 
the  Government  but  to  embarrass  and  be  - 
tray  it. 

Foreign  intervention  was  openly  invited 
and  industriously  instigated  by  the  abettors 
of  the  insurrection,  and  it  became  imminent 
and  has  only  been  prevented  by  the  practice 
of  strict  and  impartial  justice,  with  the  most 
perfect  moderation,  in  our  intercourse  with 
other  nations.  The  pablic  mind  was  alarm- 
ed and  apprehensive,  though  fortunately 
not  distracted  or  disheartened.  It  seemed 
to  be  doubful  whether  the  federal  govern- 
ment, which  one  year  ago  had  been  thought 
a  model  worthy  of  universal  acceptance,  bad 
indeed  the  ability  to  defend  and  maintain 
itself.  Some  reverses,  which  perhaps  were 
unavoidable,  saSered  by  newly  levied  and 
insufficient  forces,  discouraged  the  loyal  and 
gave  new  hopes  to  the  insurgents.  Volun  - 
tary  enli^tmeut  seemed  to  cease,  and  deser- 
tions commenced.  Parties  speculated  upon 
the  question  whether  conscription  had  not 
become  necessary  to  fill  up  the  armies  of 
the  United  States. 

In  this  emergency  the  President  felt  it  his 
duty  to  employ  with  energy  the  extraor- 
dinary power  which  the  Constitution  con> 
fides  to  him  in  cases  of  insurrection.  He 
called  into  the  field  such  military  and  naval 
forces  authorized  by  existing  laws  as  seemed 
necessary.  He  directed  measures  to  pre- 
vent the  use  of  postoffices  for  treasDnable 
corresdondence.  He  subjected  those  going 
to  and  from  foreign  countries  to  a  new 
passport  regulation  ;  and  he  instituted  a 
blbckade,  suspended  the  habeas  corpus  in 
various  places,  and  caused  persons  who  were 
represented  to  him  as  being  engaged  or 
about  to  engage  in  di.sloyal  and  treasonable 
practices,  to  be  arrested  by  special  civil  as 
well  as  military  agencies,  and  detained  in 
military  custody,  when  neccs=(ary  to  pre» 
vent  them  and  deter  others  from  such  prac- 
tices. Examination  of  such  cases  were  ins 
stituted,  and  some  of  the  persons  so  arrested 
have  been  discharged  Irom  time  to  time, 
under  circumstanoes  or  upon  conditions 
compatible,  as  was  thought,  with  public 
safety.  Meantime  a  favorable  change  of 
public  opinion  has  occcurrcd.  The  Hue 
between  loyalty  and  disloyalty  i.s  plainly 
defined.  The  whole  structure  of  the  gov- 
ernment is  firm  and  stable.  Apprehensions 
of  public  danger  and  facilities  for  treasona- 
ble practices  have  diminished  with  the  pas- 
sions which  prompted  the  heedle.es  person 
to  adopt  them.  TTu  inaurredion  ix  believed 
to  have  culminated  and  to  he  declining. 

The  President,  in  view  of  these  facts, 
and  anxious  to  favor  a  return  to  the  nor- 
mal course  of  the  administration,  as  far  as 
regards  faith  and  the  public  welfare  will 
allow,  directs  that  all  political  prisoners  as 
State  prisoners,  now  held  in  military  cus- 
tody, be  released  on  their  subscribing  a 
parole  engaging  them  to  render  no  aid  or 
comfort  to  enemies  in  hostility  to  the 
United  States.  The  Secretary  of  War 
will,  however,  in  his  discretion,  except 
from  the  effect  of  this  order  any  persons 
detained  as  spies  in  the  service  of  the  in- 
surgents, or  others  whose  release  at  the 
present  moment  may  be  deemed  incompat- 
ible with  the  public  safety.  To  all  persons 
who  shall  be  so  released  and  shall  keep 
their  parole,  the  President  grants  an  am- 
nesty for  any  past  offenses  of  treason  or 
disloyalty  which  they  may  bare  commit- 
ted. Extraordinary  arrests  will  thereaf- 
ter be  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
military  authorities  alone.

Congress  has  passed  a  joint  resolution 
directing  Conimissionur  French  to  illumin- 
ate the  public  buildiTigs  in  honor  of  the  re- 
cent victories.  On  Saturday  eve,  an  il- 
lumination of  private  dwellings  will  prob- 
ably be  requested  as  a  means  of  distin>- 
guishing  loyal  from  disloyal  citizens. 

In  a  speech  in  Stark's  case,  Mr  Carlisle 
of  Virginia,  to-day  foreshadowed  a  pro- 
slavery  policy  in  the  treatment  of  the  reb- 
el States,  saying:  The  Senate  must  re- 
ceive persons  duly  accredited  hereafter, 
by  the  Legislature  of  Mississippi,  even  if 
they  have  been  in  arms  against  the  Gov- 
ermnent.  It  is  coming  to  be  generally 
hoped  that  Carlisle  will  be  obliged.thus  to 
give  bis  seat  back  to  Mason. 

Secretary  Stanton  has  recently  said 
that  the  victory  at  Fort  Donelson  is  due 
to  (Jen.  Halleck,  who  planned;  to  the 
President,  who  recognized;  and  to  Gen. 
Grant,  who  executed  the  campaign. 

Noah  L.  Wilson,  President  of  the  Mari«. 
etta  and  Cincinnati  Railroad,  who  is  here, 
says  the  Baltimore  and  C.orinnati  Railroad 
is  expected  to  open  within  thirty  days. 

Very  few  private  flags  have  been  display- 
ed in  Washington  for  our   jate  victories. 

An  order  was  issut-d  to-day,  at  the  rt- 
quest  of  the  entire  Indiana  delegation, 
terminating  the  furlough  under  which  Capt. 
Hazzard  ot  the  urmy  was  allowed  to  serve 
as  Colonel  of  the  37th  Indiana  volunt^t'i*. 
He  is  charged  with  tyranny  to  his  troops. 

Schuyler  Colfax  has  sent  §100  to  Quar- 
termaster Pierce,  at  Paducah,  to  be  expend- 
ed for  the  relief  of  the  soldiers  wounded  at 
the  attack  on  Fort  Dondsca. 

Captain  Craven,  in  command  ol  the  Tus- 
carora,  is  not  like  other  captains  who  have 
pursued  the  rebel  privateers.  If  he  catches 
the  Nashville,  he  will  blow  her  out  of 
water,  avoiding  capture  if  possible. 

A  subscription  is  on  foot  at  Alexaudria, 
among  the  women,  for  the  purcha.se  of  a 
flag  to  be  presented  to  Farosworth's  Illinois 
cavalry  regiment. 

A  bill  reported  from  the  Naval  Commil- 
tee of  the  House,  framed  after  consultaii  )n 
with  Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Mr. 
Fox,  provides  for  ten  grades  of  naval  offi- 
cers, viz :   Five  flag  officers,  eighteen  com 
modores,  thirty  six  captains,  seventy- two 
commanders,  one  hundred   and  forty-four 
lieutenant  commanders,  lieutenants  and  mas- 
ters ;  boards  to  recommend  for  promotion 
or  retirement ;  flag  officers  to  be  appointed 
only  if  they  shall  have  received  the  thanks 
of  Congress,  and  upon  the  President's  rec- 
ommendation, for  services  in  battle  ;    after 
receiving  some  honor  the  temporary  ap- 
pointment is   to  be  made  permanent,  and 
men  and  officers  advanced.    [Appointments 
to  the  Naval  Academy  will  be — two  by 
each  Congressman  from  the  five  best  schol- 
ars in  bis  district,  and  ten  at  large  each 
year  by  the  Pre><ident  from  the  orphans  of 
soldiers  and  sailors  who  have  died  in  bat 
tie.    Senators  arc  to  appoint  for  any  rebel 
districts,  each  in  proportion  to  the  quota  of 
troops  from  his  State,  from  the  orphans  of 
soldiers  or  sailors  killed  in  battle. 

Senator  Harris  introduced  a  hill,  to-day, 
making  rebels  outlaws  so  far  as  civii  rights 
are.'concerned,  the  fact  of  the  plalntifl's  trea- 
son to  be  a  complete  defense  in  bar  of  any 
action.

WASHINGTONS    FAREWELL     AD- 
DRESS. 

The  annual  return  of  Washington's  birth- 
day has  attracted  the  attention  of  our  citi* 
zens  with  more  than  usual  force  to  the  cel- 
ebrated Farewell  Address  which  it  is  cus- 
tomary to  read  upon  that  occasion.  Those 
who  heard  it  yesterday  must  have  been  sur- 
prised at  its  remarkable  adaptedness  to  our 
present  materi:il  condition.  It  would  seem 
as  if  the  far-?eeiog  eye  of  Washington  had 
penetrated  the  future  and  discerned  the  very 
evils  under  which  we  now  suffer.  His  labo- 
rious argument  in  behalf  of  "  Tue  Union," 
seems  addressed  directly  to  our  ears.  It 
reads  like  an  argument  in  answer  to  the 
sophistries  of  Davis  and  hi.s  followers. 
First,  be  appeals  to  the  sympathies  and  sen- 
timent.^  of  the  people  ; — then  to  their  inter- 
oets.  The  necessity  of  the  Union  is  the 
great  burden  of  the  Address  :  it  is  its  pre- 
dominant thought,  the  central  idea,  around 
which  all  the  others  are  grouped.  We  find 
Washington  speaking  of  it  as  "  the  palla- 
dium of  our  political  safety  and  prosperity," 
and  telling  us  that  we  should  ''  indignantly 
frown  upon  the  first  downing  of  tvery  at- 
tempt to  alienate  any  portion  of  our  country 
from  the  rest,  or  to  enfeeble  the  sacred  tiet 
tchich  now  link  togetlter  tlie  various  parts." 
And,  as  if  he  feared  the  coming  of  the  evil 
day  which  has  tiow  fallen  upon  us,  he  says  : 
*'  In  a  country  so  extensive  as  our$,  a  gova 
ernment  of  aa  much  vigor  as  is  consistent 
with  the  perfect  security  of  liberty,  is  indis- 
pensable." And  again,  "  It  is  indeed  little 
else  than  a  name  where  (he  Govermrwnt  is 
too  feeble  to  withstand  tlie  enterprises  of 
faction,  to  confine  each  member  within  the 

U-Mirs    PRESCRIBED    BV    THE  LAWS,   and   tO 

maintain  all  in  the  secure  and  tranquil  en- 
joyment of  the  rights  of  persons  and  prop- 
erty." We  find  that  W  ashington  added  to 
this  sentiment  in  the  original  MS.  the  fol- 
lowing word?,  which  were  however,  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Address,  as  delivered  and 
printed  :  *•  Owing  to  you  as  I  do  a  frank 
and  free  disclosure  of  my  heart,  I  shall  not 
conceal  from  you  the  belief  I  entertain,  that 
your  Government  as  at  present  constituted, 
18  far  more  lik'.ty  to  prove  too  feeble  than  tjo 
■poteerful." 

Here  then  wo  have  conclnsive  testimony 
aa  to  the  position  that  would  be  occupied  by 
Washington  were  he  alive  today.  Ho  would, 
by  the  splendid  experience  of  the  past,  be 
more  than  ever  confirmed  in  his  devotion 
•a  Jhe Union :  he  would  more  than  ever  re- 
gard f  *•  ^  "'  ^^^  ^^'^^  ^^^^  '^^  ^^^  LIBKR- 
TIKS"  as  thC  "  PRIMARY  OBJECT  OF  PATRIOT- 
IC  DESIRE,"    as     "THE    PALLADIUM    OF    OCB 

POLITICAL  SArnv."  He  would  "indignantly 
frown  upon  the  first  dawning  of  any 
attempt  to  alienate  one  portion  of  the 
country  from  the  rest."  To  the  sophistry 
of  those  who  have  so  loudly  pretended  that 
the  Government  has  no  right  to  "  coerce" 
its  rebellious  citizens,  he  would  reply  in  the 
language  of  his  noble  Address,  that  "the 
very  idea  of  the  power  and  the  right  of  the 
People  to  esteblish  Government   pbkscppo-

niR.    SEWARD   ON  EUROPEAN    IN- 
TERVENTION IN  ITIEXICO. 

Mr.  Seward's  reply  to  the  invitation  of 
England,  Franco  and  Spain  to  join  in  the 
Mexican  expedition,    appears  in  the  Lou- 
don papers.     1 1  bears  date  December  4th. 
He  does  not  call   in  question  the  right  or 
sufficiency  of  the  grounds  which  have  led 
to   the  intervention   of  the  allied    powers, 
but  says  the  United  States  have  an  int^r- 
e.<t  against    their    acquiring   territory   in 
Mexico,   or    gaining   any  other  advantage 
in  which  the  United  States  cannot  partici- 
pate, and   acquits   them  of   any  such  de- 
sign.     Our   Government   has  cause,  also, 
of  complaint  again»t  Mexico,  but  declines 
entering    into  the  scheme,  first,  because  it 
is  contrary  to   the    traditional    policy  of 
our    country    against    foreign     alliances . 
second,  because  it  would  be  unkind  to  en- 
force demands  against   a  sister  republic, 
torn    by  intestine  o.'-ders  ;    third,  because 
Mr.   Corwiii    has  had    authority  to  treat 
with  Mexico  in    our  behalf,  and  the  result 
of  his  efforts  has  not  appeared.     Mr.  Sew- 
ard, in  conclusion,  says  that  the  treaty  will 
contain   nothing   unfriendly    to    the  allied 
powers,  and  will  be  shown  to  them  when 
effected.     At  the  same  time  a  sufl5ciently 
large  Ueet    will  be  left  in  Mexican  watsrs 
to  protect  American  interests. 

RAILROADS— THE     OLD     COIUPA- 
MES. 

To  iht  Ediitr  «/  thi  Saint  Piul  Pnss 

Salvt  Paul,  Feb.  21,  1862. 

i  am  very  loth  to  trespass  upon  your 
columns  to  intrude  my  views,  respecting  our 
railroad  interest,  u}>oatho  public;  yet,  at  the 
request  ot  a  number  of  our  prominent  citi- 
zens, I  have  consented  to  reply,  in  general 
terms,  to  some  of  the  points  made  in  the 
recent  communications  to  the  Press  and 
Pioneer  and  Democrat. 

The  main  object  of  these  correspondents, 
seemed  to  me  to  be,  to  deter  the  Legislature 
from  acting  upon  railroad  matters,  especially 
as  cor,nected  with  the  old  ••  Minnesota  and 
Pacific  Railroad,"  unless  that  action  is  in  a 
pdrticular  direction,  and  for  the  benefit  of 
particular  individuals,  for  whom  it  claimed, 
or  rather,  for  whom  an  attempt  is  being 
made  to  manufacture  a  large  amount  of 
sympathy,  because  of  their  long  connection 
with  this  road,  and  their  repeated  failures  to 
accomplish  anything  beyond  involving  the 
old  company  in  a  mountain  of  indebtedness 
the  tjasis  of  which  is  unknown  even  to  the 
officers  of  the  company  themselves,  it  thoir 
declarations  are  to  be  believed. 

As  to  the  sympathy  due  to  these  gentle- 
men, ''  I  fail  to  see  it,"  unless  it  arises  out 
of  the  following  facts  :  1st.  That  to  them, 
more  than  to  any  other  set  of  men,  tho 
State  to-day  owes  a  debt  of  more  than  two 
and  a  half  million  of  dollars  ;  2ud.  That 
to  them,  more  than  to  any  other  set  ot  men, 
we  are  indebted  to  the  introdaction  into  our 
Legislature,  in  former  years,  of  a  system  of 
corruption  that  threw  Wisconsin  and  her 
"  Forty  Thieves"  into  the  shade  ;  3d.  That 
to  them  we  are  indebted  for  annual  failures 
to  build  a  mile  of  road,  notwithstanding 
the  most  liberal  legislation  to  aid  tbem,  and 
their  annual  appeals  to  the  Legislature  to 
relieve  them  against  the  failures  and  forfei- 
tures of  the  preceding  year ;  4th.  That  to 
them  we  are  indebted  for  repeated  insinua- 
tions, occasionally  culminating  in  open 
threats,  that,  unless  they  are  reinstated  by 
the  Legii^iature  in  the  control  of  this  road, 
they  will  so  harrasa  and  annoy,  by  litiga-^ 
tion,  any  others  to  whom  the  road  may  be 
granted,  as  to  prevent  the  building  of  any 
part  of  the  road  by  them  ;  and,  5th.  Be- 
cause of  their  universally  admitted  incom- 
petency to  manage  an  enterprise  of  this 
kind — an  incompetency  not  only  admitted, 
but  openly  declared  by  members  of  the  old 
company — now  renominated  as  corporators 
and  directors  in  the  proposed  reorganiza- 
tion, if  these  things  merit  legislative  sym 
pathy,  these  gentlemen  are  richly  enutled 
to  an  unlimited  amount  of  it. 

But  it  is  said,  that  they  have  labored  for 
years,  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  business, 
in  getting  things  into  shape  to  go  on  ;  that 
now  nil  their  deeply  matured  plans  are  per- 
fected, and  that  it  would  be  gros-^  injustice 
to  deprive  them  of  seeing  the  fruition  of 
their  hopes.  If  they  are  to  b«  believed, 
they  have  frequently,  in  their  own  judg- 
ment, been  much  nearer  the  goal  than  now; 
for  it  will  be  remembered,  that  a  few  days 
prior  to  an  important  election,  as  early  as 
the  spring  of  1858,  the  President  announced 
that  arrangements  were  perfected  for  all 
the  money  needed  to  build  tJte  road — that  he, 
then  in  New  York,  was  just  on  the  eve  of 
leaving  for  home,  when  the  road  was  to  be 
comme  ced  "  simultaneously  at  Stillwater, 
St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis." 

Announcements  such  as  this  have  been 
reported  from  time  to  time  during  all  the  in 
tervening  years,  and  yet  until  last  autumn, 
no  single  step  was  ever  taken  that  promised 
the  completion  of  a  single  mile  of  road. 

Ten  miles  of  road  were  to  have  btvn 
completed  under  that  arrangement,  and 
would  have  been  but  lor  the  failure  of  the 
company  to  fulfill  its  obligaiions  under  the 
contract ;  not  the  failure  arising  from  the 
refusal  of  one  of  the  trustees  alone,  as  is  re- 
ported, but  numerous  failures  on  the  part  of 
the  company,  having  no  connection  with 
the  trustees 

A  contract  for  the  completion  of  this  ten 
miles  and  no  more,  somewhat  similar  in  its 


terms  to  the  former  one,  is  now  what  ia  de- 
j^tended  upon  by  the  corporatorp  in  the 
pending  bill ;  and  it  has  been  stated  by 
some  uf  these  corporators,  that  without  the 
120  b-eetious  of  land,  provided  for  iu  the  bi^l 
as  intrtxluced,  they  will  not  have  the  abiU 
ity  to  carry  out  this  contract.  Where,  then, 
is  the  evidence  ot  fruition  ?  At  most,  to 
grant  them  anew  these  privileges,  would  re- 
sult in  the  construciiou  of  the  road  from 
St.  Paul  to  St.  Anthony.  I  say,  at  most, 
or,  it  must  be  remembered,  that  it  is  not  the 
corporatorti,  or  the  company,  that  provide 
the  means  for  the  completion  of  this  ten 
miles,  bat  the  contractors.  This  is  a  new 
and  very  unusual  relation.  The  contractors 
furnish  the  money  instead  of  receiving  it ; 
and  I  venture  the  assertion  that  there  is 
not  another  set  of  capitalists  to  be  tuand  in 
the  Union  to-day,  who  would  engage  in  a 
like  enterprise  ;  and  the  company  that  de- 
pends upon  finding -moneyed  contractors  to 
build  400  or  500  miles  of  railroad,  will 
"  count  without  their  host." 

Bat,  it  may  be  said,  they  can  burrow  ! 
Where  ?  of  whom  ?  Look  at  the  terms  of 
their  present  contract  for  building  the  road 
to  St.  Anthony,  and  then  say,  who  will  even 
make  them  a  loan. 

The  terms  of  this  contract  are  something 
like  this  :  The  contractors  furnish  and  put 
down  the  iron  and  provide  the  rolling  stock 
for  this  ten  miles  ;  in  consideration  of  this> 
they  are  to  receive  a  deed  in  fee  of  120 
sections  o'  hnd  and  somewhere  from  ^75,- 
000  to  $100,000  in  first  mortgage  bonds' 
Not  a  farthing  of  the  money  of  Winters 
and  Drake  is  placed  within  the  reach  of 
the  company.  They  are  repaid  quite  two 
thirds  of  their  entire  investment  by  the 
conveyance  of  the  120  sections  ;  leaving 
but  one  third  unpaid  ;  and  yet,  so  little 
confidence  have  they  in  the  company,  that 
they  would  not  entrust  them  with  the 
handling  of  the  receipts  of  the  road,  out  of 
which  their  interest  on  the  bonds  is  to  be 
paid  ;  but  require  the  company  to  divide 
daily,  or  at  most  weekly,  giving  one 
moiety  to  the  contractors — keeping  the 
other  themselves  ;  and  upon  a  failure  to 
do  this  the  road  goes  into  the  hand  of  a  re- 
ceiver. 

If  a  loan  was  effected,  the  company  mug* 
necessarily  have  control  of  such  loan,  and 
the  security  for  the  loan  depends  upon  the 
faithful  and  intelligent  expenditure  of  the 
money  loaned.  Now,  if  men,  who  know 
the  managers  of  this  company,  have  not 
suflBcient  confidence  in  them  to  entrast  to 
their  control  the  interest  on  not  to  exceed 
one  third  of  their  entire  investment,  and 
that  secured  by  mortgage,  where  are  tho.se 
to  be  found,  who  will  be  willing  to  entrust 
to  them  the  entire  loan,  principal  and  in- 
terest, without  any  security  whatever  ? 

Comment  is  unnecessary.  This  is  the 
simple  "rule  of  three." 

With  the  mo.st  unbounded  confidence 
in  the  integrity  of  these  gentlemen,  no 
loan  could  be  had  upon  any  time,  unless 
added  to  that  confidence  was  the  certain 
knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  capitalists, 
that  the  directors  of  the  company  were 
experienced  and  competent  men. 

Are  they  experienced?  Are  they  com- 
petent? Is  he  a  competent  business  man, 
who,  in  a  disputed  claim  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars,  will  consent  to  sub- 
mit it  to  the  attorney  of  the  claimant,  on 
the  naked,  unsworn  statements  of  the 
claimant  himself?  Is  he  a  competent  busi- 
ness man,  who,  at  the  head  of  a  corpora- 
tion involved  in  debts  to  the  amount  of 
one  half  a  million,  does  not  know  the  cause 
of  such  indebtedness?  Is  he  a  competent 
business  man,  who,  as  the  chief  of  a  com- 
pany, allows  a  debt  of  such  mountainous 
proportions  to  accumulate  without  any- 
thing to  show  for  it? 

But  Legislative  sympathy  is  expected 
to  overcome  all  such  trivial  objections  as 
these?  Sympathy,  for  what?  Because 
they  allege  they  have  expended  large  sums 
of  money  in  the  enterprise?  In  the  name 
of  heaven,  in  what  way?  Let  us  look 
at  this  1  Some  $20,000  in  money  was 
paid  in  by  stockholders— not  these  gen- 
tlemen, but  bona  fide  subscribers.  What 
went  with  this?  Where  can  this  company 
show  an  honest  expenditure  of  $20,000? 
Notiu  the  grading;  because  the  State  paid 
for  that,  at  least  five  times  over.  Was  it 
in  locating  the  road?  Less  than  half  that 
sum  would  have  pai'l  for  the  location  I 

But  this  $20,000  was  but  a  drop  in  the 
bucket.  .Mr.  Chumberlain  swears  that  he 
advanced  to  this  old  company  by  fives,  tens 
and  twenty  thousands,  time  after  time,  for 
years  ;  but  what  they  did  with  it,  he  is  un- 
able to  tell.     What  was  done  with  this  ? 

Nor  was  this  all !  A  bonus  of  from  $10,^ 
000  to  $25,000  more  was  received   for   lo 
eating  the  road  on  a  line  which   is  entirely 
unapproachable.     What  became  of  this  ? 

Talk  of  sympathy!  Thee?  men  have 
lived  for  years  on  the  moneys  contributed 
frr  the  building  of  this  road;  and  have  re~ 
crived  and  squandered  hundreds  for  every 
one  they  ever  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
company.  The  legal  obstacles  suggested  by 
curious  correspondents  are  all  bosh,  as  I  am 
informed  by  the  be.st  legal  minds  of  the 
city. 

A  personal  objection,  and  1  have  done  : 
Repeated  attempts  have  been  made  to  use 
this  road  for  political  purposes.  An  effort 
was  madt!  last  fall,  by  this  means,  to  secure 
the  election  of  one  of  the  Directors  to  the 
Senate,  and  would  have  succeeded,  but  for 
the  timely  veto  of  Winters  A  Drake. 

Another  :  The  duties  of  a  high  judicial 
officer  are  wholly  incompatible  with  those 
of  a  railroad  director,  especially  when  liti- 
gation is  80  often  threatened  by  members 
of  the  company.  *

At  eleven  o'l  iock,  according  to  previous 
arrangement,  a  rtspectabie  assemblage  of 
Senators  and  I  opreseutatives,  together  with 
a  number  of  c-fizeos— among  them  many 
ladies— conven* it  in  the  hall  of  the  Hoase 
of  Reprtsentai ■^es, 

Judge  Clev.j.dad,  ot  the  Senate,  whs 
elected  President  of  the  day,  and  P.  Rohr, 
of  the  House,  VicoHresident.  George  W. 
Moore,  reportei  for  the  Press  iu  the  House, 
was  elected  Secretary. 

The  Presidei .  sta.ed  the  object  of  the 
meeting  was  for  ihe  purpose  of  hearing  the 
reading  of  Wahin<' ion's  Farewell  Address 
to  his  countryn:  u.  He  introduced  to  ilie 
audience  F.  Dri?co||,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  the 
Senate,  who,  in  •.  clenr  tone  ol  voice,  re-ad 
the  address  of  the  Father  of  his  Country. 

The  Preside d:  of  the  day,  at  the  conclu- 
sion ot  the  reading  of  the  address,  dismis^d 
the  audience  with  the  following  appropriate 
and  patriotic  remarks : 

Mr  Fbiinos:  The  sound  9f  the  cannon  re- 
minds me  that  we  assembled  one  year  ago  to 
celebrate  this  da>  under  far  other  circumstan- 
ces, and  with  wid.ly  different  feelings.  Then 
the  voice  of  the  cannon  in  front  of  the  Capitol 
was  the  thunder  of  apprehension — the  thun- 
der of  indignatiov,— the  thunder  of  defiance  to 
treason,  and  of  d««th  to  traitors.  To-day  the 
voice  of  the  oann«  n  in  front  of  the  Capitol  is 
the  thunder  of  exultation — the  thunder  of  vic- 
tory—the thunder  of  annihilation  to  the  con- 
spirators against  Union  and  Liberty. 

Three  weeks  ag- o  we  were  plunged  into  al- 
most the  depths  of  despair.  Our  soldiers  were 
inactive,  and  dying  by  thousands  in  camp. 
Perfidious  England  threatened  us  with  foreign 
war.  Let  ua  thank  God  that  we  had  for 
President  a  second  Washington.  He  called  to 
the  head  of  the  War  Department  a  man  of  the 
people— a  man  who  said  when  he  grasped  the 
reins  of  office,  "This  army  must  be  lifted  out 
of  the  mud ;  the  machine  must  more,  and 
whoever  stands  ia  the  way  will  be  crushed ;" 
and  who  a  little  trbile  after  said  to  the  soldiurt 
of  our  grand  air  y,  "You^must  fight;  if  you 
get  worsted,  we  ■.annot  help  it ;  it  you  win, 
80  much  the  better  for  us.  But  you  must 
fight."  He  has  r-ade  his  word  good.  Fort 
Henry  is  onrs !  The  victorious  legions  of 
Grant  have  plant  d  the  flag  of  the  Union  on 
the  ramparts  of  Fort  Donelson.  I^ashville 
will  capitulate.  lo  ten  days  \ew  Orleans  will 
be  attacked. 

Then  Savannah  and  Charleston  will  fall.  By 
the  anniversary  of  the  surrender  of  Sumter, 
the  last  coil  of  the  Anaconda  will  crush  Ijav 
nassas — that  Gibi  »itar  of  treason — to  powder, 
aud  scatter  tbe  hosts  of  disunion  assembled 
there  like  chaff  before  the  whirlwind.  Again, 
let  us  thank  God  to  day  that  we  have  for  a 
President,  a  second  Washington:  that  vast  and 
mighty  as  is  this  nation,  and  complex  and 
manifold  as  are  its  interests,  they  will  all  nes^ 
tie  warmly  and  securely  in  Abraham's  bosom. 

At  Fort  Snellino.— The  anniversary 
of  Washington's  birth-day  was  celebrat'^d 
at  Fort  Snelling  yesterday  in  an  appropriate 
manner.  At  one  o'clock  the  Fourth  and 
Fifth  Regiments  assembled  upon  the  parade 
ground  within  the  fort,  and  after  suitable 
music  by  the  excellent  band  of  the  Fourth 
Regiment,  Washington's  farewell  address 
was  read  by  Lieutenant  Governor  Donnelly.

XXXVII  CONGRESS-FIRST  SESSION 

WASHDferoir,  Feb.  23. 
Senate. — The  Senate  met  at  twelve;  the 
journal  of  yesterday  was  read,  when  the 
vice  President  presented  a  comraunicatioo 
signed  by  the  cabinet  that  in  view  of  the 
affliction  of  the  President,  the  illumination 
be  omitted. 

Mr.  Hale  offered  a  resolution  exprewing 
the  sympathy  of  the  Senate  and  requesting 
the  commissioner  of  the  public  buildings  to 
omit  the  illumination. 

Mr.  Wilson  from  the  military  committee 
reported  back  the  bill  for  the  better  organi 
zation  of  the  medical  stafl ;  also  the  bill  re» 
lating  to  certain  railroads  in  Missouri. 

The  Senate  then  took  a  recess  of  halt  an 
hour,  after  which  the  Senate  was  agsin 
called  to  order,  when  a  message  was  re- 
ceived from  the  House  that  they  were  ready 
to  receive  the  Senate,  whereupon  the  Senate 
proceeded  in  a  body  to  the  Hoase.  The 
Senate  adjourned  until  Monday. 

House. — The  House  being  the  great 
scene  of  attraction,  as  early  as  half  past 
nine  o'clock,  the  galleries  set  apart  for  the 
public  were  densely  crowded  while  the 
doors  leading  thereto  were  blocked  with 
standing  occupants.  The  portions  of  the 
gallery  reserved  lor  the  families  of  the  diplo- 
matic  corps  and  thobe  of  other  invited  spec* 
lators  and  members  of  congress  were  filled. 
Immediately  over  the  speaker's  chair  waa  a 
painting  of  Washington  surmounied  by  a 
great^eagle,  and  over  this  a  golden  starred 
American  flag,  while  from  each  of  the  up- 
per corners  of  the  painting  hung  banners  ot 
a  smaller  pattern. 

Crowds  continued  to  penetrate  the  capi- 
tol  and  many  persons  were  unable  to  obtain 
admission  at  all.  At  12  o'clock  the  Speaker 
called  the  House  to  order,  when  the  journal 
of  yesterday  was  read.  At  the  rcqat^t  of 
the  speaker  the  members  proceeded  to  occu" 
py  seats  on  the  left  of  the  hall,  leaving  the 
three  front  circles  for  invited  guests. 

Mr.  Blair,  of  Missouri,  made  a  suggestion 
that  the  ladies  in  the  lobbies  be  admitted  to 
unoccupied  spaces  on  the  floor. 

Tne  Speaker  request  •  J  those  in  the  galle« 
ries  to  preserve  order,  saying  that  if  deco- 
rum should  be  violated,  it  would  become  bis 
disagreeable  duty  to  have  them  cleared. 

Mr.  Crittenden  said  that  the  joint  resolus 
tion  relative  to  the  celebration  did  not  cons 
template  the  presentation  ol  flags.  He  there- 
fore moved  that  this  be  omitted  as  a  part  of 
the  ceremonies. 

Mr.  Lovejoy  supposed,  from  the  general 
tenor  ot  Mr.  Crittenden's  remarks,  that  be 
would  not  oppose  what  any  military  depart- 
ment desired,  and  this  flag  presentation  had 
been  arranged  by  the  Secretary  ot  War. 

Mr.  Dawes  inquired,  how  could  the  flags 
be  presented,  if  Congress  will  not  take  them. 
He  did  not  propose  to  magnify  the  rebtl 
flags  in  this  way  and  hoped,  they  would  re». 
spectfuUy  decline  to  receive  them. 

Mr.  Campbell  said  these  were  trophies 
won  by  our  troops  and  brave  soldiirs  in 
hotly  contested  battles.  He  would  not 
magnify  the  flags  but  would  magnify  the 
deeds  of  onr  brave  armies.  He  trusted 
these  badges  or  flags  would  be  received 
with  respect. 

Mr.  Roscoe  Conkling  remarked  that 
these  flags  were  not  trophies  to  be  treated 
either  with  respect  or  consideration  by  the 
Government.  He  submitted  that  they  were 
badges  or  tokens  carried  by  armed  rebels- 
men  red-handed  with  the  murder  of  citizens 
of  the  country — men  who  were  not  entitled 
to  possess  or  carry  any  flag,  and  men  wbon 
we  do  not  recognize  in  any  natural  aspect. 
Suppose  there  bad  occurred  here  a  riot  of 
formidable  dimensions  and  the  manicipal 
authorities  had  succeeded  in  quelling  it,  and 
that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Common  Council 
it  should  be  proposed  that  a  public  assem- 
blage should  be  called  to  receive  the  flags  or 
tokens  of  the  conspirators — did  any  ona 
suppose  they  could  be  received  with  self- 
respect  or  public  decency  ? 

If  not  why  should  Congress  accept  the 
presentation  of  these  flags?  They  were 
nothing  more  than  tokens  coming  simply 
from  rebels,  and  of  no  national  standing. 
He  would  go  as  far  as  any  other  gentleman 
in  this  House  or  out  ot  it  in  his  respect 
and  admiration  of  those  who  have  left  their 
homes  to  sustain,  on  distant  battle-fields, 
the  existence  of  this  government,  but  he 
wished,  on  this  occasion,  to  act  in  a  man- 
ner consistent  with  self-respect  and  official 
propriety. 

Mr.  Campbell  presuming  that  bis  previ- 
ous remarks  bad  been  misunderstood,  pro- 
ceeded to  explain.  Mr.  Lovejoy  caused  to 
be  read  a  law  of  1814  and  161S  to  the 
tffect  that  the  Secretaries  of  War  and  the 
Navy  be  directed  to  be  caused  to  be  collect*  ' 
ed  and  transmitted  to  them  all  flags,  ban- 
ners and  colors  which  may  have  been  taken, 
and  them,  together  with  thogo  in  possession 
of  tbeir  departments,  be  delivered  to  tbt 
President,  tor  the  purpose  of  bting  placed 
in  such  public  places  as  be  may  deem  pro- 
per.

«SN£ilAL     JOHNSTONS     UEPORT 
OFTHE    BATTLE  OF      MANASSAS. 

The  report   of  General  Jo^^eph  E.  John- 
Btoii,  of  the  battle  of  Manassas,  appears  in 
the    Richmond   Dispalc/t   of  the  1st.     He 
gives  au  account   of   his  operations  in  the 
valley  of    Virginia,   pronounces  Harper's 
Ferry  ao  untenable  position,  points  oat  the 
advantages  of  Winchester,  and  states  his 
uiovements  iu  eluding  Patterson.      He  re- 
ceived the  order  to  join  Gen.  Beauregard 
on  the  18th  of    July.     At   that  time  the 
tick  of  his  army  numbered  seventeen  hun- 
dred      Ue   states   that  wlieu   he  reached 
Manassas,  ho  fonnd  "Gen.    Beauregard's 
position  too  extensive,  and  the  ground  around 
too  densely   v.oodcd   and   intricate  to  be 
learned  in  the   brief  time  at   my  (bis)  dis- 
posal, and  thefffore  determined  to  rely  on 
bis  (Beauregard's)  knowledge  of  it,  aud   of 
the  enemy's  positions."    He  also  (being 
the  senior  cflQcer)  'approved  without  htsi- 
tation"  Gen.  Beauregard's  plan  of  battle. 
The  cloud  of  dust  raised  by  our  troops  in 
making  the  flank  movement  on  the  morn- 
ing  of    the    battle,  "excited    apprehen- 
sions  of  Patterson's    approach."       Gen. 
Johnston  mentions  that,  during  the  action, 
"many  of  the  broken  troops,   (confeder- 
ates,) fragments  of  companies,  and  individ- 
ual stragglers,  were  reformed  and  brought 
into  action,  with  the  aid  of  my  staff  and  a 
portion  of  Gen.   Beauregard's.''     He  says 
further  of  the  'stragglers  from  the  troops 
engaged,"  that  "the" largest  body  of  these, 
equal  to  about  four  companies,'"  were  put 
under  command   of  Col.  P.   J.  Thomas, 
"who  fell  while  gallantry  leading  it  against 
the  enemy."    Gen.  Johnston  attempts  to 
show  that  the  Federal  forces  had   a  great 
superiority  in  numbers  engaged,  but  care- 
fully neglects  to  state  the  number  of  rebels 
engaged.     He  says:    'Our  forces  engaged 
gradually  increasing  during  the  contest, 
amounted  to  but  — —  men  at  the  close  of 
the  battle."     He    says    the  honor  of  the 
victory  was  "dearly  bought  with  the  blood 
of  our  best  and  bravest." 

There  is  one  important  and  remarkable 
discrepancy  in  the  re^jorts  of  Generals 
Beauregard  and  Johnston,  Beauregard 
•ays  of  the  loss  of  the  rebel  army  :  "  The 
killed  outnumbered  260,  the  wounded, 
1,483— total  killed  and  wounded,  1,752." 
General  Johnson  says  : 

"  The  loss  ol  the  army  of  the  Potomac 
(Beauregard's)  was  108  killed,  501  wound- 
ed, 12  missing.  That  of  the  army  of  the 
Shenandoah  (Johnston's)  was  270  killed, 
079  wounded,  18  missing. 

Total  killed 373 

Total  wounded 1  439 

Total  missing *  so'> 

Now  how  does  Johnson  happen  to  re- 
turn ninety-one  more  killed  than  Beaure- 
gard ?  He  also  gives  six  more  wounded 
than  Beauregard,  and  mentions  thirty  miss 
iug,  which  item  entirely  e=!caped  Beaure- 
g.ird's  observation.  This  singular  discrep- 
uncy  can  only  be  accounted  for  on  the  pre- 
•umption  that  neither  of  the  Generals  tell 
the  whole  truth.  Beauregard  says  the  dead 
Union  soldiers  were  "unfortunately  not 
enumerated."  Johnston  says  "  the  loss  of 
the  enemy  could  not  be  ^certained."  Now 
why  were  not  the  dead  Union  soldiers  enu- 
merated, when  all  were  left  on  the  field  ? 
Evidently  because  the  number  of  dead 
would  not  bear  out  the  exaggerated  stories 
of  the  battle  told  by  the  rebe  s. 

The  Confederate  Steamer  Slmter. 

A  letter  from  Gibraltar  dated  January  20th, 
gives  a  most  interesting  account  of  this 
dashing  cruiser's  doings  in  the  Meditvrra- 
neao: 

You  will  have  already  heard  by  telegraph 
of  the  arrival  of  the  Sumter   in   this'  bay. 
On  Friday  night   a  message  was  received 
here  saying  that  she  had  left  Cadiz,  but  that 
her  course  was  not  known.     As  the   wind 
was  fdvorable    lor   the   passage   of  veasels 
through  the  Straiis  to  the  westward,  it  was 
thought  not  unlikely  that  she  would  steam 
for  Gibraltar  with  the  object  of  intercepting 
the  many  Federal  merchantmen  homeward 
bound.    On  Saturday  morning,  signal  was 
made  from  the  lookout  on  the  summit  of  the 
rock,  that  the  Sumter  was  six  miles  to  the 
eastward,  capturing  two  large  Federal  ships. 
The  news,  as  may  be  imagined,  caused  great 
excitement,  and  everybody  rushed  out  to 
catch  a  glimpse  of  the  privateer  and  her 
prey.      The     seizure     was     accomplished 
simply    enough :    no    defense    could     be 
made.     A  boat's  crew  was  sent  on  board, 
the  Federal  flag  hauled  down,  and  the  thing 
was  done.    The  cruiser  was  evidently   used 
to  hot  work.     No  time  was  lost  in  searching 
the  prize,  the  few  valuable  effects  were  re- 
moved,  the  match  was  lighted,  and  in   an- 
other moment  tne  blazing  ship    was    fast 
drifting  away  with    the    current.     When 
evenmg  closed,  the  flames  were  still  visible 
tiartmg  upward  in  fitful  flashes  on  the  east- 
ern horizon.  The  first  ship  taken  was  laden 
with  sulphur,  consigned,  as  the  master  en- 
deavored to  make  oat.  to  Baring  Brothers 
but  as  Capt.  Semmes  afterwards  remarked' 
sulphur  being  the    principal   ingredient  of 
gunpowder,  and  its  exportation   from  En''- 
land  being  juet  at  thi.s  time  prohibited,  It 
was  considered  as  well  to  destroy  it,  espe- 
cially as  the  master  had  no  papers  to  show.

We  haTe  already  stated  that  Mr.  New- 
aon  had  a  fine  audience  to  hear  his  Ucture 
on  Thursday  evening,  notwithstanding  there 
were  various  parties  on  the  same  evening, 
which  prevented  many  from  attending  who 
otherwise  would  have  done  so.  His  lec- 
ture is  spoken  highly  of  by  those  who  beard 
it,  and  a  few  extracts  from  it  we  think  will 
give  something  of  an  idea  of  the  general 
tone  of  the  whole : 

'•  The  third  class  of  persons  1  a?e  a  pur- 
pose which  is  the  legitimate  child  of  no 
purpose ;  for.  as  "an  idle  mind  is  the  devil's 
works'iop,"  so  Satan  enters  and  takes  pos- 
session. The  tenement  being  vacant,  it 
does  not  take  him  long  to  furnish  it  to  bis 
liking.  Result — tbe  young  man  becomes  a 
drunkard,  a  libertine,  a  thief,  a  robber,  a 
murdirer.  *  ♦  *  Take  an  orange  full 
of  meat  and  juice  You  can't  get  anything 
more  into  it  unless  you  first  squeeze  some- 
thing out  of  it.  So  with  the  mind.  So 
long  08  the  brain  is  full  of  high  and  noble 
ideas,  of  resolves  and  aspirations,  there  is 
no  fear  of  evil.  It  is  only  when  chambers 
are  to  let  that  applications  are  made  for 
rooms. 

Of  grumblers  the  lecturer  said  :— "  He» 
reditary  causes  have  had  much  to  do  in 
making  them  what  they  are  ;  bat  a  fixed 
purpose,  early  established  in  life — a  purpose 
high  aud  honorable  in  its  aspirations — 
might  have  done  much  towards  changing  the 
currents  of  their  thoughts— towards  turning 
vinegar  into  honey,  and  windmills  into  men. 
Life  is  too  short  and  too  valuable  to  go 
grumbling  through  the  world  ;  and  there 
are  too  many  who  pause  at  the  foot  of  the 
mountain,  instead  of  marching  boldly  up  it. 
It  needed  the  brave  heart  and  tbe  stout  arm 
of  a  Fremont  to  hurry  up  and  place  our 
national  flag  upon  the  highest  peak  of  the 
mountains  in  order  to  show  his  timid  com- 
rades below  what  could  be  achieved  by  an 
indomitable  will  and  an  unflinching  pur- 
pose." 

After  speaking  of  the  weak  and  of 
the  good  qualities  of  the  ladies,  the  lecturer 
paid  them  a  fine  tribute.  Among  other 
things  he  said  :  "  It  would  be  very  wrong 
fOr  me  to  place  the  ladies  in  the  same  cat- 
egory with  that  portion  of  the  male  commu- 
nity who  merely  reflect  the  opinions  of  oth- 
ers. Generally,  females  reflect  their  own 
opinions,  for 

'  When  she  will,  she  will,  depend  upon  it, 
And  when  she  won't,  she  won't,  and  that's  the 
end  on' t.'" 

And  then  as  to  the  whys  and  the  wherefores. 
In  the  expressive  language  of  the  bard — '  I 
can  but  give  a  woman's  reason — I  think 
so,  lecause  I  think  so.' " 

Alluding  to  the  necessity  of  a  purpose  in 
these  times,  the  lecturer  remarked:  "That 
middle-aged  man  who  has  fought  life's 
battle  well,  but  who  pauses  now  because 
the  world  deals  harshly  with  him,  is  on 
the  brink  of  a  precipice,  which  will  dash 
liim  to  pieces.  Draw  back,  man,  and  stand 
firm.  Never  faint  by  the  way  side.  He 
who  resolves  accomplishes  half  what  he 
undertakes,  while  ho  who  is  timid  takes 
one  step  backward.  Courage!  courage! 
Life  is  short,  it  will  soon  be  rounded  with  a 
'little  sleep  !'  m.  hurry  up." 

The  following  allusion  made  to  our  Min- 
nesota soldiers,  was  loudly  applauded: 

"The  gaUant  soldiers  of  the  Minnesota 
First,  who,  amid  the  rattling  of  balls  and 
tbe  bursting  of  shells,  stood  firm  in  the 
cause  of  their  country  at  Bull's  Run,  had 
a  purpose,  which  was  most  gloriously  vin- 
dicated. 

The  gallant  heroes  of  the  Minnesota  Sec- 
ond who  charged  into  the  very  jaws  of 
death  at  Mill  Spring,  and  caused  the  rebels 
to  turn  a  Somerset  in  their  hasty  retreat, 
fulfilled  a  purpose,  the  manner  of  which  is, 
and  will  continue  to  be,  the  admiration  of 
mankind. 

The  heroic  sons  of  Illinois,  of  Iowa,  and 
of  Indiana,  who  bravely  stemmed  the  tor- 
rent of  destruction  and  placed  the  stars  and 
stripes  over  Fort  Donelson,  achieved  a  pur<. 
pose  which  has  caused  every  Northern 
heart  to  dance  anew  "  to  the  music  of  the 
Union." 

In  closing  his  lecture,  the  speaker  urged 
the  necessity  for  a  purpose  on  the  part  of 
the  Government,  and  thus  alluded  to  Slavery. 
"  Failing  to  accomplish  its  object  in  the 
disruption  of  the  only  Northern  party  which 
sympathized   with  it ;   it    sought    to    dis- 
rupt   Congress,    and     failing    in    that    it 
seeks     to     divide    the    Union.       Thefts, 
robberies,  treason  and  murders  have  marked 
its  progress,  until  now  the  clash  of  arms 
and  the  boom  of  canaon  tell  us  the  conflict 
is  raging.    What  then  ?    The  issue  must  be 
met.    It  caiinot  be  evaded.    The  fleshless 
finger  of  Time  points  to  the  hour  in  which 
either  freedom  or  slavery  triumphs.    *     * 
If  slavery   is  obUged   to  succomb  to  the 
conquering  march  of  our  troops,  so  be  it  ; 
if  slavery  is  obliged  to  sue  for  peace,  so  be  it. 
but  when  that  day  comes,  God  grant  that 
none  may  be  found  wavering  in  what  should 
be  the  grand  purpose  of  the   government : 
io  provide  for  the  utter,  total  eradication  of 
that  cancer  which  has  already  cost  the  north 
thousands  of  lives  and  millions  of  money." 

The  lecture  was  well  and  eloquently  de- 
livered, and  we  learn  that  Mr.  Newson  has 
a  number  of  invitations  to  deliver  it  in 
other  places  in  the  State.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  county 
has  advanced  to  the  road  and  school  dis- 
tricts the  greater  part  of  the  tax  which 
now  remains  delinquent  for  the  years  18.58 
and  1859.  due  to  said  road  and  school  dis- 
tricts. 

The  abatement  of  the  penalty  of  1859- 
'60,  would  inflict  a  loss  on  the  school  dis- 
tricts of  the  county  : 

For  the  year  1859  of $1,982  00 

For  the  year  1860  of 1,020  30 

$3,002  30 
A  large  amount  of  school  orders  have 
been  taken  in  payment  of  taxes  of  1857 
and  18.58— these  orders  were  drawn  in  fa- 
vor of  school  teachers,  and  for  tbe  full 
amount  of  school  tax  levied  for  the  years 
1857  and  1858,  the  apportionments  then 
being  made  upon  the  amount  of  taxes  lev-» 
ied,  and  not  on  tbe  amount  collected.  The 
orders  being  received  for  taxes,  the  county 
thereby  advanced  the  amounts  so  received 
to  the  school  districts. 

The  abatement  proposed  will  also  involve 
an  increase  of  work,  estimated  by  the 
Auditor,  at  $500,  which  added  to  the 
above  sums  makes  a  total  loss  to  the  coun- 
ty of  Dakota  of  $23,276.60,  which  in  Da- 
kota county  can  be  all  collected,  and.  in 
fact,  is  being  paid  up  every  day.

We  have  no 
sympathy  with  that  class  of  persons  who 
are  endeavoring  to  repeal  the  bill  creating 
the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  on  the  score  of 
economy,  believing  that  even  at  this  time, 
we  could  better  dispense  with  any  other  of 
our  oflBcers  than  with  Mr.  Wheelock,  whose 
meager  appropriation  of  $1,000  is  but 
poor  compensation  for  the  services  rend- 
ered.— Mankato  Record.

IS  OUR  RAIL.ro  AD  GRANT  TO  BK 
IiOST?

It  does  seem  so.  Prejudice  against  the 
old  companies  will  do  the  work.  They  are 
to  be  set  aside,  and  new  men  to  be  put  in. 
It  matters  not  that  they  can  give  as  good 
security  for  building  the  roads.  It  matters 
not  that  even  the  new  men  are  willing  to 
back  thtm,  and  contract  with  them.  This, 
it  is  true,  would  harmonize  all  interests,  and 
enable  all  to  pull  together  for  th«  salvation 
of  the  land  grant  and  the  building  of  tbe 
roads.  It  would  avoid  that  litigation  which 
is  as  sure  to  follow,  and  as  natural  as  for 
men  to  fight  injustice,  and  contend  for  their 
property,  when  they  are  rudely  thrust 
aside  after  bearing  the  heat  aud  burden  of 
the  day,  and  the  fruits  of  their  labors  turned 
over  to  new  men  who  have  come  in  at  the 
eleventh  hour.  The  old  companies  have 
the  inside  track ,  and  can  tie  up  the  roads 
in  litigation  till  all  is  lost.  They  will 
do  it.  unless  fairly  treated.  Xo  threat, 
then,  it  is  said,  ought  to  influence  the 
Legislature.  Grant  it.  But  no  obsti  - 
nacy,  or  bullyism  on  the  part  of  the 
Legislature, ought  to  make  them  sacrifice  the 
public  interests.  Bullyism  and  personal 
pique  is  not  statesmanship.  The  mulish, 
unbending  refusal  to  compromise  is  to  ignore 
human  nature,  its  passions  and  its  weak- 
nesses, and  to  treat  men  not  as  they  are,  but 
as  you  would  have  them  to  be.  It  is  to 
throw  away  all  good,  and  refuse  even  a  par- 
tial benefit,  because  you  are  contrary.  Un- 
less the  Legislature  will  pull  tc^ether  with 
the  old  companies,  so  as  to  avoid  any  clash- 
ing of  interests,  all  is  lost. 

The  terms  ought  to  secure  the  State  and 
give  her  the  quid  pro  quo  before  she  gives 
away  her  lands  ;  and  then,  fairness,  equity, 
justice,  self-interest  and  the  highest  public 
good  require  that  the  old  companies  who 
have  already  done  wonders  for  such  times 
as  we  have  had,  and  who  h»ve  an  equity  in 
these  roads,  should  have  the  preference,  if 
they  give  equal  gaarantees. 

REFORM. 

Bcu.  Run  from  Bcll  Rev.— The  Wash- 
ington  correspondent  of  tbe  New  York 
Timet  says  : 

I  feel  that  I  violate  no  confidence  in  sta- 
ting, as  I  now  do,  that  the  highest  military 
authorities  of  our  Government  believe  the 
Confederate  rebelUon  to  be  hopelessly  over- 
thrown. General  McClellan  is  expecting 
to  bear,  any  hour,  that  the  rebel  army  is 
in  full  retreat  from  Manassas,  and  when  it 
breaks  away  from  Manassas  it  is  doubtful 
if  even  Richmond  will  be  a  point  in  the 
next  line  of  defence.  The  most  probable 
policy  of  the  rebel  leaders,  will  be  to  re, 
treat  as  expeditiously  as  possible  from  all 
points  to  the  Gulf  States,  and  try  to  make 
a  stand  there,  hoping  by  their  compact 
masses  to  resist  our  armies,  until  tbe  fervid 
heats  of  summer  shall  come  to  their  aid, 
and  help  thin  oar  ranks  and  demoralize  our 
soldiers.

The  Efficiency  of  the  Navv.— Public 
attention  is  generally  directed  to  such  ex- 
ploits of  our  navy  as  the  capture  of  Hat- 
teras,  the  bombardment  of  Port  Royal,  the 
shelling  of  Fort  Henry  or  the  attack  on 
Roanoke  Island.  But  our  gallant  navy 
performs  exploits  quite  as  praiseworthy, 
though  perhaps  not  so  brilliantly  attactive, 
as  bombardments  and  engagements.  A 
short  time  ago  the  rebel  steamer  Calhoun 
was  captured  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  and 
we  thus  obtained  a  new  guaboat  and 
$300,000  worth  of  munitions  of  war  in 
powder,  muskets  and  rifled  cannon.  Very 
recently,  also,  the  Lizzie  Weston,  with  a 
most  valuable  cargo  of  three  hundred  bales 
of  cotton,  was  captured  by  one  of  our 
blockading  squadron.  Yesterday  the 
storeship  Supply  arrived  at  this  port, 
bringing  a  prize  filled  with  munitions  of 
war  worth  $125,000.  Such  a  record  as 
this  shows  that  our  navy  is  alive  to  its 
work,  and  speaks  as  well  for  its  eflSciency 
as  the  more  exciting  accounts  of  naval  bat- 
tles. Let  the  brave  fellows  who 
are  upon  the  blockading  service 
remember  that  their  deeds  are  not  forgot- 
ton  or  overlooked  in  the  midst  of  the  smoke 
and  flame  raised  by  their  brethren  at  Fort 
Henry  and  Roanoke.— New   York  Herald.

—Secretary  Stanton  has  prepared  from 
offi.-ial  reports  full  lists  ot  all  privates  who 
have  distinguished  theins-'lves.  that  they 
may  be  promoted. 

(Jen.  Bishop  Polk  is  said  to   have  re- 

ceotly  written  a  letter  advising  emancipa- 
tion as  the  last  resort  of  the  South. 

—  -The  Washington  Republican  says  that 
the  private  soldier  who  told  of  Gen  Stone's 
comiuucicating  with  the  rebels  on  one  occa- 
-un.  was  a  tew  nights  since  attacked  by  a 
uiiduight  assassin  who  had  burglariously  en- 
tered his  room.  The  assassin  was  obliged 
10  yield  to  a  superior  force. 

— A  bill  will  be  iutroduceil  into  the  Sen» 
ate  repealiog  the  Black  Code  of  the  Dis- 
trict, whether  embraced  in  the  Maryland 
laws  or  the  city  ordinances,  and  putting 
blacks  on  the  same  footing  with  whites  as 
regards  trial,  punishment,  and  giving  o!  tess 
timony.  It  w'H  he  accompanied  by  a  thor- 
ough an^ilysis  of  the  infamous  code. 

—  It  was  hardly  expected,  at  Fort  Don - 
elson,  that  the  troops  would  be  in  ("ondition 
to  advance  OQ  Clarksville  and  >f  ashville  be- 
fore another  week— ^ey  next  Monday.  They 
have  been  somewhat  exhausted  by  the 
great  fatigues  already  endured.  Meanwhile 
fresh  troops  to  the  number  of  about  8,000 
a  day  are  arriviug  at  Cairo  and  Paducah 
from  the  North-western  States.  The  first 
report  of  our  loss  at  Donelson,  proves  cor- 
rect : — Killed,  300  ;  wounded,  missing  and 
prisoner,  TOO;  in  all  1,000.  There  are 
plenty  of  nurses  and  supplies  at  Cairo,  and 
no  need  exists  for  more  to  be  sent   forward. 

—  The  fate  of  Fort  Donelson  has  caused 
a  corresponding  rise  in  pork.  On  Thurs- 
day last,  dressed  ho??  were  sold  in  this 
market  at  a  range  of  S2.70  @  83.00,  while 
yesterday  they  were  sold  at  $3  30  @4.50 
—an  advance  of  60c@Sl.50  per  100  lbs. 
Mess  pork  during  the  same  period  advanced 
Si.25@,150  per  100  lbs.,  and  all  other 
kinds  of  produce  in  the  same  proportion. 
The  prospect  of  au  early  opening  of  the 
Mississippi  has  stimulated  the  markets  all 
over  the  country. —  Chicago  Tribune. 

In  the  Fort  Henry  gunboat  fight,  in 

the  explosion  on  the  Essex,  one  of  the  sea- 
men was  shockingly  scalded.  His  clothing 
was  at  once  removed,  linseed  oil  and  flour 
applied  to  hi-*  parboiled  flesh,  and  he  was 
carefully  wrapped  in  blankets,  and  placed  in 
bed.  A  few  moments  after,  came  news  that 
the  rebel  flag  was  struck,and  the  fort  surren- 
dered. In  his  enthusiasm  he  sprang  out  of 
bit  berth,  ran  up  on  deck,  and  waived  his 
blanket  in  the  air,  huzzaing  for  the  Stars 
and  Stripes.  The  poor  fellow,  alter  the 
first  excitement  was  over,  was  assisted  be- 
low, and  in  the  night  he  died,  full  of  rejoicing 
to  the  last  at  the  triumph  ol  the  old  flag. 

— The  news  from  Donelson  and  from 
Savannah,  as  soon  as  received,  was  riad 
aloud  from  the  Clerk's  d«sk  of  the  two 
Houses.  Vice  President  Hamlin,  beaming 
with  joy,  said  to  the  crowd  in  the  galleries, 
which  cUecked  its  huzzirg  at  his  rising 
from  his  seat,  •'  It  is  in  order  to  hurrah — 
it  is  in  order  boys  1"  The  congratulations 
of  Senators  were  wild,  but  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  House  was  wilder.  Later  in  the 
dav,  artillery  salutes  from  the  circling 
camps  on  both  s'des  of  the  Potomac  hailed 
the  victories.  The  joy  through  the  city 
was  electric,  but  through  it  all  uprose  the 
■crpent  head  of  compromise,  and  the  cant 
of  a  reconstruction  of  the  Union  upon  the 
old  relations  of  slavery  to  freedom  was  heard 
anew,  and  traitorous  sniving  of  peace  and 
the  reduction  of  the  army. 

— Upon  skates  the  Journal  of  Health  is 
T>articularly  strong.  *'  If  the  thermometer 
IS  below  thirty,"  it  says,  "jand  the  wind  is 
blowing,  no  woman  or  child  should  be 
skating,'  We  don't  know  about  this.  If 
the  lady  is  "  below  thirty,"  and  good  look- 
ing, let  her  skate,  thermometer  or  other- 
wise. If  she  is  the  reverse,  let  her  slide. 
— BoMon  Transcript. 

— Capt.  Bowdich,  United  States  Army 
Commissary  at  Newport  News,  has  receiv- 
ed a  letter  from  that  point  stating  that  the 
bursting  of  the  Sawyer  gun  at  Newport 
News,  recently,  was  owing  to  the  fact  that 
the  shell  was  not  rammed  home. 

— Ex-Governor  William  Pennington,  of 
New  Jersey,  who  was  taken  ill  on  Tues- 
day la.-t  with  a  complaint  resembling  ty- 
phoid fever,  and  from  which  it  was  thought 
he  coald  not  recover,  died  on  Sunday  morn- 
icg,  in  consequence  of  morphine  having  been 
administered  by  mistake  for  quinine.  A 
prescription  calling  for  quinine  was  sent  to 
a  drug  store  in  Broad  street,  Newark, 
where  morphine  was  put  up  by  mistake, 
and,  through  carelessness,  incorrectly  label- 
ed. One  of  these  papers,  containing  eight 
grains  of  the  poison,  was  administered  to 
Mr.  Pennington,  open  whom  the  effect  soon 
became  visible,  and  in  a  few  moments  he 
expired.  Efforts  were  made  by  interested 
parties  to  suppress  the  facts  above  stated. 

— Before  toe  late  steamer  left  Hatteras 
a  boat  load  of  escaped  negroes  from  the 
main  land  near  Middleton  arrived,  giving 
terrible  accounts  of  the  pxcitement  among 
the  population.  The  owner  of  three  ne- 
groes gave  them  all  the  facilities  for  effect- 
ing their  escape,  and  urged  them  to  find 
Gen.  Burnside  and  request  him  to  send  his 
fleet  without  delay,  as  the  rebel  authorities 
were  drafting  the  entire  white  population  of 
North  Carolina  into  their  armies,  and  had 
at  last  resorted  to  pressing  the  negroes  into 
the  service. 

They  B:.id  that  a  prominent  Union  man 
in  that  region  bad  already  a  force  of  eight 
hundred  whites  and  fonr  oj  five  hundred  ne- 
groes under  bis  command,  and  that  be^bad 
taken  a  stand  for  the  Union,  and  was  anxa 
iously  awaiting  aid  from  the  Federal  forces. 

— The  Secretary  of  the  Navy  has  sent  a 
congratulatory  letter  to  Commodore  Foote 
and  one  to  Commodore  Goldsboroagb.  The 
ofiBcers  and  men  under  their  respective  com- 
mand.^ are  also  highly  complimented  for 
their  heroic  achievements  accomplished  un- 
der extraordinary  circumstances,  and  after 
surmounting  great  and  almost  insuperable 
difficulties,  while  the  hearts  and  wishes  of 
the  nation  have  been  with  them  through  the 
long  trials  they  have  endured,  and  most  sin- 
cerely. The  Secretary  says :  ''We  rejoice 
with  yea  on  the  success  which  you  have  ob- 
tained.

THE     OLD      COMPANY       AND     NO 
ROADS~A    NEW   COMPANY    AND 
HOADS. 

There  are  a  few  significant  facts  iu  con- 
nection with  the  railroad  questions  now 
pending  before  the  Legislature  which  should 
not  be  overlooked : 

First.  That  there  are  no  parties  Irom  any 
quarter  who  now  propose  to  undertake  the 
building  roads  except  those  capitalists 
from  Dayton,  Ohio.  The  old  Pacific  Com- 
pany cannot  and  do  not  propose  to  construct 
a  foot  of  road  without  the  aid  of  these  meru 
It  is  a  matter  of  universal  notoriety  that 
this  old  company  has  no  ability  to  build 
any  portion  of  road.  They  confess  it,  open- 
ly. Is  it  policy  to  again  place  such  an  im- 
portant work  in  their  bands  ? 

Second.  It  is  well  known  that  these 
Daytou  capitali^s  are  willing  to  undertake 
the  construction  of  the  Pacific  Road  and 
branch  on  their  own  account  and  without 
any  connection  with  the  old  Pacific  Compa- 
ny— provided  the  Railroad  bill  first  in- 
troduced in  the  House  sboald  fail  to  pass, 
and  another  bill  of  a  suilable  character 
should  become  the  law. 

Tfiird.  It  is  known  to  be  a  fact  that 
these  same  Dayton  capitalists  have  not  nor 
wUl  not  contract  to  build  a  foot  of  railroad 
North  or  West  of  St.  Anthony  under  the 
"  old  corporators."  They  will  not  engage 
to  construct  only  from  St.  Paul  to  the  Falls, 
unless  they  can  be  made  incorporators 
themselves,  along  with  other  suitable  per- 
sons. 

Iu  the  event  that  the  old  company  should 
again  be  revived,  we  would  have  to  trust 
solely  to  their  ability  to  construct  the  im- 
mense line  of  road  North  of  St.  Anthony, 
by  way  of  Anoka  and  St.  Cloud,  and  also 
from  Minneapolis,  westwardly.  I*  the  Leg- 
islature ready  to  trust  a  work  of  such  mag- 
nitude to  a  company  known  to  be  almost 
totally  destitute  of  means  ?  Why  not,  at 
ODce,  give  the  matter  into  the  hands  of  men 
who  have  the  credit  and  the  pecuniary  abiK 
ity  to  construct  the  roads  and  set  the  cars 
in  motion.  A  new  company,  with  capital, 
would  revive  the  drooping  crtdit  of  the 
State,  while  there  is  the  greatest  reason  to 
fear  the  old  company  would  stumble  on  the 
same  draw  backs  and  misfortunes  as  form* 

erlv.

Your  brilliant  success  is  a 
happy  jwesase  ol  what  may  be  expected 
when  the  array  of  the  Potomac  shall  be  led 
to  the  field  by  t'jeir  sallant  general. 
(Signed)  EDWIN  M.  STANTON, 
Secretary  of  War. 

NEWS  OF  THE  VICTORY  IN  NEW 
YORK  CITY. 

The  news  of  the  capture  ot  Fort  Donelson 
and  the  rebel  generals  and  army  within  it, 
created  the  wildest  enthusiasm  in  this  city 
yesterday.  The  newspaper  bulletins  first 
announced  the  fact,  and  hundreds  of  people 
gathered  in  groups  about  them  shouting 
and  cheering  for  Commodore  Foote,  his 
victory,  the  President,  the  Union,  General 
McClellan,  and  almost  everything  and  every 
body  else  of  a  patriotic  character.  At 
times  the  scenes  became  almost  ludicrous 
in  the  extravagaoce  of  the  manifestations 
but  everybody  was  in  a  sympathetic  and  hi« 
larious  humor.  Meantime  the  newsboys, 
with  bundles  of  extras  under  each  arm.were 
rushing  up  Broadway,  down  Broadway,  up 
the  Bowery,  and  along  the  streets  and  ave- 
nues like  so  many  Pucks,  each  bound  on  a 
special  forty  minutes  errand,  if  not  around 
the  world  many  of  them  wUh  the  World. 
It  was  the  first  time  for  months  that  they 
have  been  able  to  create  such  a  high  old 
sensation,  and  being  unable  to  invent  any- 
thing more  extravagant  than  the  truth, 
were  truthful  enough  to  cry  only  what  the 
papers  announced.  As  they  hurried  along, 
doors  and  windows  flew  open  and  men,  wo- 
men and  children  were  calling  them  in  all 
directions.  Groups  of  people  collected 
around  the  forXnnate  possessor  of  a  paper 
while  it  was  read  aloud,  and  cheers  denoted 
the  occurrence  of  periods.  The  first  dis- 
patch stated  that  Floyd  was  among  those 
captured  and  this  supposed  fact  occasioned 
a  great  deal  of  extra  exultation,  but  when 
it  was  discovered  that  he  had  "stolen  away" 
it  was  thought  funnier  still. — New  York 
World,  \Uh.  

HOW  THE  NEWS  W^AS  RECEIVED 
IN  CONGRESS. 

CoTTOpondence  of  the  N.  T.   World. 

The  announcement  of  the  great  victory 
at  Fort  Donelson  to  Congress,  by  Gen.  Mc- 
Clellan, has  caused  the  most  frantic  excite- 
ment. 

In  the  Senate  the  audience  which  crowded 
the  galleries  rose  and  gave  one  tremendous 
cheer,  which  was  followed  by  repeated  ones, 
when  the  Vice-President  said  such  demon 
strations  did  not  interfere  with  the  business 
of  the  Senate.  Great  laughter  was  caused 
by  the  announcement  of  the  fact  that  Floyd 
stole  away.  In  the  House  the  scene  was 
equally  enthusiastic. 

During  the  reading  of  the  brief  but  in- 
tensely exciting  dispatch,  just  sufficiently 
long,  and  fraught  with  tidings  to  stir  the 
hearts  of  all  patriotic  men,  there  was  an 
evident  effort  to  restrain  the  feelings  which 
at  its  conclusion  burst  forth  in  a  ringing 
cheer  and  clapping  of  bands  such  as  were 
never  beard  in  the  hall  before.  For  the 
first  time  the  professional  etiquette  of  the 
reporters'  gallery  was  broken,  and  this  at 
all  times  orderly,  amid  the  disorderly  por- 
tion of  the  House,  echoed  with  the  notes  of 
joy  which  in  full  volume  rose  from  floor  and 
galleries. 

In  vain  the  punctillions  Speaker  struck 
bis  gAvel  to  bring  back  the  House  to  or- 
der. None  could  see  impropriety  or  in- 
fraction of  rules  in  such  an  indulgence  of 
patriotic  feelings,  and  the  rejoicing  went  on 
unconfined  upon  the  floor.  Members 
sprung  fanticaily  from  their  seats,  and 
rushed  round  Mr.  Colfax  as  a  common 
center,  he  retreating  to  the  open  space  out- 
side the  seats.  Here  congratulations 
went  on  apace  as  the  dispatch  went  from 
hand  to  band.  Amid  the  throng  the  ven- 
erable member  from  Kentucky,  Mr.  Crit- 
tenden, with  his  gray  hairs,  was  most  dis- 
tinguishable, and  for  some  minutes 
wherever  he  moved  he  encountered  the 
outstretched  hands  of  his  compeers,  who 
congratulated  him  on  the  glorious  erent 
which  had  cleared  Old  Kentucky  of  the 
i«beU,wkoh«dBoloDg  held  is  thrall  the 


Union  people  ol  his  native  State;  and 
heartily,  and  with  a  beaming  face,  did  the 
old  patriot  respond  to  the  general  feeling. 
The  Speaker  had  a  busy  time  of  it  with 
his  car])ing  gavel,  but  for  some  time  to  no 
purpose,  as  it  was  felt  that  there  was  no 
indttcorum  committed  in  such  a  demon- 
stration of  joyous  and  loyal  feeling  over 
the  victories  of  the  Union. 

RECEPTION    OF     THE     NEWS    BY 
m'CLBLLAN    AND     STANTON. 

When  General  McClellau  received  the  dis- 
patch announcing  the  tall  of  Fort  Donelson, 
he  wa.s  sitting  in  his  private  room,  with 
Governor  Curtin,  of  Pennsylvania,  the  lat- 
ter consulting  relative  to  the  disposition  of 
ten  Pennsylvania  regiments  still  at  Harris* 
burg.  The  General  apologized  for  reading 
the  dispatch,  which  he  did  with  a  strong 
but  suppressed  emotion.  General  McClellan 
then  took  the  dispatch  to  Secretary  Stanton 
on  foot  through  the  rain.  There  were  some 
three  hundred  spectators  assembled  at  the 
War  Department.  General  McClellan,  in 
breathless  haste,  barely  announced  the  fact, 
when  Secretary  Stanton  threw  up  his  hat 
and  proposed  three  cheers,  which  were  given 
amid  the  greatest  excitement.

That  the  losses,  during  the  past  year,  to  parties 
who  have  transmitted  money,  or  its  equivalent,  by 
mails  carried  over  several  of  the  routes  of  this  State, 
have  been  frequent  and  painfully  embarrassing,  aris 
ing,  as  your  memorialists  believe,  from  the  criminal 
negligence  or  dishonesty  of  ma  1  carriers  or  post 
masters. 

Tbat  the  expanse,  losses,  delay  and  confusion  now 
incident  to  the  mail  service  in  this  State,  would  b« 
greatly  diminished  by  a  more  direct  superintendence 
by  the  government.

The  Chicago  Tribune  of  Friday  says  : 

The  first  installment  of  the   7,000,DoDel3on 

ftrisoners,  assig  ted  to  be  kept  at  Camp  Doug- 
as,  in  this  city,  will  arrive  here  at  midnight, 
to  night,  under  <»uard  of  some  of  the  Federal 
troops  engaged  in  the  battle.  Captain  Behm, 
of  Gen.  Asboth'.s  staff,  pas«ed  throujth  town 
this  I'Tliursday')  morning,  en  route  to  Milwau- 
kee, Madison  and  St.  Paul,  to  collect  all  the 
regiments  or  parts  of  regiments  in  camp  at 
those  cities,  and  bring  them  here  to  complete 
the  guard  at  the  camp.  There  are  probablj 
1,500  soldiers  in  these  States  whom  he  will 
thus  be  able  to  collect  together  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

RE-OPENING    TRADE. 

It  id  regarded  probable  that  as  soon  aa 
the  rebel  armies  are  beaten  out  of  Tennes- 
see, the  order  of  Mr.  Chase,  preventing  the 
exportation  of  provisions,  medicines  and  the 
like  into  the  South,  will  be  rescinded,  so  far 
as  Tennessee  is  concerned,  and  that  the 
whole  country  will  again  be  opeijed  to  com- 
mercial transactions.  As  it  is  possible  to 
draw  supplies  of  cotton  and  tobacco  from 
at  least  one-half  of  the  South  by  way  of 
Tennessee,  the  opening  of  trade  in  this 
quarter  would  soon  produce  a  marked  effect 
upon  the  general  industry  of  the  country. 
A  million  of  bales  of  cotton  cou'd  easily  be 
gathered  by  inland  commerce  from  the 
South,  and  this  amount  furnished  to  our 
factories  would  again  set  them  gpiog,  witji 
ti  portion  to  spare  for  the  EnglM  n^rlKt. 
With  a  blockade  on  the  coast  and'rtiwtive 
internal  couuntrcv,  the  North  will  be  bme- 
6ted  in  every  way  ;  first,  by  the  carriage  of 
cotton,  tobacco,  hemp,  aad  other  sonthern 
products  through  the  country,  and  their 
transportation  to  Europe ;  and  second,  by 
the  sale  of  goods  to  such  of  the  southern 
States  a?  are  Ihns  re-opened,  which  ere  now 
in  great  need  of  them. 

It  is  proposed  fo  introduce  a  bill  into 
Congress  giving  soldiers  the  privilege  of 
setling  and  making  homes  in  the  fertile 
districts  along  the  Mi-ssissipppi  and  other 
rivers  of  the  South. —  Wash.  disvcUch. 

We  trust  nothing  of  the  kind  will  be 
done.  We  have  none  too  much  population 
in  the  North.  Better  pass  the  homestead 
bill,  and  thereby  invite  settlers  to  our 
homes  in  the  West.

OKN.  SCOTT   MINISTER    KXTRAORDINABT  TO 
MEXICO. 

Washixtqon,  Feb,  23. 

Washington's  birthday  was  chosen  for 
the  nomination  to  the  Senate  of  General 
Winfield  Scott  as  Minister  Extraordinary 
to  Mexico,  with,  it  is  said,  functions,  such 
as  he  exercised  in  the  pacification  of  the 
North  Eastern  boundary.  Accompanying 
this  nomination,  the  subject  of  a  treaty 
went  into  the  Senate,  whose  prmcipal  fea- 
ture was  substantially  the  assumption  of  tbe 
Mexican  debt  and  the  interest  on  the 
amount  of  three  millions  of  dollars  per  year. 

The  treaty  guarantees  our  payment  of  it 
for  five  years.  There  is  no  law  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  assistant  Minister  to  Mexi- 
co or  any  other  country.  It  in  thought 
Gen.  Scott's  nomination  would  be  con- 
firmed by  the  Senate,  particularly  if  his 
functions  should  be  limited  to  the  pacifica- 
tion of  the  armed  quarrel  conspired  against 
Mexico  at  a  moment  when  we  could  not 
defend  the  Monroe  doctrine  and  go  to  her 
help,  but  it  is  very  doubtful  if  the  Senate 
will  favor  the  scheme  if  buying  oft  England, 
France  and  Spain  for  five  years  or  for  life. 

Senator  Feasenden  faithfully  tried  on  Fri- 
day and  Saturday  to  get  together  the  com- 
mittee of  conference  on  the  treasury  note 
bill  without  success.

Everything  was  progressing  satisfactorily 
up  to  four  o'clock  this  afternoon,  when 
Mr.  Heiss  telegraplxd  that  he  had  pro- 
ceeded five  miles  out.  There  is  no  doubt 
about  the  line  being  successfully  laid,  and  if 
the  weather  is  favorable  the  line  will  be 
open  to-morrow. 

The  George  Warrington  left  at  half  past 
nine  o'clock  this  morning  for  the  James 
river  to  receive  aboot  390  released  prison- 
era.  She  baa  now,  at  five  o'clock,  returned.

nilNNESOTA    TROOPS   TT ANTED  TO 
GIj.IRD   PKIS<»NERS. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  that  there 
is  a  possibility  of  the  troops  at  Fcrt  Sncl« 
ling  being  ordered  immediately  to  Camp 
Douglas  near  Chicago.  It  is, however, prob- 
able that  sufficient  Wisconsin  troops  vill 
be  found  for  tht  required  purpose,  and  that 
■Capt  Behm  will  not  extend  his  trip  as  far 
as  St.  Paul. 

The  Chicago  Inbune  of  Friday  says  : 

The  first  installment  of  the   7,000,DoDel3on 

firisoners,  assig  led  to  be  kept  at  Camp  Doug- 
as,  in  this  city,  will  arrive  here  at  midnight, 
to  night,  under  guard  of  some  of  the  Federal 
troops  engai^ed  in  the  battle.  Captain  Behm, 
of  Gen.  Asboth'.s  .stafJ",  pa.s«ed  through  town 
this 'Thursday)  morning,  en  rout'  to  Milwau- 
kee, Madi.son  and  St.  Paul,  to  collect  all  the 
regiments  or  parts  of  regiments  in  camp  at 
those  cities,  and  bring  ifaem  here  to  complete 
the  guard  at  the  camp.  There  arc  probably 
1,500  soldiers  in  these  States  whom  he  will 
thus  be  able  to  collect  together  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

BE-OPENIMG    TRADE. 

It  \i  regarded  probable  that  as  soon  as 
the  rebel  armies  are  beaten  out  of  Tennes- 
see, the  order  of  Mr.  Chase,  preventing  the 
exportation  o'  jirovisions,  medicines  aid  tiie 
li!:e  into  the  South,  will  be  rescinded,  so  far 
as  Tennessca  is  conctrned,  and  that  the 
whole  country  will  ngaiu  be  opei  ed  to  com- 
caercial  transactions.  As  it  is  possible  to 
draw  supplies  of  cotton  and  tobacco  from 
at  least  one-hal;  of  the  South  by  way  of 
Tennessee,  the  opening  of  trade  in  this 
quarter  would  soon  produce  a  marked  effect 
upon  the  general  industry  of  the  country. 
A  million  of  baic-s  of  cotton  cou'd  easily  be 
gathered  by  iiiland  commerce  from  the 
South  and  this  amount  furnished  to  our 
factories  v/ould  again  set  them  going,  wiJ|j 
ti  portion  to  spare  for  the  English  isiarket. 
With  a  blockade  on  the  coast  and'a»4ctive 
internal  commtrce,  the  Xorth  will  be  bene- 
fited in  every  way  ;  first,  by  the  carriage  of 
cotton,  tobacco,  hemp,  aod  other  southern 
products  through  the  country,  and  their 
transportation  to  Europe ;  and  second,  by 
the  sale  of  goo<ls  to  such  of  the  southern 
States  a^  are  thus  re-opened,  which  ere  now 
in  great  need  of  tliem.

A  nnmori.i!  is  now  in  the  hands  of  each 
House,  giving  a  circumstantial  account  of 
the  efforts  of  tlie  company  to  comply  with 
tiie  law  of  last  winter,  and  the  cause  of  its 
failure-,  and  requesting  an  investigation  of 
the  fact--.  If  I  mistake  not,  your  corre^s- 
pondent  is  familiar  with  the  evidence  thus 
furnished  to  the  Legislature,  and  if  so,  he 
must  be  uware  that  his  statements  are  either 
wholly  untrue  or  an  wretched  perversions 
of  the  trutfi. 

It  is  true  that  the  company  aud  the  pub- 
lie  have  bpon  repoatedly  disappointed  as  to 
get!i;)g  tke  road  ia  operation,  but  it  is 
equally  true  that  the  greater  part  of  its 
misfortune  has  been  caused  by  just  such  un- 
tiring and  unjust  opposition  as  that  of  your 
correspondent.  The  moment  and  as  often 
aa  it  shotved  auy  sigus  of  life,  the  attempt  was 
made  to  strangle  it.  This  hostility  has 
been  and  ia  now  mostly  confined  to  our 
company,  and  I  am  glad  it  extends  no  fur- 
ther ;  yei  at  its  last  session  the  Legislature 
renewed  its  confidence  in  our  management, 
and  I  trust  we  have  done  nothing  since  to 
merit  its  discontinuance.  We  have  also 
had  and  now  have  the  entire  confidence  of 
the  stockholders,  who  have  paid  upon  their 
subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock— not 
$20,000,  as  your  correspondent  alleges— 
but  $57,000. 

The  directors  against  whom  so  much  is 
said  are  not  the  company.  They  are  mere- 
ly the  agents  of  the  stockholders  ;  and  they 
have  always  regarded  themselves  also  as 
trustees  of  the  State  and  morally  responsi- 
ble thereto. 

The  law  ot  last  winter  recites  that  the 
company  should  deposit  with  the  Governor 
$10,000  "OS  an  evidence  of  their  gooil  faith." 
The  directors  desired  the  committee  who 
reported  the  bill  at  that  time,  to  insert  a 
clause  providing  that  there  should  be  no  for- 
feiture in  case  of  au  actual  civil  war  in  the 
United  States,  at  least  during  its  continn* 
ance,  but  they  repli  d.  that  although  there 
might  be  a  war  they  would  not  anticipate 
it  by  such  a  clause  iu  such  a  bill,  and  if 
there  should  be  a  war,  we  coold  most  assu- 
redly rely  up)u  the  good  faith  of  the  Legia- 
laLure  to  give  us  an  extension.  We  have 
shown  good  laith  ourselves,  and  a  great 
deal  of  it.  And  we  have  the  utmost  coufi-* 
d-nco  that  the  Legislature  will  be  as  just  as 
it  is  wise,  and  that  unless  we  have,  since  its 
last  session,  done  something  to  merit  its 
censor?,  it  will  reinstate  us,  and 
thus  enabling  us  to  carry  out  our 
plighted  faith  to  oar  contractors,  Messrs. 
Winters  and  Drake,  to  the  sureties  upon 
our  indemnifying  bond  given  to  the  con- 
tractors, and  to  all  those  who  have  contrib- 
uted to  our  present  position.

The  Old  Point  boat  has  arrived  here,  hav- 
ing left  Ft.  Monroe  yesterday.  She  brings 
four  releasjed  oflScers.  including  Colonel 
Wood,  of  the  14th  Brooklyn,  New  York 
regiment,  who  who  was  wounded  and  cap- 
tnred  at  the  battle  of  Bull  Ruu.

GEN.  SCOTT   MINISTER    EXTRAORDINARr  TO 
MEXICO. 

Washixtqo.n,  Peb.  23. 

Washington's  birthday  was  chosen  for 
the  nomination  to  the  Senate  of  General 
Winfield  Scott  as  Minister  Extraordinary 
to  Mexico,  with,  it  is  said,  functions,  such 
as  be  exerei-ed  in  the  pacification  of  the 
North  Eastern  boundary.  Accompanying 
this  nomination,  the  subject  of  a  treaty 
went  into  the  Senate,  whoso  principal  fea- 
ture was  substantially  the  aasamption  of  the 
Mexican  debt  and  the  interest  on  the 
amount  of  three  millions  of  dollars  per  year. 

The  treaty  gaarantees  our  payment  of  it 
for  five  years.  There  is  no  law  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  assistant  Minister  to  Mexi- 
co or  any  other  country.  It  is  thought 
Gen.  Scott's  nomination  would  be  con- 
firmed by  the  Senate,  particularly  if  his 
functions  .should  be  limited  to  the  pacifica- 
tion of  the  armed  quarrel  conspired  against 
Mexico  at  a  moment  when  we  could  not 
defend  the  Monroe  doctrine  and  go  to  her 
help,  but  it  is  very  doubtful  if  the  Senate 
will  favor  the  .scheme  >f  buying  oft  England, 
France  and  Spain  for  five  years  or  for  life.

The  Sonate   lias  coufinned  Oasaius  M.

—Mr.  Rice,  from  the  Senat-e  Committee 
on  Military  Affairs,  reported  a  joint  resolu- 
tion, giving  authority  to  the  President  to 
appoint  a  Lieutenant  General  by  brevet.

TERRIBLE  PARTICULARS  OF 
TUi:  HARTLEY  COLLERY  CA. 
L)\IIIITY. 

Correspotuhru-c  of  the  Toronto  GUbi:. 
^  London,  Jan.  23,  1S62. 

The  public    mind    has  been  po.sitiveIy 
agonized  this  week,  by  the  terrible  calam- 
ity that  has  occurred  at  the  Hartley  Coal 
Pit,  and  the  pain  of  suspense  will  be  ren- 
dered still   more  acute  when   it  shall  be- 
C'jme  generally  known  that  the  worst  fears 
have  been   realized.      The   pit  is  situ  ited 
on  the  coast  of  Northumberland,  not   far 
(rom    North    Shields,  and  about  eight  or 
ten  miles  from  Newcastle-on-Tyne.     It  is 
a    large    one,  and    very  deep,   the  lower 
working    being    some    nine   hundred  feo' 
from  tho  surface.     It  seems  to  have  been 
regarded    both  by    its  owner  and  by  the 
men  employed  in  it  as  very  safe,  although 
liable  to  extensive  floodings.    To  keep  the 
working  tree  from  water,  a  powerful  en- 
gine had  to  be  employed.     Thii  machinery 
was,  of   course,  erected   at    the  mouth  of 
the  bhaft— unfortunately,  and  surely  most 
reprehensibly,  the  only  m^ans  of  commu- 
nication between  the  surface  and  the  ex- 
tensive works    below.      The  beam  of  the 
pumping  engine  is  said  to  have  been  Ibrty 
tons  in  weigh  ,  which   was  kept  in  motion 
by  cylmders  of  one  hundred  horse  power. 
The  exact  number  of  workmen  in  the  pit 
on  Thursday  is  not  certainly  known  to  the 
public,  but  some  accounts  say  close  upon 
two   hundred  and  thirty.     The  apparatus 
for  brmging  them  up  was  in  motion,  and 
sixteen  of    the  men  had  got  safely  to  the 
surface,  when  the  ponderous  beam  of  the 
pumping  engine  broke  in  the  centre,  and, 
horrible  to  state,  half  of  it — twenty  tons  of 
iron— was  precipitated  down  the  shaft,  up

Mason  and  Slidell. — The  rebel  minis- 
ters to  England  and  France  have  been  re- 
ceived with  contemptuous  indifiFtrence  and 
silence  in  both  countries.

As  swiftly  as  might  be  men  were  set  to 
open  the  passages.

was  known.  Seven  wretched  days  had  been 
spent  by  the  wives  and    mothers  and  chil- 
dren of  the  victims,  when  the  lowermost 
seam  was  reached,  not,  however,  without 
heroic  endurance  on  the  part  of  the  work- 
men, lor  the  foul  air  once  and  again  com'^ 
polled  them  to  come  to  the  surface. 

The  moment  the  passage  was  sufiBciently 
clear,  one  noble  fellow  earned  Adams  volun- 
teered to  descend.  He  found  a  hundred 
dead  bodies  close  to  the  entrance  ot  the 
shaft ;  but  the  su£Fot»iing  gas  forced  bim  to 
retreat.  He  was  no  sooner  up,  however, 
with  his  tale  of  woe  than  several  otfiers 
went  down,  and  the  latest  telegram  that 
has  come  to  London  states  that  they  found 
every  man  and  boy,  to  the  number  of  215, 
quite  dejd!

Part  ot  Captain  Porter's  Atlantic  mor- 
tar fleet,  fitted  out  so  elaborately  at  Brook- 
lyn, had  arrived  at,  Ship  Inland,  at  last  ac- 
counts, and  others  of  the  fleet  were  passed 
within  a  few  days'  sail.

The  other  end 
of  the  Mississippi  will  be  opened  quite  as 
soon  as  this  end,  and  that  won't  be  long  ei- 
ther. 


Everybody  Satisfied.— Those  who  have 
recommended  a  delay  in  the  advance  of  our 
armies,  regard  recent  succeises  as  c«»firm- 
ing  the  wisdom  of  the  policy  of  prudence 
and  preparation.  Those,  on  the  contrary, 
who  have  been  impatient  for  an  advance, 
insist  that  it  is  now  demonstrated  that  it 
was  only  necessary  to  attack  the  rebellion, 
to  put  it  down.  Thus  everybody  is  satisfied 
and  complacent — iialional  Eepublican. 


Bcckner's  Treachery — General  Simon 
B.  Buckner,  of  Kentucky,  at  Washington, 
last  spring,  alter  dining   with   Gen.   Scott, 
Mr.  Crittenden  and  others,  seriously  deba- 
ted the  proposition  of  taking  a  Brigadier's 
commission  la  our  army— whether  to  fight 
the  rebels  or  to  surrt  nder  his  command  to 
them,  may  well  be  doubted.

Navigation  of  toe  Upper  Mississippi. 
—Captain  Davidson  is  building  a  boat  to 
run  the  coining  season,  on  the  river  from 
this  point  to  St.  Cloud.  This  in  addition 
to  ttie  Enterprise  and  St.  Cloud  will  make 
three  boats  for  this  trade.  Capt.  David  - 
son  is  also  building  two  barges  at  the  low- 
fr  landing,  (below  the  Falls)  to  receive 
the  grain  and  produce  brought  from  above 
to  be  towed  to  La  Crosse,  by  the  steamers 
of  his  lower  line. 

We  are  informed  that  the  boats  from 
above  cannot  pass  tho  draw  of  the  upper 
bridge,  without  so  much  risk  that  the 
captains  are  unwiVing  to  attempt  it.  The 
consequence  is  that  all  produce  mast  be 
transferred  by  a  portage  of  two  and  a  half 
miles  from  tho  upper  and  lower  landing. 
This  is  a  serious  drawback  to  the  trade 
with  the  upper  country.  Can  it  not  be 
remedied  by  some  change  in  the  bri(lf|e.  so 
that  boats  can  come  down  nearer  the  I- alls. 
Will  some  one,  familiar  with  the  facts,  in- 
form us?— fcf.

The   public    inind    has  been  po.^itively 
agonized  this  week,  by  the  terrible  calam- 
ity th.it  has  occurred  at  the  Hartley  Coal 
Pit,  and  the  puin  of  suspense  will  be  ren- 
dered still   more  acute  when   il  shall  be- 
cume  generally  known  thattli«  worst  fears 
have  been   realized.      The   pit  Is  situ  lUd 
on  th'-  coast  of   Northumbeiiantl,  not    far 
from    North    Shields   and  about  eight  or 
ten  miles  from  Newcaslle-on-Tyne.     It  is 
a    large    one,  and    very  deep,   the  lower 
working    being    some    nine    hundred  feo' 
from  tho  purfacc.     It  seems  to  have  been 
regarded    both  by    its  owner  and  by  trie 
men  employed  in  it  as  very  safe,  although 
•s    liable  to  extensive  flcjodings.    To  keep  the 
wi'iking  tree  from  water,  a  powerful  en- 
gine had  10  beemploifed.     This  machinery 
was,  of   coui.=e.  erected   at    the  mouth  of 
the  shaft— unfortunately,  and  surely  most 
leprehensibly.  ihe  onl}'  m^an8  of  commu- 
nication  between  the  surface  and  ihe  ex- 
ten.sive  works    below.      The  beam  of  thp 
pumping  engine  is  said  to  have  been  forty 
tons  in  weigii ,  which    was  kept  in  motion 
by  cylmdeis  of  one  hundred  horse  power. 
The  exact  number  of  workmen  in  the  pit 
on  Tnur.?day  is  not  certainly  known  to  the 
public,  but  some  accounts  say  close  upon 
two   hundred  and  thirty.      The  apparatus 
f'(T   bringing  them  up  was  in  motion,  and 
sixteen  of    the  men  had  got  safely  to  the 
surface,  when   the  ponderous  beam  of  the 
pumping  engine  broke  in  the  centre,  and. 
horrible  to  state,  half  of  it — twenty  tons  of 
iron— wa=i  precipitated  down  the  shafr,  up 
which  eiffht  more  of  the  men  were  at    his 
moment  bring  drawn.     It  is  not  at  ail  sur- 
prising that  Bve  of  the  number  were  smash- 
ed to  atoms— the  wonder  is.  thnt   th'-ee  of 
them  escaped  with  their  lives,  and  that  the 
cage,  with  their  broken  limbs  and  the  man- 
gled remains  of  their  associates,  conticued 
to  ascend      This  would  have  been  dreadful 
enough,  but  far  greater  horrors  remained  to 
be  rcvt  aled.     In  its  rapid  descent,  the  twen- 
ty tous   of  iron  tore  away  the  timber  and 
planking  which  lineal  the  pit,  so  that  the 
larth  c  ilapstd  and  filled  up  the  shaft  to  the 
depth  of  some  hundreds  of  feet.    The  mo- 
ment this  was  discovered  a  feeling  of  des- 
perate concern  was  felt  for  the  possible  fate 
of  the  men  in  the  pit. 

As  swiftly  as  might  be  men  were  set  to 
open  the  passages.  It  is  called  a  shaft  ot 
large  dimensions  but  it  was  only  12  feet  in 
diameter  ;  and,  theref  ire,  onlysix  men  could 
be  employed  at  one  time.  Con--equeotly,  it 
was  maniltst  from  the  fii-st  that  sotue  days 
must  elapse  before  the  wretched  people  en- 
gulled  in  this  sudden  and  awful  manner 
C';uld  be  got  at.  On  Friday  the  noises 
made  by  1h"  entombed  are  said  to  have  been 
distinctly  beard  by  those  who  v/ere  laboring 
for  their  rescue.  But  there  was  no  means 
of  relieving  them  except  by  continued  evac- 
uation ;  and  as  day  by  day  went  past  with 
the  work  still  uncompleted  the  hopes  that 
were  at  first  cherished  of  the  nnhappy  suf- 
ferers being  reached  alive  gave  place  to  all 
but  despair,  and  last  night  the  fatal  truth 
was  known.  Seven  wretched  days  had  been
